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Meafurements on the Wejl Coajl of Great Britain. 


Meaftired tn Long JJland , in Scotland , on the fand between South Uifi and Benbecula, frOm the beach of 
Guil , caftwar d to a rock near the middle of the Sound, whofe top is always above water, 3-^. miles. 

Meafured on the fand of MtlbuJly in the Lewis, on the nonh fide of the Aird , two m lcs 350 yards ; from 
the corn ridges, at the boat dock, on the S. end of the fand, to the graft on the north fide of it. 

Meafured on Bernard's Wharf Bank , in IVyer-water, in Lancajhire, three miles thirty-Gx yards, from the 
watch-houfe at the mouth of the river, eaftward. 

Meafured on the Red Sand, in the river Clyde, 3 J miles *, from that part of it, which is over-againft Gilejlcn 
in Cardrefj parilh, eaftward to the banks of Hevok. 

Meafured along Fcrmby Sand, in Lancajhire, from the land*mark on that point, fouthwards to the point of 
C.rojly 3J miles and three yards. Alfo from Crcfby Point fouthward to the end of the fand near Bank-ball 
(forming an obtufc angle with the other line meafured) 4J miles. 

Meafured on the fand in Ramfey Bay , in the IJle of Man , 2* miles, and x 10 yards \ from the end of a dike, 
nearly eaftward to Shelltk Point below Ballivacbes. 

Meafured along the fand at the head of Iiply Head bay two miles and 146 yards; from the edge of the grafs 
on the call fide of the bay, in the dire&ion of a kern, on a hill above Rofcolan church, bearing S. W. [ W. 

Thcfe Meafurements were made with a fubftantial iron chain, fifty feet long j the ftraight line marked on 
the fand by upright poles, and fmall cords ftretchcd between them, and the number of chains counted by 
pins fet at the end of each chain. 

The fundamental angles, at each extremity of the above bafc-lines, for afeertaining the pofitions of diftanc 
hills, or other confpicuous objefts, and the angles at thcfe hills or obje&s, formed by xrial lines, conncdting 
them and remarkable points, promontories, or rocks on the coaft, were taken with a Theodolite: the 
diftances of other intervening Rations along the Ihore, and of rocks and Ihoals oft' it, were determined by the 
magnetic incerfeftions of thele points, promontories, and diftanc hills. 

The variation of the magnetic needle was found by the (tars, by fetting up a light in the dire&ion of 1 in 
Urfa Major, when it and the Pole Star were on the fame vertical circle ; or when the Pole Star was at its 
greateft azimuth, and a proper allowance made for its uiftancc from the meridian at that time.

farther from the North by that difference. 

But if the variation of the compafs, any time hereafter, lhall be eafltvard of the variation i/t a Chart ; write 
the difference, and an E. on the margin of the Chart, and of its defeription, to remain there for ufc. Then, 
North in the Chart being fo much weftward of North by the compafs; and South in the Chart fo much cafl- 
ward of South by the compafs ; all the bearings and eourfes in that Chart, and in its defeription, that are on 
the Eaji fide of the magnetic meridian , mult be reckoned, and lteercd by the compafs, as if they were nearer to 
the North, by the difference of the two variation* : and all bearings and eourfes on the IVtfl fide of the meridian 
in the Chart , or defeription , as if they were farther from the North by that difference. 

Note. The IVelfb and Earfe (or Gaulit ) names of places are, for the molt part, fpelleJ in the Charts 
and deferiptions agreeable to the common pronunciation : it may not therefore be altogether unne- 
ccflary to obferve, to an Englijh Reader, that, in order to pronounce them intelligibly, (eh) and 
(gb) mult always have a guttural found ; that g is pronounced hard before e and i, as well as before a , 
o, and u ; that a is pronounced open, as in (war), or in (add) ; and / fharp, as in (image), or in (fin), 
with very few exceptions.

CARMARTHEN BAY. 


A Dcfcription of the Tides, Rocks, Shoals, Channels, Anchoring-places, and 
Harbours, in Carmarthen Bay, between Worms Head and Caldy Island.

Tides between Worms Head and Caldy Island. 

O N the full and change days of the moon, it is high-water on the Jhorc in Carmarthen Bar, at 5 J. A 
league or two out oil this Bay, the dream does not turn till an hour or two hter. In Caldy Sound 
the ilream begins to run wedward at four hours of flood on the Ihorc, and to fet caflwarJ at four 
hours of ebb. 

In Carmartbtn Bay ordinary fnring-tide rifes twenty-one feet perpendicular, and neap-tiJc twelve. 
Flood-tide, along this pait ot the coad, runs eadward j and ebb wedward. 

In Carmartbtn Bay, the dream, when ftronged, runs about one mile an hour : in Caldy Scund it runs about 
three miles an hour, and neap-tides one. 

Rocks, Shoals, and Sand-banks in Carmarthen Bay. 

Cavefbeton Sand extend 1 : from the entry of Burry harbour northward to the channel leading to Carmarthen: 
the S. part of this Sand dries with fpring-lidc only great part of the north half of it dries with neap-tides. 

Middle-patch is a bank of fand about two miles long, from N. to S. and three-quarters broad ; which di- 
vides the Bar of Carmarthen into two channels the E. and W. and dries with 1‘pring-tide only. The channeli 
are deferibed with Carmarthen River. 

Drift Roth is a fmall rocky flioal, which lies about two miles and a half S. S. E. ^ E. from the S. end of 
Caldy. The lead water on it is four fathoms, and therefore not dangerous; except by a great breaking fta 
that rifes on it, when it blows frelh from the W. or S. W. Leading marks to it are, the fpire of Tenby church, 
about a fhip’s-lcngth (hut in over Small-erd Point, near Spur Ifland , in Caldy: fail in that diredion till you 
open the Tandy hillocks in Leadjlep Bay with Red erd Point, and you will be then on the (hallowed part of 
Drift Rock. 

The Spaniel is a fmall rocky flioal, on which the fea often breaks in blowing weather. It lies about a mile 
F.. r S. from Caldy Ctappel , and S. E. -J E. from SmaU-crd Point : the lead water on it is two fathoms. There 
are no land-marks for avoiding this flioal, which can be didinguilhed by a it ranger: the bed way is to keep 
within three quarters of a mile from the S. end of Caldy ; or elfe above a mile and a half from it. 

Woolhoufe Rock lies about two miles N. E. by E. from the cadraod point of Caldy, and two miles S. E. from 
St. Catherine's Ifland, and dries a little after half-ebb. Half a cable’s-length from the E. and W. fides of ir, 
there are three fathoms at low-water half a cable from the S. and N. (ides, there are but four feet. To 
avoid ir on the E. or W. fides, keep part of a fmall fandy bay, which is between St. Catherine's JJland, and 
the houfes of Tenby, open to the E. or W. of that Ifland: or to avoid it along the E. Ode, keep Monkflone 
Head N. To avoid it on the N. fide, keep the old wind-mill in Caldy open, or in a line with the wed extre- 
mity of High Cliff in Caldy. 

Carmarthen Bay h, tor the mod parr, clean fand, and a moderate depth of water. In it a veffcl may dop a 
tide almoll any where (the forementioned Ihoals and lands excepted) when the wind is off Ihore, or the wea-

ther moderate. The beft parts are in Rofflly Bay, about a mile from the fhore, on 2\, or three fathoms at 
Jow-water; efpecially when the wind is S. or caftward of fouth : in Caldy Road , when the wind is from the 
S. S. E. weft ward to the N. N. W. j and near half a mile call ward of Tenby Harbour , on fathoms. 

Caldy Road. 

Caldy Road is by far the beft ftopping-place in Carmarthen Bay, becaufc it ij Iheltered from all winds but 
what blow from the eafterly quarter j and if there is hard riding with I'uch winds, a ftiip may flip her cable 
about half-flood, and fail to the weftward, through Caldy Sound, for Milford- haven. 
r- The beft anchorage in Caldy Road , is when the old windmill in Caldy appears in the middle, between the 

fpire of the church, and the ruinous chapel at the S. end of the Ifland and Old caftle Point , oif the main 
weftward of Caldy , a (hip's- length open of St. Margaret's JJland: there you will ride ou 3f fathoms, fand and 
„L fmal! (hells, near half a mile from the fhorej and between two Tandy (hoals, one extending N. E. from High 

j. Cliff, about three-quarters of a mile ; and the other extending N. from Eel Point , at the W. end of Caldy, two- 

thirds a-crofs the Sound. The lead water on thefe (hoala is nine feet, except near the fhore, where there is but 
fix feet at low-water. The extremity of High Cliff Bant is avoided, when Oldcajlle Point is half a lai'Vbrcadth 
open to the N. of the W. end of St. Margaret's JJland. 

.0 c.u T In Caldy Road, the ftream of tide fets to the weftward, through Caldy Sound, when -it is four hours of flood 
on the fhore and continues fo till about four hours ebb-, and then feu caftward for fix hours. Spring-tides, 
when flrongcft here, run about three miles an hour-, neap tides one mile, 
ih catf To fail from the weftward, through Caldy Sound, for Tenby : in failing from the weftward, through Caldy 
w " Sound, for Tenby harbour, or road, the Ihoals to be avoided, arc White- beck Sand, and IV xlbcufe Rock: to 

fail clear of thefe, keep Old cajlle Point (which is on the main, weftward of Caldy ) about half a fail’s-breadth 
open of the W. end of St. Margaret's JJland, till you bring the old windmill of Caldy in a line with Caldy cha- 
pel : keep that mark on, till you bring Old cajlle Point about a fail’s-breadth open of Giltar Point (oppofite the 
W. end of Caldy ) ; then ftecr E. N. E. keeping Old cajlle Point without Giltar Point, till you bring the middle 
of High Cliff in Caldy, in a line with the fpire of Caldy church-, keep that mark on, fleering about N. N. W. 
till you bring a white cliff, which is at the N. end of the fand at Tenby harbour, open with the E. end of St. 
Catherine’s IJland, which will lead you about a cable's-lengch from that I (land: when you are pall the Ifland, 
you may fleer for Tenby Road, off the entry of the harbour : or, if there is tide to go in, keep about a cable's* 
length from the fhore all along to the Peer-head, and go in. 

*• Burry Harbour, 

Burry is fit for fmall veflels only, that draw not above ten or twelve feet water, and can take the group 1 
eafy. The entry to it is between Holmes Ifland and the Scot Sand: the Scot Sand dries with (pring-tide only. 
n< On the W. fide of Home's IJland, there is an over-fall, or breaking fca, which extends W. by N. from the 
Ifland, about three-quarters of a mile, where the fea is very rough in blowing weather, efpecially with W. 
and S. W. winds •, which, to a flranger, has the appearance of being very (hallow but there is no lefs water 
on it than 2| fathoms. Alfo within the entry, about a mile caftward of Home's IJland , the breakers run quite 
a-crofs the channel with ebb-tide and weflerly winds. 

iiyHu. To fail into Burry harbour : at three or four hours of flood, take Holme's IJland E. by S. or E-S. E. and 
keep it a cabk’s-lcngth, or a cable’s -length and a half, on your {larboard hand, to avoid the Scot-, then keep 
Lantlly church a fail’s-breadth open of, or juft out by Wbitford Point, till the higheft top of Rtfilly-dewn Hill 
bears over the top of Lanmaddock Cliff, which is about two miles caftward of Holme’s IJland, and the mud 
remarkable Cliff there (here a buoy has been fcveral times placed, to dircll veflels the better when to 
fleer north-eaflward between the Scar and Middle-patch ; but it has as often broke away) : then 
keeping thefe marks on, fail north-eaflward, and they will lead between the Middle-patch Bank and 
the Sear Ledge, till Landfaint chapel (in Kidwally parifh) is in a line with the W. ihoulder of 
Penbrca Hill -, then fleer S. E. along the E. fide of the Scar , till a fmall white houfe below the Banks of 
Landmaddock, is in a line with the extremity of Wbitford Point -, there drop anchor on 2 J, or three fathoms, 
at low-water. If it is neceffary to fail farther up the harbour, take a Pilot for the channel, from this anchor- 
age caftward, is almoft dry at low- water j and the fand on each fide of it begins to dry at half-ebb. The 
places where veflels mod commonly lie, are at Penelaw, or Caftle Lougber. 

MM, In Burry harbour it is high-water, on the full and change days, at fix o'clock. Spring-tides rife twenty - 
T*.’ one feet perpendicular neap-tide eleven or twelve. 

Carmarthen Rher. 

Large veflels may go into Carmarthen River, when wind and weasher are favourable j but the fand and 
(hallows lie lb far from the Ihorc ; and when it blows frelh from the S. or S. W. there is fo rough and break- 
ing a fca on the bar, that it is often difficult and hazardous, even for thofe who are beft acquainted, to fail 
over it. The bed of the River is all clean, and foft for veffcls to ground on wherever the ebb-tide obliges 
them to flop, when going up to the town of Carmarthen : but the moft convenient places are, a bight in Sr. 
IJbmsts parifh, near the mouth of the River, oppofite to Lanftuffa ; the E. end of the trees of Cutd\ Black 
Pool-, and Gtniaan' s Pool. 

•», To fail into Carmarthen River, through the W. channel: firft get fight of I^anftuff* Caftle, which is pretty 
'.cm*- fcmartablc, and may be feen two or three miles before you come up with the bar ; at four hours of flood, 
take that Caftle a fail’s-breadth open of Warlo Head, and keep them fo, till Lanfidstrner church, in Larne 
parifh, is a little eaftward of Gregan Head there j then ftecr S. E. till Landfaint chapel bears E. * then fleer 
E.N. E. up the channel, about a mile and a half, till Covercliff appears on Landylo Wood, and bearing N. 
there, if unacquainted, you may flop at anchor for a Pilot, on three fachoms water ; for there are no diilin& 
marks to direA a flranger farther up, except the channel is plainly perceived. This channel is eafier kept 
than the E. channel is, and therefore preferable to it. 

k it, e. To fail through the E. channel : keep Lame church on, or a little open of, Cockjbilfy Head , till Lanfaint 
chapel bears E. then fleer E. N. E. about a mile and a half, till Covercliff is on Landylo Wood ; then bearing 
N. there flop fora Pilot on three fathoms. Thelc channels arc liable to Ihift a little ; and therefore the fore- 
men turned aiteflions will not always ferve. 
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From Tenby to Cardigan. 


Tenby Rond. 

Ships that draw not above fifteen feet water, may flop in Tenby Road , with the wind from S. W. 
weftward to the N. The deepeft water is when the ImaJl tower, next St. Catherine’s IJiand, called the 
Cajllt of Tnby, is in a line with the fpire of Tenby church -, then bearing about VV. and the E. 
end of St. Catherine’s IJiand , is in a line wjth the VV. end of St. Margaret's IJiand, at Ceddy Sound-, you 
arc then on fathoms fandy ground. Vcflcls that draw little water, may anchor nearer Tenby Point , on 
three fathoms. 

Tenby Harbour. 

Vcflcls that draw not above thirteen or fourteen feet water, may lie fafe within Tenby Pier. They (hould 
not attempt to go in before the lalt quarter of flood, and fhould moor head and fieri) i becaufe there is tome- 
times a great run of lea within the Harbour, particularly when the wind has blown frefh from the S. E. quar- 
ter, and then fhifu fuddcnly to the N. W.

On the full and change days of the moon, it is high-water, at Caldy If and, at 54 *, in the mouth of Milford- 
haven , at 54 ; at Grgjbclm, at 5! ; at St. David's Head, at fix; at the Bar of Cardigan, at 74. m -1 ^tnif uiS r °F 

Ordinary fpring-tides, from Caldy co Milford haven, rife on the fhore twenty feet perpendicular; neap-tide t .n. 
twelve i from Milford to Cardigan, ordinary fpring-tides rile thirteen feet perpendicular ; neap tide fix or Ri * u **“ Ty *- 
fevenj at Crafhclm, fpring-tides rife fixtecn feet perpendicular. 

Between Milford and Caldy, the ftream of flood runs eaftward from Milford to Ramfey IJiand, the dream 
runs northward along the coafl, from three hours of flood on the fhore, till it is three hours ebbed : between 
Gmjbolm and the Smalls, the ftream turns northward, when it is four hours of flood on the fhore, and continues 
till it is four hours ebbed *, then it turns fouthward : the northward ftream fhifting gradually, as the tide 
advances, from N. N. W. to N. E. and the fouthward ftream from S. S. E. to S. W. j from Ramfey IJiand 
to Cardigan , the flood fets eaftward. 

From Caldy co Ijrny Head, near Milford-laven, within a league of the fhore, fpring-tides, when ftrongeft, 
run about three miles an hour; neap-tides one : from the N. J-Jijkop, along the Bafs Shoal, five miles an hour: 
along Strumble Head four miles an hour: between Crafbolm and the Smalls, fix miles. The northward ftream 
forms an eddy on the N. fide of Grajbolm , half a mile long, within which there is very little ftream of tide. 

Rods and Shoals along the Coajl, from Tenby to Cardigan. aoots«asnoAi. 

Off Stack-peal, and St. Gowen’s Heads , there is a fand-bank, which extends from the Ihore a mile and a su** f »i sw 
half fouthward i c-n which, ydth fpring-tidc, and when the ftream runs againft the wind, there is a rough 
breaking fca. The greateft part of this bank has from feven to fifteen fathoms water over it j but there is one 
part, fa«d to lie about a mile S. W. from Staekpcol Head , on which fome fay, there is not above two fathoms 
at low-water. This part was fearched for in a fair day, but could not be found v nor could any one give 
marks, or particular dire&ions for finding it. 

The Crow is a fmall rock, which lies three-quarters of a mile fouth of Levy Head, at the mouth of Milford- o**a.*k. 
haven, and dries at four hours of ebb : three quarters of a mile S. E. from Crow Reek, there is a rock which 
dries with very -low fpring-tides only, called the E. Crow Tee-, and another I'm all rock, called the IV. trow * CiwTk. 

Toe, which lies one-third of a mile N. VV. by N. from the Crow, and S. S. W. from Lorry Head, and dries w ‘ 
with low fpring tide only. To fail without thefc three Rocks, or along the S. and W. fidcs of them -, keep 
above a mile from the coaft, near Ltny Head ; or keep the E. extremity of Seomar Ifland half a faiJVbreadth 
open of St. Arm’s Point -, or MieUan Sound open. When Ltny bears N. E. then you may Hand northward for 
Milford- haven. When the Crow can be feen, keep it on the W. end of Seomar IJiand, till Ltny Head bears 
N. E. 1 then you are to the weftward of them all. To fail between the Crow Rocks and the land, keep Pal - cimimni. 
fiater Head a little without hlimfteru Head-, which will carry you about a cable’s length from Ltny Head. Vcf- 
fcls, however, fhould not attempt this Sound, when it is not neccffary, in calc the Heads fhould be mittaken 
or fudden calms, or fquails of wind from the cliffs, fhould affc& their failing. 

Turbot Bank lies about two miles W. by N. from Lerty Head, and S. from St. Ant’s Light- houfes. The lcaft n.«v . 
water on it is fix fathoms. In moderate weather a fhip may flop a tide on this Bank. 

Near a cable’s-length N. N. E. i E. from the Stack, or E. point, of Scoclbam IJiand, there is a ftnall rock, a -.» Sc«kh,m. 
which dries with fpring-cide only : there arc four fathoms water between it and the Stack, and five on all other 
fidcs, at half a cable’s diflance. 

Jack’s Sound is the channel, near Scbomar, between Midlan IJiand and the main, about one-third of a mile Rock, in j*Vi SquhJ. 
wide. In (his channel there arc two rocks that dry with ebb-ode daily -, one of them lies more than a third 
over from Midlan IJiand j the other above a cable’s length from the main : the common channel for fmall coaft- 
ing veffels, is between thefe two rocks. 

There is a fmall rock, always above water, which lies near the N. entry of Jack's Sound, on the E. fide, R»<k «u>j, ,bon 
about half a cable’s-length from the point : this rock mufl be taken on the larboard-hard failing from the **'"• 

North. Such as are not very well acquainted, ought not to attempt failing through Jack's Sound, except in 
necefliry and then they muft have a leading wind, and favourable tide, to avoid the danger that will be *••*•“***• 

occafioncd 
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occjlioncd by the narrownels of the channel between the two rocks near the middle, and the rapidity of 
the tide there. 

The Smalls arc a duller of Rocks, that lie about two leagues W. N. W. from Grajbolm-, one of which is 
always above water, and remarkable the three rocks neared to it are covered only at high-water with fpring- 
ude ; the other rocks dry with fpring-tide only. The greated didancc of any of thefe rocks from the higheft 
one is not above a mile. There is no better mark for avoiding the Smalls, than by keeping above a mile 
from the higheft of them on all Tides. 

The Hats- and- Barrels lie about three miles W. from Grajbolm, and dry about the fourth hour of ebb. To 
fail along the F. fide of them •, keep within a league of Grafkoim. To fail along the W. fide of them ; keep 
aboi.t one-third from the highelt of the Small's, and two-thirds from Grajbclm. To fail along the S. fide of 
them ; keep the higheft. top of Brajilla Util (the higheft vifible in PembrckeJIjire ) out to the fouthward of Gra~ 
fko'.m. To fail along the N. fide of ihemi keep the fouthmoft light-houfc at St. Ann's Point, on the W. end 
of Sccclam IJiand. 

ClaclicccLian Rocks lie wcflward of Pcncltgbcr Point in Chlanrian parilh, and about a quarter of a mile N. and 
N. W. of itaanberry Rocks, which arc always above water. That rock, which is N. of Ilaanbcrry, dries with 
fpring-tide only -, the other rock dries about the lad quarter of ebb. There are two other rocks, about a 
mile wcilward of Clacbicccbian Rocks, off Aberpool, and about half a mile from the Ihorc : to fail without, or 
along the N. fide of thefe, keep three of the Bijhop Recks in fight, without St. David’s Head. 

About three-quarters of a mile N. from AbercaJUe Creek , there is a rocky Ihoal, on which the lead water is 
three fathoms. To avoid it on the N. fide •, keep St. David's Head a fail’s- breadth out by Pcntkgbor Pointy 

The Mafcus is laid to be a fmall Ihoal, or overfall, lying two or three leagues N. W. or N. W. by N. from 
the norihmod Bijhop Rock. In that direction and didancc, and a league or two round that didance, I founded, 
two fevcral days, and found the depth from forty-two to lixty fathoms. Several ripples, or fwirls of tide, 
were met with that had fome appearance of being (hallow ■, but on founding them, found only eight or ten 
fathoms lefs water there, than in the neighbouring pans. Lewis Morris, in his draught of this coad, has given 
the name of Mafesu to the Ba/s Shoal , but feems not to have examined the Baft. It is reponed, that fome have 
lien the lea-weeds adhering to the Mafcus ; but none now alive fay fo, or that any one ever founded over it, 
or that any vcfl'cl ever touched it : an unufual ripple, or breaking fea, may perhaps have given rife to the opi- 
nion of a Ihoal being there, to which Mr. Morns has given the name of Mafcus. 

The Bifiops are four remarkable Rocks lying weltward of Ramfey JJland. About half between the middle 
of thefe Rocks and Ramjey, there arc three rocks that dry before low-water and two about three-quarters of 
a nlilc E. S. E. from the northmod Bifkop, that dry about half-ebb. If a vcffcl mud fail between the Btjhcps 
and Ramfey, die Ihould keep within half a mile of Ramfey, to avoid the firlt three rocks, if they arc not lecn \ 
and within a mile and a half of Sc. David's Head, to avoid the two chat lie eallward of the northmod Bijhop. 

The Bafs is afand-bank, where there is an overfall, and in blowing weather a rough breaking fea. It lies 
about a league northward of Sr. David's Head, is about four miles long Torn W.S. W. to E. N. E. and about 
a quarter of a mile broad. The lead water found on it was 34 fathoms at low-water, which was near the fouth 
end of the Ihoal : on other parts there arc five or fix. About the middle of the Bafs, Strumble Iiill bears E. i S. 
St. David’s Hill S. the N. Bijhop S. W. t W. and the W. end of Scomar is iccn through the middle of Ramfey 
Sound. To fail between the Bafs and the N. Bijhop ■, keep within a mile of the Bijhop-, or keep St. David's 
Head N. W. 

Spring-iide on this Ihoal, when dronged, runs about five miles an hour. It may be perceived at any time 
almoll, by a ripple and fmooth in calms, and by a high breaking fea on it in blowing weather. 

Alcrcajtle Shoal lies about three-quarters of a mile north from AbercaJUe Creek : the lead water on it is 31 - 
fathoms : to avoid it on the N. fide ; keep St. David's Head a fail's- breadth out by Penclegbsr Point. 

In i'refh-wattr-cajl-Bay, between Staclpool Head and GldcaJUe Head , a Ihip may dop, in moderate weather, 
or when the wind is off the Ihore, on eight or ten fathoms water. 

Or, on T urbot Bank, off Leny Head. 

Or, in the middie of the Bay next northward of Leny Head, about a mile from the Ihore, on ten or 
twelve fathoms. 

Or in Mstflik Bay, on the S. fide of St. Bride's Bay , on five or fix fathoms water. 

Gold top Road. 

GJdtop Read is a bight on the S. fide of St. Bride's Bay , where (hips that draw not above twelve or fifteen 
feet water may ride fafe, while the wind is any how from the E. N. E. fouthward to the W. The bed part 
is about a quarter of a mile E. f N. from Goldlop Head, when the fecond Head wellward of Geldtop (which has 
two fmall rocks off it) is (hut in by Goldlop Head, and Roteb Church bearing N. E. by N. and in a line with the 
S. fide of the lirft fandy Ihore fouthward of Noulton : there you will have 3 i fathoms fandy ground, with clay 
below it. Small veffels may ride more fouth-eaftward, on two fathoms, where they will be better dickered 
from W. winds. 

In Portkejky Bay, E. of Penmanmillan Point, near Ramfey Sound, (hips may ride fafe on the N. fide of pari- 
grafiob Ijhnd , on leven fathoms water, with any wind, except from the S. to the W. The bed anchorage is 
when the W. end of Carigrafcob bears S. and in a line with Midlan IJiand, near Scomar. It is not advitable to 
anchor much farther eadward in this Bay, becaufe the bottom is rocky near the E. end ; and if the wind diall 
happen to frelhcn at the S. W. a great fea will fee in, and make very hard riding, and difficult turning out. 

Ramsey Sound. 

Veffels may dop a tide in Ramfey Sound, cfpeciaUy with wedcrly and foutherly winds. The bed anchorage is 
about onc-ihird of a mile northward of the Bitches Rocks, at the middle of Ramfey IJiand , about two cablc’s- 
Icngih from the Ihore, off a fmall bight, when Ugavelvet (the N. E. point of Ramfey, ) bears N. N. E. ; here 

there are feven fathoms fandy bottom. Veffels Ihould make no unneceffary day in this place i for the ground 
is in fome parts foul and there are fuch irregularities in the llream of tide, that if you ride by a finglc anchor, 
it is fcarce poffiblcto keep it clear - t or to keep a clear hawlc When moored. 

In the middle of Ramfey Sound, the dream of tide begins to fet northward, when it is two hours and a half 
flowed on the Ihorc, and continues fo till about half-ebb -, then lets fouthward till about half-flood. But near 
the Ihore, on each fide of the Sound, the dream runs contrary to the dream in the middle. With fpring-tide 
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the northward ftream, in the middle, runs about fix miles an hour when ftrongeft ■, and the fouthward flream 
about tour mi't#. 

Horfi-jhat Rock lies at the S. entry of Remfiy Sound, on the E. fide, about a cable's-lcngch and a half fouth- R«ki i« R»*r«y 
ward ot Pcnmaxmtfan Point , and dries at half-ebb. Rock. 

The Great herfi Kook lies about half a mite N. by E. i E. from Penmanmillan Point , and dries with fprinii- ci»c-kMft R kX. 
tide only. To fail along the W. fide of it • keep the wellmoll part of Samar Ijland a lail's-brcadth, or julk 
out, by PtnmanmiHan Point. 

The LitiU-borfe is a rocky fiioal, which lies about a quarter of a mile N. by E. i E. from the Great-borfi * Lira* iio.fr. 
the lealt water on it is fixteen feet. It is avoided (as the Great Horfe) by keeping the W. point ot Sccmar out 
by Penmanmillan Point i or by keeping near the miudle ot the Sound. 

In the Ray on the S. fide of St. baviu s Need, when the wind is off the land, a vcficl may (lop a tide on five n»> sl Di.uTi itnd. 
fathoms clean ground, a quarter, or half a mile, from the Ihore. 

Carrigcitan Bay is at the extremity of StrumbU Head ; and is Iheltcrcd on the N. by a peninfula, and a c«.is»r.wB*y. 
fmall illand. This place is convenient to flop a tide in', when the wind is eaftward of N. The bell part is on 
levcn fathoms water, about a cable’s-lcngth fouthward of the illand, when the Sound of the ifiand is open : 
in mort other parts the bottom is foul. If the wind begins to breeze from the weftward, a vcficl that draws 
not above tweivc leer, may fail out northward, between the ifiand and peninfula, by keeping the middle, or 
fomewhat nearer the ifiand. 

The ftream of flood, along Strumble Head, fets in from the weftward; and, when ftrongeft, runs about »i«<t $nv»ue 
four miles an hour, making a rough breaking fea } cfpccially when the ftream runs againft the wind. 

Fiscard Rood and Harbour. 

Fifiard Road is fafe anchorage with any wind, except from the N. to the E. ; the ground holds well, hav- r.fc**R«4. 
ing clay below the land. The bell anchorage is about a quarter of a mile fouthward of thcCaw Reek (which 
is always above water), on three fathoms at low-water i that Rock bearing N. | E. and a White Houle, which 
ftands a little eaftward of the town of Fi/eard , S. i- W. and open to the W. of Ptnmaniver Po nt, near } Heard 
Kay.

Near this anchorage, weft- 
ward and fouthward, the bottom is clean fand, but not quite fo well flickered. 

Aberdinos anchorage is on the E. fide of Dinas Head, off the middle of the bight where Dinas ■ houfes are. Afc«ai*n ,rrhm^. 
Here a vcficl may flop, with wcilcrly winds, on three or four fathoms water, clean ground, above two cables* 
length from the high-water mark, without entering into the Bay. 

* On the E. fide of Newport Bay, a veil'd may Hop off Pifiil, on clean fand, near half a mile from the fttnre, wui ri*e uJ 

on three or four fathoms at low water. 

The bar and channel, to Newport Harlcwr, lie about half a cablc’s-lcngth from the fliore, direftly below ta'.rj uk. 
the village of Newport. On the b:.r, there arc thirteen feet at high-water, with fpring tide, and levcn or 
eight at high-water neap-tide-, fo that this harbour is fit for fmall vcliels only. When a vefiej has got over 
the bar, and within the mouth of the river, fhe may then take ground on clean fand, anil lie fulF.C'.cntly 
Iheltcrcd all weathers. There are no marks for the channel ■, but it may be difiinguilhed, for the moil part, 
by the appearance of the water in it.

From Cardigan to Aberistwith. 


Cardigan Road and Harbour. 

In moderate weather a (hip may (lop in Cardigan Read , in any part ilmoft, without the bar, above two cablcs- 
lcngth from the (bore : with eafterly wind* the h. ftdc (hould lie preferred j and the W. fide with wcftcrly winds. 

It i* high-water, full and change days, at Cardigan Bar , at 74. 

Ordinary fpring-tides rife thirteen feet perpendicular, neap-tides fir or feven. 

Cardigan Harbour is fit for fmail veflels only, that draw not above ren free water, and can lie a- ground eafy. 
The channel over the bar is now a little nearer the E. than to the W. fide of the Bay, and is liable to Ihifc. 
In this channel there are fourteen feet at high-water with fpring-tide, and eight or nine with neap-tides •, but 
before a veflel gets into fufficient fhelter over the bar, there is not above ten feet in the channel with (pring- 
tide. A leading-mark over the bar is, Ptnrcrgid Point (a low Tandy Point on the E. fide of the river, about 
throe-quarters of a mile above the bar), bearing S. by E. 4 E and a fmail hedge, about three miles oif, juft 
open with the Point : keep the hedge and Point fo till you are over the bar, and in fmoother water. To tail 
from thence up to Penrergid , where the channel turns fouth-weftward ; take Penrergid Point a little on the E. 
end of the hedge. A little weflward of that Point, you may (lop for a tide, or for a ptl ;t to carry you 
higher up to the Pool, near St. Dogma? & Village, or to the town of Cardigan. In the Pool a veflel, by making 
fall to the trees on the W. fide, may ride on 2i fathoms the lead water.

Tides between Cardigan and Aberistwith. 

On the full and change days of the moon, it is high-water on the (hore, near Cardigan , at 74 j at New-key 
Head , at 7 j- ; at Aberijlvritb , at 84 : a league or two from thefe (bores, the dream is an hour, or an hour 
and a half, later in turning. 

Along this part of the coaft, fpring-tides rife thirteen feet perpendicular, neap-tides fix or feven. 

The dream of flood here comes from the weflward, along Si rumble Head, and from thence fets caftward 
toward the Patches Shoal, off Aberijlwitb ; and then northward along the coaft. 

Near Strnmble Head, fpring-tides, when ftrongeft, run about four miles an hour-, along other Heads and 
Points, not more than two miles ■, and, on the Patches, three miles an hour. 

Along the S. coaft of Cardigan Bay , there are feveral ledges, or rocky (lacs, which dry every ebb-tide 1 and 
extend above a quarter of a mile from the (hore •, but there arc no rocks, nor lhoals, without the head-lands, 
except the Patches and Sam ginvelin Shoals. 

The Patches and Sam ginvtlin may be reckoned but one fhoal, though thy go under two names, and are 
divided by a fwalh, or narrow channel, between them ; Sam-ginvtltn, which is the E. part of this fhoal, 
extends about three miles W. by N. from the ftiore, at the fmclting houle in tVanblog, and, with fpring- 
tides, dries for about a mile from the (bore ; the reft of it has from four to twelve feet water over it, at low 
fpring-tide. 

The Patches extend about fix miles farther weflward * the E. end of which is called the North Patch , of 
which a fmail part, near the Swajb, dries at low-waier with lpring-tide: the reft of this fhoal, to the weft- 
ward, has from feven to twelve feet water over it, at low-water •, except near the N. W. end, where there is 
but a foot and a half. The Sam and Patches confift, for the mod parr, of (tones, like large pavmg-ftones. 
The channel, that divides them, is near half a mile broad, and has three fathoms the leaft water in the mid- 
dle : to fail through this fwalh, or channel, keep the cuftom-houfe of Aberijlwitb juft open with Penguin-ingan 
Point, which is at the N. fide of the cattle of Aberijlwitb. The cuftom-houfc is at the W. end of the town, 
and appears whiter, and more diftind, than other houfes there. 

At that part of the N. Patch, which dries with fpring-tide, Dinas Hill bears S. E. 4 S. Nevr-kay Head 
S. W. and the fmelting-houfe E. 4 S. 

To avoid the W. end of the Patches, failing along it northward, or fomhward ; keep New-kay Head 
S. W. by S. v or Sarn-bucb Point in a line with the N. top of Snowdon Hill , and bearing N. E. by N. f N\ 
Snowdon Hill is the molt remarkable mountain at the E. end of Caernarvonjbire. To avoid the NV. end of the 
Patches (ailing along it on the S. fide, to or from Aberijlwitb keep Aberijlwitb Cafile E. by S. when it will be 
in a line with a remarkable hummock on one of the remoreft hills. 

On the Patches, fpring-tide runs about three miles an hour when ftrongeft. Flood fets N. N. E. and ebb 
$. S. W. each beginning an hour and a half later than the ftream along the (hore. 

In Aberportb Road, with the wind between S. and W. N. W. veflels may flop on three fathoms water, clean 
fandy bottom. The belt part is about a cable’s- length and a half from Ogavraitb Head, when Crubbacb Head 
bears N. W. by W. In this Road a veflel (hould not continue long, lealt the wind (hould frefhen between 
the N. W. and the N. E. ; for then there is a great fca in this Bay. S. E. winds make a ground-iwcll, which 
does not break but on the (hore. 

In New-kay Road, a veflel may ride pretty well (helrered, while the wind is from the W. N. W. weflward 
to the S. E. The belt part to anchor in, is when Penwigdi Point , and the houfe which is a little weftward of 
it, are in a line, and bearing W. by N. about a cable’s-lcngih and a half from the (hore, on 2 1 fa horns at 
low-water. It is not adviteabk to lie long in this Road, leaft the wind Ihould blow between the N. W, and 
N. E. i lor fuch winds make a great fea in this Bay-, S. E. winds make agre.it hollow- fca. or ground-fwcll in 
it. About half way between this place of anchorage, and the mouth of Cblaninna Rivulet, mere is a rock 
which dries with (pring-tidc only. 
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From Aberistwith to Bardsey Island. 


Aberistwith Harbour. 

Aberijhwith Harbour is a narrow creek, not fit for veffcls that draw above nine or ten feet water ; and thefe 
mult have fpring-tide to go over the bar. The bar lies very near the (bore, a-crofs the entry ; fo that when 
theic is a fwetl on it, a vcflel has the fca right a-ftern, and is Toon over it and out of danger. There is a 
perch placed, about a cable’s-length within the bar, and a white moveable board on the land beyond it; 
when both thefe are taken in a line, they lead right over the bar. If a vcfTcl is feen off this coaff in the 
evening, the people of the place always take care to put up two lights ; one on the perch, and another on the 
white board, for a direction over the bar when it is dark. Aberifiwi/b Harbour may be dillinguilhed at fome 
leagues diftance by Dittos Hill, which rifes ftcep on the S. end : alfo by the ruinous raftlc at the N. W. end of 
the town i and, when nearer the bar, by a black tapering rock, which Hands at the confluence of the two 
rivers, Rydol and IJlw;tb. 


A Defcription of the Tides, Pocks , Shoals , Channels , Anchoring-places , and 

Harbours , on the E. and N. Sides of Cardigan Bay, between Aberistwith 
and Bardsby Island. 

CHART V. 

Tides between Aberistwith and Bardsey Island. 

On the eaft, and north coaff of Cardigan Bay, it is high* water on the full and change days of the moon, at 
eight o’clock. 

Ordinary fpring-tides rife thirteen feet perpendicular, and neap-tides fix or feven. 

The ftream ol flood along the E. fide of Cardigan Bay runs northward, and the ftream of ebb fouthward. 
Along the N. fide of Cardigan Bay , the ftream of flood runs caff ward, and ebb weft ward. 

In Cardigan Bay , the ftream of tide docs not run above one mile an hour, when ftrongeft, except over the 
(hnals, where it runs two or three miles. 

The Patches, and Sarn-ginvelin Sboais, are deferibed in the preceding chart, to which we refer. 

Sarn-bub Shoal is compofcd of large Hones and extends about three miles weftward from Sam-bub Point , 
at the mouth of Sunni Harbour, in Mcrionetbjbire. At low-water, with fpring-tide, it dries in feattered Hones 
for near a mile from the Ihore : the reft never dries ; but in Ibme parts has only two feet ; and toward the weft 
end lix, eight, or twelve feet water over it at low fpring-tide. 

This lhoal is avoided along the N. fide, while the top of Carderidrijh Ilill is feen over the tops of the high 
hills, next W. of it : \f Carderidrijb appears over the low hills, next S. of thefe, it will lead on Sam bub. It it 
avoided along the W. end, failing northward or fouthward, while Aberdoyy Point bears S. E. ; or when a high 
hill up Barmoutb River , with a confpicuous hummock on the top of it, is feen without Ptngblas Point : Ptngblas 
is a low green Foint, on the S. fide of Barmoutb Bay. 

Sarn- badracb , or the Ceutjway, is a long narrow lhoal, which begins about a mile from ihc Ihore of Lblan- 
intbum parilh, and extends W. by S. about three leagues. For the moll part it confitls of (mail Honrs, like 
pavir.g-llonc-s, and is not above a cablc’s-kngrh broad, except toward the W. end. On the W. end there are 
Icveral large Hones, or rocks, that dry at low-water wuh fpring-tide; one of which appears as large as a linal l 
yoal. The E. end dries, with very low fpring-tides, for two or three miles. On the edge of this lhoal, all 
along, where a ripple, or over-fall appears, there is not above two or three feet of water at low fpring-tide; 
and in fomc parts not above one foot. About a mile and a half caff ward of the W. extremity, there is a paich 
of land and lmall Hones mixt, about a cablc’s-lcngth fquare, wmch dries at low fpring-tide. About a mile 
fouth-eaHward and louth- weftward of the W.end, where the largcff rocks arc feen, there is not above nine feet 
at low water. 

Near (he W. extremity of Sarn-ladratb , Bardfey IJland bears N. W. by W. Penkilan Head , in Carnarvon- 
Jbirt , N. \V. by N. and Sugar-loaf Hill , near it, about a Ihip’s-lcngth out by Penkilan Head. 

To avoid iho W. end of this lhoal, failing fouthward or northward, keep Penkilan Head N. N. W. f W. ; 
or RyvaJ Hill N. by E. Ryval is a high tapering Hill in Carnarvcnjbire , which extends fix or feven miles up 
the country, between two other hills, which are a little lefs than it. 

To avoid the \V. end of Sam badracb , along the S. fide, failing caftward toward Barmoutb ; keep Sugar- 
leaf HiU (which is near die W. corner of Portbnicul Bay ) two fhips-lcngth out by Penkilan Head. To fail 
between the W.end of it and SludweP s Read keep Penkilan N. N. W. till you are within two leagues of the 
1 lead, then fleer for the Road. 

To fail near the S. fide of Sam badracb, caff wards toward Barmoutb Harbour ; keep Carderidrijb HiU 
S. E. -f E. (Carderidrijb is tin: highell, and moll remarkable hill above Barmoutb): or keep Moilvrea HiU 
(which 'v> a round Imooth Hill, above Ccrfigetbal Ucufe) E. by N. or covering, or juft dilcovering, the N. end 
of an irregufar, but level-topped hill behind it; which forms a remarkable gap, or valley, with another 
tapering and higher hill next northward of Moilvrea HiU, When you arc about the middle of the Sam, then 
almolt the whole of that flat-topped hill may be taken out by Moilvrea , if ncccfiary. 

About a third of a mile S. W. from the largcff Hone, at the W. end of this Sarn, there is a fmall rock 
which jufl appears with very low fprings. Alio about a quarter of a mile from the N. fide of the E. end, 
there is a bank of land, on which there is not above four feet at low-watcr. 

Within a cable’s length of the fnallow edge of Sam- badracb , the compafs was affefted all along with mag- 
netifin; which made it fometimes Hand ninety degrees wrong, and lomctimes quite reverted the points. At 
the diftance of two cables this was nut fcnfible, the compafs then pointing true. This was firft dilcovcred near 
the E. end, by the card turning fuddcnly quite round, when nothing extraordinary was near it, or nobody 
had touched the box. The experiment was frequently repeated along the lhoal, and the compafs always 
varied, when within a cab.cYIcngth of the edge of the lhoal, but not at the diftance of two cablcs-length 
from it. 

The 
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Frsm Abf.ristwith to Bardsey Island. 


The S. bank of Bardfey is an over-fall, or fhallow land-bank, which Ihewt itfclf by a ripple in calms, and Th*$ ku.it «ftora*f. 
by a rough breaking fca in blowing wcathc r . It begins about two and a half miles fouth from the S. cod of 
Bardfey Ifland \ and extends from thence above two miles fouthward, in three or four feparate patches ; none 
of which arc above a quarter of a mile broad. The leaft water found on if, was at the N. end, where there 
was four fathoms at low- water : on other parts there arc five for the moft parr, and fix or eight near the edgo 
of the over- falls, on each fide. At the N. end of the S. bank, Bardfj Hill bears N. by E. and Ptnkilan Point smunwlr. 

E. by N. nearly. On this ihoal the ilrcam of tide, from low-water on the Ihorc, till 4*- hours or flood, came 
from the \V. fide of Bardfey to the bank j and from thence run S. E. by F.. about two miles an hour, moft of 
the time. This ftream is called ebb, becaule it comes from the northward -, as ebb in this neighbourhood 
commonly does; but it is really flood, for the water on the bank continued tu rife all that time; perhaps it 
runs eastward with ebb tide likewife. At half-title the largeft fhip cannot touch the bank: but to avoid the 
rough fca that may be on ir, keep either within two miles of Bardjty, where there is nothing to be feared ; or 
two leagues from it, on the touch fide of the Ihoal. 

Meria-maur, and Cofevsenan, arc mentioned by Levis Morris, and inferted in his draughts of Walts, as two Morn nuiir, niot. 
Ihoals on the W. fide of Bardfey: but the filhermen on Bardfey Laid, they had never heard of any fhoal called , ” n “ , A»*ii. 
Merua-maiir \ and that Cafnvntan was the edge of the eddy off the S. W. point of Bardfey , where there is a rough 
breaking fca in blowing weather ; but no lc!s water over it than twelve fathoms. However, the depth of the 
water along the W. fide of Bardfey, was minutely examined two feveral fair days, but no fhallows were found. 

The counter-tides along; the edge of the eddy, making the fca often rough there, probably gave rife to 
Morris** miftakc ; as it is not likely that he ever founded the depths, cither on that fide of the ifland, or on 
the S. fide, on what he calls the Triangle Bank. 

Along the e*ft fide of Cardigan Bay , the ground is all clean find (the Sams excepted) and the water of a o n tb* t. fiat ucu- 
moderatc depth ; fo that when the wind is off the Ihorc, or the weather moderate, vcffcls may Hop a tide any 0 R , N c . 

where. If they are going into a harbour, it is moft convenient to flop near the entry on three or four fathoms places » n a iiam! 
at low-water. a ours. 

Aberdovy Harbour. 


Aberdovy Harbour, Once a veflel has got into it, is very fafe, and convenient (or fmall vcffcls that draw not 
above eight or nine feet of water -, for fuch may ride a-float off the town, about half a cablc’s-length from the 
Ihorc. The bar and channel leading in arc liable to lliift. Some years ago the channel lay in ftraight to the 
anchorage at the (own : now the entry is fluffed toward the S. and lies in N. N. E. for about half a mile, and 
then runs E. by S. along the coaft to 'he town. The leaft water on the bar, in the heft of the channel, this 
winter 1769 (for the depth varies, when the channel varies), was four feet: buc no veflel, about high-water, 

Ihould fely on more than the ordinary rife of the tide (thirteen feet at high-water fpring-tides, and ten with 
neaps), becaufe of the difficulty of keeping in the deepeft ; for there are neither buoys, perches, nor diftanc 
land-marks, to lead a ft ranger through it. Commonly vcffcls lie a-ground on l'mooch fand near the houfes, 
to avoid the inconveniency of riding in a tide-way, which, in this anchorage, isveryftrong; the ftream of 
ebb, when ftrongeft, running about four miles an hour; the ftream of Rood about two miles. T ' 4 * ** rfl * 

To fail over Davy Bar, as it is at prefent, up to the anchorage of the town -, take three quarters of flood, T« n;i the tu. 
and keep feme part of Dinas Hill (at Aberifiwitb) in fighr, till you bring the N. fide of the river, which lies 
eaftward of Aberdovy , to bear E. by N.; keep that courl'e, and you will fee a hill about three miles from the 
Ihorc of Aberdovy , with two lharp tops near each other, on the higheft of which there is a fmall turret built; 
take that top N. E. by E. fail in that dire&ion, till you perceive by the fmoothnefs of the water where the 
bar and channel lies ; continue failing N. E. by E. in the fmootheft water, till Penrbingcucb Point (the eaft- 
moft of two Points above Aberdovy), appears in a line with the fouth end of a regular hillock, a: the narrow 
part of the river, eaftward of Aberdovy, at the fmelting-houfe ; then fleer F.. by S. for Aberdovy, and anchor 
off the town about a cablc’s-lcngth from the Ihorc, on nine feet the leaft water : moor fo as to ride £. or W. 
with the ftream. 

There is a fmall turret of turf, built on the top of the banks, weft ward cf Aberdovy , which when taken 
in a line with the turret, on the two-topped hill before mentioned, leads in over the bar; but the turret on the 
banks is fo faint, and appears on land behind it, that a ((ranger will ieldom be able to fee it. Two moveable 
confpicoous fignals, one on the Ihorc, the other above the banks, to be fluffed as the channel fluffs, would 
make it very life failing over this bar into luffident Ihclter, when with frtfti wcfterly winds a vcffcl could not 
keep the fea. The fand on the N. fide of the channel breaks off the fea and fmooths it. 

Aberdovy may be diftinguifhed at a diftance, by its pofition from Cadtridrifb Hills, being the firft remarkable diaiamA.i 

opening in the land fouthward of Caderidnjb. « » **»«■«. 

Barmouth Harbour. 

Bamcutb Harbour is fit for fmall vcffcls only, fuch as draw not above nine or ten feet water ; and tliefe muft • 
fail over the bar, about high-water, with fpring-tide, and when the fea is not very rough there. 

There arc two Bars and channels that lead into Barmouth -, the Hortb Bar and the South Bar ; of which the 
South is the fal'eft, and the ealkft found, though the other is broadeft, and has a foot of more water on it. The Tbe t» B rs tor. 
South Bar has only one foot on it at low for mg- tide, the other two ; hut the laft is fo liable to vary, chat the 
people of Barmouth that have been a week from home, Ieldom venture to Jail o/cr ir, till a pilot comes off 
from the town to carry them in*, except at fpring-tidc, and when the veflel draws not above feven feet of 
water. Be tides, on the North Bar, in blowing weather, there are more breakers to be failed through than on 
the South Bar. At prelent (1769) the bell channel over the North Bar, is when the point ot the Black Rock 
at the town bears E. -J-S. Ten ff ct is all the depth on the Bar that ought to be relied on at h'gh-watcr, with 
fpring-tide, allowing four feet for the fall, or hollow, of the fca ; this Bar being very rarely without a great 
(well, or breakers on it. 

On the South Bar, there arc never more than one great weave or two, till you arc over it, and in fmootb TbtSwtfciur. 
water. To fail over this Bar, take the laft quarter of flood, and keep the perch (which may be feen near 
half a mile within the Bar) on the beaehy point of Penrhin, till you arc over the Bar : rake the perch on the 
larboaid hand going up, about f of a cable’s-length, and fleer between Penrhin Point, and the fmall ifland 
near it, but nearell the Point : turn round the E. end of that ifland for the town of Barmouth , and anchor 
clofe under the houfes, w here you will lie a-ground on clean fand out of the fti cam of tide. 

When a veflel gets within the bar, flic can receive cu damage, though (he touches the ground : but if a AKimp out Pn- 
veflel cannot fail up to the town, for want of wind or tide, thcie are two or three fathoms water in the chan- u^- 
nels, near each fide of the ifland, where Ihe may ride ; though here the ftream of tide is pretty ftrong. 

It is high water at Barowub at eight, full and change days. r*k * Bmncb. 
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From Bardsey Island to Pulciieli. 


Ordinary fpring-tidcs rife thirteen feet perpendicular; neap-tides fix or feven. 

Buneutb iiSintiiOna The Bay cf Barmouth may be diftir.guilhed at a dillance, by CaJeridrrJb Hitt, which is the hr? heft, and

higheft ; and, when feeo from die weftward, is in a line with the north fide ot tlic entry of Barmouth. 

Mochkis Creek. 

Mocbrii is a fmall creek, two miles northward of Sarnbadraib Shoal, where fmall veflcls that draw fix or 
lcven leet water may g » in when the lea is fmooth on the bar, and lie a-ground fafe. Tlic bar, or entry, is 
commonly rough and breaking, very narrow, and has about one foot of water on it at low fpring-tide. 

Trath-maur, and Tratii-bach Harbours . 

Thefe two places lie within one entry, and are fit for fmall veflcls only, and theft can go in only when the 
weather is moderate for the channel is crooked and variable; the bar lies far from the land, and commonly 
has a great breaking fca on it. On the bar, where the channel begins, there are two or three feet of water 
at low fpring-tide ; but, a little above that, a fand-bank riles in the middle of the channel, which dries at 
low water with fpring-tide. As the channel is uncertain, no veflel, that draws above feven fccc, Ihould go 
into this Bay; and when they go, fhould have three-quarters of flood, and fmooth water ; except the chan- 
nel has been examined immediately before, and perches fet up along it, or land-marks taken at the fevcral 
turnings. 

Tides, Races, Overfalls , and Recks , near Bardsey Island. 

Ti-« m. Evifry On the fhorc of Bardfty, it is high-water at eight, on full and change days. 

,<Ud ' Spring tides rife thirteen or fourteen feet perpendicular; neap Ox or levcn. 

Sucima of r.ij. The ftream ot flood, near the W. fide of Bardfey, runs northward; near the N. fide, eaftward; along the 

E. fide, north - w : ft ward ; near the S. end, fcarcc fcnfible-, and on the fouth bank E. S. E. : the flream, 
through the middle of the ^pund of Bardfty, runs north-wertward, till it has part the Itland, then turns more 
weltcrjy ; and continues fo, probably, until it meets the main ftream of flood between Ireland and J Fairs, 
which runs N.N. E. The ilream, in the middle of Bardfty Sound, does not begin to run N. W. till three 

hours alter low-water on the Ihorc: it begins at the fame time on the W. fide: the ftream of ebb dees the 

contrary. 'I his flream, when ftrongeft, runs about feven miles an hour •, therefore this Sound ought not to 
h<- attempted with a contrary fpring-tide before the flream begins to flackcn. Near the land, on the N. fide 
of the Sound, there is a counter-tide, which begins to run contrary to the principal flream of flood, about 
two hours before the flream in the middle turns. One who is acquainted with this, may get through the Sound 
callward to a harbour, when another is carried out to fea well ward. 

That part of the ftream of flood, which runs near the N. lidc of Bardfty , within Xtaan bigel Rock, turns 
fouth-weflward at the N. W. point of the Ifland, and runs fo till it meets Ca/hvtnan, or the flream that comes 
along the S. W. point of the Ifland, off the middle of the well fide, about a mile and a half from the ihore; 
and, by that junction, forms a large eddy, within which there is little ftream. The limits of this eddy is eafily 
diftinguifhcd by a curved line of rough breaking fca along it. The flream without this eddy, may run about 
four miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

n.nfiu «« Bjwhif u!ck Off Bracbipulcb Head, the flream of ebb runs fouth- eaftward through Bardfty Stand, and makes a rough 

breaking lea there like an over-fall, though there is no (hallow. Of}' that Head the ftream is rough likewife 

in blowing weather, but not fo rough as the ebb. 

There is alfo an over-fall, or race, on the N. fide of the Sound, near the rock which is always above water, 
that lies about half a mile from Aberdaron Bay ; but the water is fufficiently deep there. 

Maan-bigtl is a fmall rock, which lies about a quarter of a mile from the N. W. point of Bardfey, and is 
covered with fpring-tide only : as is alfo Carregarona Rock, which lies off the middle of the W. fide of the ifland. 
snwf«*M cl. About a cable’s-length N. W. from Maan-bigtl, there is a fmall fhoal, which commonly (hews itfclf by 
the breakers about half ebb. 

Anchoring-places from Bardsey to Pulciieli. 

Abcriann a.;. In Aberdaron Bay a (hip may flop any where in moderate weather but is not fafe to ride long there in winter, 

or in blowing weather, cfpecially with S. or S. W. winds ; for the ground is, for the moil part, gravel, or 
gravel and fand, which docs not hold well in hard gales. The bell part to anchor in, is about half a mile 
from the head of the Bay, when Abcrdaron church bears N. near the middle of the Bay, on four fathoms water. 
If it begins to blow from the S. orS. W. run for SludwaP s Road in time. In this Bay, it is high-water on full 
and change days at 8 J. Spring-tides rile thirteen feet perpendicular. 

Perth. nkii B.y. * In the mouth of Pertb-nicul Bay (by fome called hell’s Mouth), a fliip may flop any where in moderate 
weather, but Ihould not go far up the Bay, nor lie long in it, any time of the year; for a great lea lets into 
it with W. and S. W. winds, and the ground dues not hold well in blowing weather. When it begins to blow 
from the S. or S. W. run for StudwaP s Read. 

Studwal’/ Road. 
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SludvaFt Road is a good place of anchorage, of eafy accefs, and fit for fhips or veflcls of any fize : it is 
fufficiently flickered from all winds, but the E. and S. E. which are feldom fo violent as winds from the 
oppofitc quarter; and the anchor-ground is very good, being fand with ftrong clay a little below ic. When 
fhips from the weftward, or between Ireland and Walts, arc overtaken with hard gales from the weflerly 
quarter, this is the fafcft place to run for, when they are not lure of getting near Mi ford- Haven with 
day-light. 

There is nothing to be feared in failing into StudwaPs. but one fmall rock, which dries at half ebb, and 
lies about a quarter of a mile eaftward from StudtvaPs IJlands. This rock i* about halt a cable’s- length long 
from S. to N.; and when there is any wind, is always to be lecn either dry, or by a fwelltsn it, or by -the 
breakers. It bears S. E. by E. from the fouth end of the eailmoft StuduaPs Ifland •, and is avoided 011 the W. 
fide, by keeping within a cablcVlength and a half, or within one cable length of that Ifland ; it is avoided 
along the S. end, while Peniilau Head is two fhips- length out by the weflmoft ot the two I Hands : .you arc pafl 
it, on the N. fide, when the S. end ttf the E. Ifland bears W. and may fleer flraight in for the Road. 

In failing between the weflmoft of theft two lllands and the main, keep at lead half a cable’s length from 
the main fide. In failing between the two Iflands, keep the middle, or nr-ircft the E. Ifland. io avoid a nar- 
row ledge of rocks, which runs N. E. near half a cablcVlength from the N. end of the W. Ifland. 
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In SttedwaPs Head, ihc bell anchorage for large Ihips is, when the weft Ifland bears S. by W. and the black Anti»wj|t. 
point of Penrbsndi W. S. W. ; or off the middle of the Sandy Bay, between Black Point and Aberfocb River , 
on four, or 4 ' t fathoms. Very large Ihips may ride farther eaftward, on five, or 5! fathoms -, and fmall 
vcifels may rice nearer the (bore, on three, or 3^ fathoms at low-water. 

In StudwaPt, it is high-water on full and change days ac eight. Spring-tides rife thirteen feet ; neap-tides T»t«. 
fix or feven. The ftream of tide in the Road is fcarce fcnfiblc : between the I Hands it runs about a mile and 
a half when ftrongeft. 

StudwaPs Road may be diftinguilhcd at fea, by its poficion from Bard fey Ifland , and from PtnkiLyt Head-, Sr»<»iv s Ro*j*iVn.

Pulcheli Harbour . 

This harbour is fie for fmall veflels only. It lies about five miles north-eaftward from StudwaPs Read. ivchtii 
The entry to it may be diftinguilhcd from thence by the Cimbiet (a rocky peninfula that forms the S. fide of 
the entry). To fail into this Harbour •, take three-quarters of flood, keep the Gimblet on your larboard- 
hand, about half a cable’s-lcngth off’, and anchor in the bight of the Gimblet, making faft to a ring in the rock, 
or laying one anchor on the Ihore. Two feet is the lcaft water on the bar at the point of the Gimblet. Spring- 
tides rife about thirteen feet perpendicular-, neap tides fix or feven. Spring-tides, when ftrongeft, runabout Tl 4 »*. 
four miles an hour near the anchorage at the Gimblet ; fo that veflels mull he as near the Gimblet as they can, 
to be the lefs in the ftream. 

When fmall vefl’cls, or fuch as draw not above ten or twelve feet, find it hard riding in StudwaPs Read , 
they may run up to PulcbtB after half-flood, where they will lie fitfe and cafy, on clean land, either near the 
Gimblet, or farther up the Harbour.

about a quarter of a mile from the Ihore; but no rocks or Ihoals that lie at a greater djlfcance, except thofe 
near the bar of Caernarvon , which will be deferibed with that river-, two or three rocks in Craig-ilcb Bay, near 
Holy-bead Ifland , Carrig-bulcd Rocks, near the S. end of Holy-bead Ifland, and Maanpifiar Rock, near a mile *«<«• "«» n°ir W 
from the Ihore of Roftohn in that Ifland, which dries about three-quarters of ebb, and bears from Rcfcilin 
Hill (on which there is a kern) N. W. by N. Thefe Rocks being out of the track of (hipping, and exhibited 
in the draft, a further delcription is unncccflary.

From Bardsey to Holy-head. 


Porthdenchleyn Harbour and Rad. 

Portbdencbleyn Harbour is fit for fmall veflels only, that draw not above ten feet water, and can lie a-grouml 
eafy ; fuch may get within Ihcltcr of the pier at high-water, with neap-tide ; with fpring-tide there are two 
feet more within the pier head. The Dublin packets, when overtaken with llrong N. \V. winds, have fomc- 
titnes run for this Harbour, and found fneltcr in it when they could not get into Hdy bead. 
wu-jiit Rick. About a quarter of a mile eaftward of Portbdencbleyn Print, there is a fmall rock, called IVbiefien, which 

dries at three-quarters of ebb. To avoid it coming in towards the harbour, keep above a quarter of a mile 
from the Point, till you bring Bukblrtdin Road in a line with the top of Carmxidrin HiU 'which is a remark- 
able Hill, three miles fouth-weftward of Pirtbdentbleyn ), then (leer for the pier-head. The Road may be 
eafily perceived, beginning near a fmall flated houfc, which (lands below the banks about half a mile fouth- 
eaflward of the pier. 

Andioras* in u»« b»j. You may Hop a tide in the Bay of Portbdencbleyn , when the forementioned high-road is in a line with Cant- 

madrin Hill , about two cablcs-lcngth from the Ihorc, on 3 *, or four fathoms, at low-water: the ground is clean, 
but does not hold well in blowing weather. 

Nevyn Harbour and Road. 


Nevyn Harbour is fit for very fmall veflels only, which draw not above fix or fevin feet water ; for the pier- 
head dries about half-ebb. You may flop about half a mile from the iTiore, on three fathoms, nearly off the 
middle of the Bay; or nearer the pier, on two fathoms, when Nevyn Point bears on the houfes of Portb- 
dencbleyn. The ground in this anchorage docs dot hold well in hard gales of wind. 

Caernarvon Harbour and Bar. 
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Veffcls, that draw twelve feet of water, may fail into Caernarvon Harbour about high-water, with neap- 
tides, if they keep the channel j and may ride fafe within the river, about one-third of a mile above Abtr - 
menay Point , on four or five fathoms, good ground. 

The Bar of Carnarvon is never quite dty, but there is not above a foor, or two, of water on it at low 
fpring tide. To fail near it along the N. or out-fidc, in order to fpend the tides keep Holy-bead Hill without 
the little ifland at Cblanagwitban Point. 

About a cablc’s-length and a half S. S. W. from the extremity of Cblan-tbuin Point , there is a fmall blind 
rock, on which the lcaft water is 2* feet: to avoid this Ihoal along the S. orout-fide, kccp//tf/v bead Hill a 
fhip’s-length on the Point of Abcrfru 1 or the fmall ifland at that Point, on the E. fide of a (addle, or gap, 
which may be feen near the W. point of Holy bead, near two hillocks. 

About half between Cblan-tbuin Point and the W. extremity of the South Bant (or Middle Patch , as it is 
commonly called), there is a fmall rocky Ihoal, on which the lcaft water is four feet : to avoid it, do not fail 
in till after half flood ; for it lies right in the way to the channel. 

The North Bank extends from the bar northward, almoft to Abermenay Point, and forms the north fide of 
the channel : it dries with low fpring-tide only : the oaftmoft point of it is called the Mufde-bank, and is 
compofed of Hones, like paving ftones. 

The weft half of the South Bank is never dry’, excepting a fmall part at the N. E. end, which dries with 
fpring-tide only, and commonly has a breaking fca on it : the K. half of it dries gradually till low-water, 
and is divided from the other by a narrow variable channel, where there is two feet of water at low fpring- 
tide. The N. or inner-fide of the South Bank, is fteep too, and always to be perceived by a ripple, or over- 
fall on it: the flood-tide lets northward over ir, and ebb fouthward on it s which fhould be attended to in 
failing out or in with little wind, or in turning againft the wiud. 

To fail over Caernarvon Bar to anchorage within Abermenay Point’, take half-flood, or three-quarters; or, 
with ebb-tide, a brifk leading wind; keep two cablcs-lcngth from Cblan-tbuin Point (to avoid the two fore- 
mentioned blind rocks), till you are juft pad it, then fleer S. S. E. till you take the E. end of Holy-bead Hill 
juft on Chian tbuin Point, and keep that mark fo, till you bring the Ltme-houft to be one-third from Aber- 
nay Point , and two-thirds from BtUon Point ; then ftccr N. N. h. bringing the Lime-bcufe nearer, by degrees, 
to Btllon Point, till it is hid by it : then fail on the extremity of Bella Point ; and, to avoid the Mufcls Ba<k , 
keep Abtrmenay Point open of the caftmoft houfc of Caernarvon, or of the hill next it. You are a-brraft of 
the Mufcle Bank, when Dinas-dincblea, and the fa nd- hil locks of Dincblamas are in a line. Anchor when the 
Lime-biufe bears S. E. or R. S. E. on four fathoms water, two cablcs-lcngth from the Point v or below the 
Ferry boufe of Abtrmenay, on the E. fide of the Point, with one anchor on Ihorc. Dinas-dincblea is an old fort 
on the Ihore, about three miles fouthward, and appears like a fmall hillock, with a clay cliff below it. 

The Point of Abermenay, and the Lime boufe, can fcarce be perceived at the Bar, even in clear weather, 
apd fhould be made more remarkable. 

A veflel may flop a tide, efpecially with W. or N. W. winds, on the S. E. fide of Cblan-tbuin Pcint , off a 
fmall fandy cove, which is a little weftwa^d of the old c hurch, about cable's- length from the Ihorc, on 

three fathoms water. There is a fmall rock north-eaftward of this anchorage, which dries with fpring-tide 
only, about two cables-length from the fhore ; this rock fhould be avoided with wellcrly winds. 

In moderate weather a veflel may Hop any where in the mouth of Mdltralb Bay, without going within the 
Points. Small veflels may fail up the channel about high-water, and lie fafe all weathers on clean land. The 
channel is almoft dry at low-water, and lies dole to the rocks on the N. fide of the Bay. 

In moderate weather a veflel may flop a tide in Abcrfru Bay, on four or five fathoms, dean land, above 
two cables-lcngth from the N. fide of the Bay. Very fmall veflels may go up the channel of the rivulet, about 
high-water, and lie a-ground fafe on clean land. This channel- is dole to the N. fide of the Bay, and not 
a Ihip’s lcngth broad.

Ships 
that draw fifteen or fixteen feet water, may go into this Harbour about high-water with fpring-tide •, and 
vclfcls that draw eleven feet, may go in about high-water with neap-tide. 

The ftream of Tide near the W. fide of Holy-bead bay, from the North-Stack to Inijbgybi ifland, runs 
eaftward the firft three hours of flood, and then nine hours weftward, within half a mik of the (hore. 

Near the E. fide of the bay it runs fouthward, or up the bay, from half flood on the (horc to half ebb ; 
and from half ebb to half flood it runs northward, or out of the bay. 

In failing for Holy-btad Harbour there are two rocks to be avoided near Inijbgybi ifland; the firft is the x«ki bamIm hwW. 
Flatters , which lies a quarter of a mile N. -J- E. from Inijbgybi, and is always below water: the Icaft water 
over it is four feet : the North Stack head out by (he low point of Infwelt, clears it on the N. fide ; an old 
wind-mill, or turret, in a line with the eaftmoft part of Inijbgybi, clears it along the E. fide. The other 
rock is a fmall one about half a cable’s length northward from the middle of Inijbgybi, and dries with fpring- 
tide only. 

When there is not water enough to fail into this Harbour, ftop off the mouth of it, about two cables- A<Kh«t»fvUtt»«„ 
length from the entry on five fathoms water, when the mouth of the Harbour is a little open. “ t ' T " 

The Dublin packets make faft to rings on the S. end of Inijbgybi, and are longer afloat than other veflels : v«k«t. r*ii tm » 
by which means they fail in or out fooncr than others that mult lie farther up the Harbour. 

Kemlyn Creek. 

Kemhn is a Cieck fit for very fmall veflels only ; the entry is very narrow, but within it is well fheltered, 
and the ground clean. Ac high-water, with fpring-tidc, there is eight feet water in it, and five with 
neap tide. 

Am loch Creek. 

Ainlocb is a narrow Creek, in the mouth of which veflels may ftop, when the wind is not on ftiorc, on five 
or iix fathoms water or iinali veflels may run up to the head of the Creek about high-water. 

Dill as Creek. « 

Dillas Creek is capable of very fmall veflels only, there being but eight or nine feet of water in it at high- 
way with fpring tide, and five or fix with neap-tide. The clunnel is dole along the W. fide of the little 
ifland which lies in the entry, near the houtc of Drflas. 
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Forth lungdi Harbour. 

Portblungdi is a bay where fmall vcflcls may lie aground in pretty good (belter. At high water with 
fpring-tide there is thirteen feet of water in the channel, ami nine with neap-tides. The channel is dole 
along the W. fide of the bay, and may be diftinguilhed by the ripple or other peculiar appearance of 
the water there. The part where vcflcls commonly lie in is near the houiesof Portblungdi, which is flickered 
moll of the tide by the outer part or the land, which dries at two hours of ebb. 

Beaumaris Harbour. 

Beaumaris is a large and fafe harbour, commodious on. many occaflons for Ihips that fail in the Irijb 
channel ; because when it is expedient to run for a Harbour, they may fail into it at any time of the tide 
with a moderate breeze of wind. The ground is all clean, and the depth in molt parts fufficicnt for large 
merchant Ihips. The entry is eafily diftinguilhed at fca, by its pofition with refpeCt to Great-Orme'% Head , 
Penmanmaur mountains, and Prieft-bcim. 

Before you enter the Harbour of Beaumaris, there is a fmall fandy Ihoal which lies about half a mile 
northward of the W. end of Priejl balm •, the leall water on it is ten feet. A leading mark to it is, the W. 
end of Priejl -helm in a line with the lowed part of the E. fide of Penmanmaur mountain : therefore open the 
E. end of Penmanmaur with the W. end of Pritfi tern, and you clear this (hoal on the W fide; (hue in 
the E. end of Penmanmaur to the top with the E. end of Priejl -holm, and you dear it on the E. fide. 

In the entry of this Harbour, there is a ledge of rocks called the Cau/wy, extending from the W. end 
of Prieft-bdm about two cables- length fouth-weftward. which dries every ebb tide, and trom thence near as 
far fouth-eaftward ; which part dries with fpring-tidc only : on the extremity of the firft part, there is a 
confpicuous perch kept ; take the perch on the larboard hand going in, u cable’s-length, or half a tablc’s- 
kngih, and at the perch ilecr fomh-weitward, to avoid that part of the caufeway which dries only with 
fpring-tidc. At the extremity of the caufway, the lleeple of Beaumaris is in a line with the fhoultler of 
Lodg e Hill. * 

The point of Triundi, over againft the perch, requires a birth of near a cable’s-lcngth about low-wa:crj 
for it (hallow* lb far cuftward from (hit point, and on it there is but three teec at low Ipiing tide. 

Near the S. fide of ‘/riuntii point a find-bank begins called Hemais-lemd, which extends louth-we Award 
along the bay of Penman above a mile : it is above a quarter of a mile from the fliore of PemoH , and dries 
with fpring-tidc only. Off the W. end of this bank a veil'd may flop in moder.ite weather on z f fathoms 
water, above half a mile from the fliore of Penman: this flopping- place is cJled Crofs-read. 

Friars head , about two miles farther up the bay, is flier ancho; To fail to Friars from the perch 
about low-water, keep else lleeple of Beaumaris in a line with the fhoulc’er of Lodge-bill (where it begins to 
Hope downward) till you are pail Penmen bay ; then keep the lleeple about the middle of the ftioulder (or 
half down tfic Hope) of Lodge-bill: it is convenient likewifc to keep the lead going, to avoid (hallow water 
on each fide.

Vorid Creek. 


Vorid is a fmall River, dividing Flint-fhire and Dtnbigb-fhire , near the mouth of which linall veflcls may 
lie a ground on clean land, fheltercd from the violence of the fra. There are two percl.es on the VV. 
fide of the channel, that point out its direction. To fall in with thei'e perches; about one hour before 
high water, take the church of RudLind in a line, with the church of St. /llapb, and fail in that di region till 
you lee the perches, keep them jutl open on the (larboard- fide, and give each a birth of a IhipYIcngth. An- 
cnor near Lodge, on the VV. lidc of the River* juft within tne firft point. 

It is high-water in Vorid River at lof, full and change days. 

In the channel there arc fifteen feet at high-water, with fpr.ng-tkJe, and ten with neap tide. 


Hoyle Lake Road. 


Hoyle Lake is a convenient place for all (hips, or veflcls, bound to Lk'trposl , to fail into at night, or to 
wait the tide for failing through the Rock-ehannel ■, and alfo for veflcls buund up the River Lee, when 
toward evening they have not tide fufficicnt to go over Cbefler Bar. The two lea-lights, and two lake- 
lights, make it as Cafe fading into Hoyle Lake in the night as the day ; and it is fheltercd from the fra by 
Ihyle Sand; that part of it, which is next the anchorage, being always dry, except about high water witli 
fpring-tide. The channel to it, along Hoyle, has three buoys in it carefully placed, and often inlpcfted, 
viz. the North- weft Buoy , the Swajh-buoy , and the North eajl buoy ; all of which are to be taken on the (lar- 
board-hand going in. 

To (ail into Hoyle lake from the Weft; keep Great Orme’s Herd VV. or VV’. ^ S. and that will bring yon 
up with the north-weft buoy of Hoyle , where the fra lighi-houfes will appear in a line-, bearing S. E. J K. and 
the fummcr-houle on Hetory JJiand , bearing S. S. E. * S. and open two Ihip -length to the VV. of the Eye 
IJland •, and a wind-mill which (lands on the top of a hill, above Park-g te, bearing S. S. E. | E. and a 
handfpikc’s-lcngch out to the W. of Dalpool Point. From the North weft Buoy, (Wr S. E. t E. or keep 
the lea-lights in a line through the channel along Hoyle , parting the Swajb Buoy on your (larboard hand, till 
you come up with the Nortb-eafl Buoy, or till the two lake-lights are in a line ; in that direction, (leer into 
Hoyle Lake, and anchor on three fathoms, at low-water : or, to ride fafer, fail farther up the Lake, till the 
great light bears S. S. E. and anchor on tlvce, four, or five fathoms. 

Flood tide, in Hoyle iMke, when ftrongeft, runs about 2;- miles an hour.

That part of the River Merfey , which is near IJverpool, is well (heltered, the anchor-ground good in 
moll parts, and the depth of water fufficient for the larged (hips : the channels towards it are well pointed 
out by lights in the night-time, or by buoys or perchcsln the day. Liverpool has likewifc the advantage of 
a confiderablc rife of tide in its wet docks, where the larged merchant (hips may lie a-float, and take in, or 
unload their cargoes. 

To tail from Hoyle Lake to the anchorage off Liverpool-, weigh anchor about half-flood; take the north- 
call buoy of Hoyle, and Beggars' patch buoy (a calk j on your larboard- hand, Mockbeggar buoy (conical) on the 
(larboard, Braziel buoy (a calk) on the larboard-hand : then, to lad through the Reck Channel, keep Bootle 
land-marks in a line, and the rock-perch half a cablc’s-lcngth on the (larboard hand. Anchor off the Maga- 
zine, about three quariers of a mile above the Reek Point, and at lead two cablcs-lcngth from the high- 
water matk on the (bore, when the houfes bear VV. by S. and the trees of IVoodfde arc in fight by Seacomb 
Point , on from feven to thirteen fathoms at low-water. Or fail up to Sloyne, where there is little dream of 
tide, and the ground all clean, and anchor above two cablcs-lcngth from the (bore, on eight or nine fathoms 
at low-water. Sloyne is the bell place of anchorage in this river. It is there where fhips commonly lie to 
wait fpring-tide for going into the docks. Right off the town of Liverpool, near the middle of the river, the 
bottom is rocky, and the tide very rapid ; and therefore not a fit place to anchor in, though .(hips often 
(lop there, and fometimes are obliged to leave their anchors behind them : fpring tides, in this part, run 
about five miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

It is high-wa'cr in the Merfey, near Liverpool, at eleven, on full and change days. 

Ordinary fpring-tidcs rife twenty-feven lect perpendicular; extraordinary ihirty-three feet : neap-tides rife 
fifteen or lixteen. Spring-tide, at the two old dock-gates, rife eighteen or nineteen feet perpendicular; 
neap-tide eleven or twelve : at the new dock-gates, probably, the tides rife higher.

This Channel is not fo fafe as that along Hoyle and the Rock Channel-, becaufe Madwharf and Eurlo 
Banks frequently vary near the entry ; and flood-tide fetting in, and ebb-tide out through the Swafbes of 
Burbo, makes it difficult to keep the channel when there is little wind. The entry of Fcmby Channel is 
dillinguilhablc at lea by two conlpicuous land-marks crcftcd on 1 -ormly Pc nt ; and the moll dangerous parts 
of the banks are pointed out by ca(k-buoys, whtch arc to be taken on the larboard-hand going m, and by 
conical, or can-buoys, which are to be taken on the (larboard-hand. 

To fail into Formby Channel-, firft get fight of Formby land-marks, and take them in a line, continuin'*

Sunderland Harbour. 

Sunderland, in Lancq/kire, is a dry Harbour, at the mouth of the River tune, where large veflcls may go 
in after half-flood, and lie on dean ground below the houfes; and where, with neap-tides, (hips of twelve feet 
water may ride a-float in the pool, off the weftmoft houfes of the town. It is not fafe riding in the 
pool with fpring-tide, becaufe of the celerity of the ftream, which runs there about miles an hour 
when ftrongeft. 

The channel, leading into Sunderland, is pointed out by three buoys placed along the middle of ir, and cwu 
a perch on the S. fide over-againft the point of Sunderland. Bernard's IVbarf, the weftmoft bank, begins 
to dry about half-ebb. At the third, or eaftmoft buoy, there is a patch of fand that dries with fpring- 
tide only.

Kent River. 

The River Kent, between Sunderland and the Piel-of-Foudray, is very dangerous and not to be attempted 
by any ftrangcr, except in ncccflity; as there arc neither buoys, perches, or diftintt land-marks to point out 
the channels to one that is not particularly acquainted. When a vcflcl is forced into this Bay, the only 
channels to be purfued are, either Furnefs , or Grange-, the former on the weft fide of Cartmel-wharfs Bank , 
which dries about low- water only, the other on the E. fide of it : at four hours of flood, a veil'd, that draws 
ten or twelve feet, will have fufficicot water over Car Intel wharfs, near the channel. Thefe channels often 
difeover themfelves, by the appearance of the water in them ; a good look-out is therefore neceflary here. 

Piel-of-Foudray Harbour. 

Piel-of-Foudray is a Harbour, near the S. end of IValney IJland , where large merchant-fhips may ride in 
good Ihcltcr, near the W. or S. W. fide of Ro IJland, on from three to five lathoms water. Small veflels 
commonly lie a-ground in the bight, on the E. fide of Piel-of-heudray IJland , about a cabic’s-lengih from the 
high-water mark, when the houfe bears S. by W. In the anchorage, near Ro IJland , the two ftreams of 
flood meet j one from the N. the other from the S. and make it troublcfomc to keep the anchor clear. The 
ft ream here runs about three miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

In the channel, near Haw's-end, in IValney, there are only two or three feet of water at low fpring-tide *, but 
the tide in it rifes about five fathoms perpendicular, fo that a large veil'd may go in at half-tide. 

On the fouth fide of this channel, there is a rock called Fowla Twijls, which dries at low fpring-tide 
only, and extends fouth-weftward from Fowla IJland, about a mile. To avoid this rock j keep the caftmotk 
fand-htllocks, on Haw's-end, north, till you are about a cable’s-length from the fliore, or half a cable from 
the edge of the feaj or keep the extremity of the Haw' s Point on the old caftlc, till you arc within a cable's- 
length of the Ihore, then ftcer N. E. or on the Old Garth Point in Fowla, giving the Point at the old caftlc a 
birth of a cable’s-length, and ftecr for Ro IJland anchorage. 

To fail into fiel-of-Fcudray from the S. -, firft make the old caftlc on that I (land (which is remarkable, 
and eafily feen, at three leagues diftancc), keep the caftlc N. by E. or N. by E.t E. and after half-flood fteec 
for the Haws-point of IValney ; give it a (mall birth, and ftecr for the E. fide of Fiel-ef-Foudray IJland, giving 
the S. end of it a birth of a cable’s-length anchor in the bight of the I Hand, on four fathoms at high-water, 
a cable's-length from the high-water mark, when the houfe bears S. by W. where you will ground before low- 
water : or come to an anchor farther up, on the W. or N. W. fide of Ro IJland, about half a cable’s-length 
from the high-water mark, and ride, or moor, with no more than half a cable out. 

To fail into Piel-of-Foudray from the N. •, take half-flood, and keep Black-comb Hill out by IValney (to avoid 
Help if or d Sand) till you take out a fmall ruinous houfe on Fowla IJland by Haw's- end j then fail for the Haw’s- 
end, giving it a fmall birth ; from thence for the E. fide of Piel-of-Foudray, giving the S. end of it a birth 
of near a cable’s-length, and anchor in the bight, or near Ro IJland, as direifted in the preceding paragraph. 

The ftream of tide, near the W. fide of IValney, begins to run S. E. at the laft quarter of flood on the fliore, 
and continues till it is one quarter flowed, then runs nine hours N. E.

ANCHORAGE. 


Between Piel-of-Foudray , and St. Bee's Head in Cumberland, it is high-water on the Ihore at eleven, oh full 
and change days. 

Spring-tide rifes twenty feet perpendicular ; neap-tide fix or feven. 

Flood comes from the northward, and ebb from the S. •, and, when ftrongeft, run above one mile an hour 
along the eoaft. 

The rocks and (hoals to be avoided between Piel-of-Foudray and St. Bet's Head, are Helpsford Sand, which 
extends above a mile W. from the S. end of IValney : z fhoal oft* the N. end of IValney, in the entry’ of Duddvn 
Bay, with feveral patches of fand, near a league from the Ihore, that dry with fpring-tide only : Selker Rock, a 
mile weftward of Selker Point, the middle of which dries with very low fpring-tide only, and Drig Reck, which 
is a fmall (hoal, about three miles northward of Rovinglafs , near a mile from the Ihore, on which fix feet is the 
leaft water : at it N. St. Beds Herd is out near a handfpike-iength by the S. part of the Head. Keep above 
a league from the N. end of IValney IJland, and above a mile from the reft u! the coaft, and thefe rocks and 
Ihoals will be avoided. 

Along this coaft veflels may ftop a tide in moderate weather any where, if the laft- mentioned Ihoals 
arc avoided. 

Du doom Sands. 


Only fmall veflels can get into fafety in this Bay * for 1 was informed that there was not above feven or eight 
feet ot water over molt of the banks at high-water with Ipring-tidc: with neap-tide, therefore, there is not 
two or three feet on them af high-water.

Ravinglas is a dry Harbour in Cumberland* where three rivulets, Eft* Milt , and Ort* unite. There is a 
buoy placed a little within the mouth of the Channel, in the middle near a fiih-ware, which marks the entry. 

At this buoy, and in moft of the Channel, the depth is three fathoms at high-water with neap-tide. The 
beft part for veflcls to lie aground on, is half a cablc’s-lcngth from the W. end of the town of Ravinglas , on 
the S. fide of a perch, which (lands on the point of the fand there. At this anchorage, in the mouth of the 
River Eft* and alfo at the confluence of the two other rivers, there arc three fathoms at high-water with fpring- 
tide, and ten feet with neaps. 

To fail into Ravinglas Harbour ; take four hours of flood, keep above a mile from the coafl (to avoid Selier t*(WIkoRhIo|I«. 
and Drig Recks) till Ravinglas town bears E. N. E. (leer in that courfe till you fee the buoy bearing E. and 
then fleer right for it, keeping within a Ihip’s-length of it on either hand : when you are juft pad the buoy, 
fleer E. N. E. or keep Ravinglas a fail’s. breadth open to the N. of yoor fterri, till you are about half a mile 
from the E. end of the fand)' hillocks; hook the fmall bay, which begins there-, keep near a cable’s-length 
from the point at the end of that fmall bay, and anchor half a cable’s- length from the W. end of the town s 
or off the perch, in the meeting of the three rivers. When the buoy in tne entry bears E. it is alfo in a line 
with the S. (houlder of Ni mton-knet Hill * which is a fmall hill, half a mile S. of Ravinglafs* on which fomc 
corn fields and furz-buflics may be fccn.

In the Sound of the Calf of Man * fpring-tide, when ftrongeft, runs about four miles an hour. The ftream i«ik*s # , njB f,| k , c ,, r 
here begins to run north-weftward two hours before high-water on the (bore, and continues fo till two hours 
before low-water. 

Near the extremity of Scarlet Point , the ftream, when ftrongeft, runs about three miles an hour. $«riwF*ta*, 

Near the extremity of Langntfs Point* fpring- tides, when ftrongeft, run about five miles an hour; neap- NewLin^*,. 
tides one and a half. The ftream along the E. fide of Lanrnefs * when ftrongeft, runs about three miles an 
hour. This ftream runs ten hours fouthward, and only two hours northward. 

Near Douglas Head * fpring-tide, when ftrongeft,’ runs about four miles an hour; neap-tide one and n»« dms>» h«i. 
a half. 

Near the Point of Ayre, on the N. and E. fides, the ftream runs about four miles an hour when ftrongeft. n«*t a* a^».

Cafiletcn lierbivr is in the mouth of the river below the CalHc, and is capable of very fmall velTcls only. 
Ac the kay there are only lix or feren fleet at high-water with neap tide) and ten or twelve feet with 
fpring-tidc. 

Derby Haven. 


Derby Haven lie* on the E. fide of the idhmus oF langnefs : in the road, the ground is clean, the depth 
fufficient for large merchant-fhips, and the anchorage lhcltered from all wind', except the E. and $. E. which 
are fcldom violent, fo that this place is juftly reckoned the beft anchorage in the Jflt of Man. If a kay was 
built at the Point, on the N. fide of the Bay (which might be done at little cxpencc), that would render the 
harbour very fa fe and convenient for veflels to lie a-ground in occaflonally, or when the wind was too hard 
for riding in the road. The be(\ anchorage in the road, is on the N. fide of the fmall llland, a little nearer 
that Ifland than to the N. fide of the Bay, on three, or fathoms water, when the Caftlc on the little llland 
bears S. E. by S. Small veflels may ride farther up the Bay, on two fathoms the lead water, when the ruin- 
ous chapd bears S. by E. which is a little before light is feen through the belfry. Give the frnall llland a 
birth failing out and in *, for it fhallows about half a cablc’s-lengih from that parr. In failing along the S. 
fide of Langnefs Point, give it a birth of at leaf! a cable’s-hmgth, to avoid a rock near the S. W. point of it, 
and a rocky ledge from the S. E. part of it. Advert likewile, that the llream along the E. fide of Langrtfs 
runs about ten hours fouchward i viz. from two hours of flood till the lad of ebb on the Ihore j and, when 
ftrongeft, runs about five miles an hour. Spring-tide here rifcs about twenty feet perpendicular ; neap-tide 
ten or eleven. 

Douglas Harbour and Bay. 


A veflel that draws ten feet of water may go into Douglas Harbour about high-water with neap tide ) a 

fhip that draws fourteen miy have water to go in about high-water with fpring-tide •, but as the entry is nar- 

row, and a (hallow ledge extends from the Ihore right oppofite to the pier-head, about one-tJmd of a cable’s- l« j*i oj*oSu 
length ; a (hip that draws above eleven or twelve leet Ihould not hazard to go into this harbour in blowing 
weather, except in necelfity when (he mud keep within a (hip’s- length of the kay-head. From Auguft to 
April there is a light on the kay-head to direft veflels into the Harbour in the night-time. 

Douglas Rap is, for the moll part, clean ground, but in blowing weather it docs not hold fuflicicntlyj and D^ lu, *r* 
being expofed to the winds on one half of the com pals, cannot be reckoned fate anchorage, except in mode- 
rate weather to flop a tide in. The,beft part ro flop in is, off the entry of the Harbour, about two or three 

cables-lengch north-eadward of the Point of Douglas Head, when the brewery (which (land* on a rifing 

ground about half a mile above Douglas) is a little out to the E. of the old fort at the kay-head. In failing up 
Douglas Bay , avoid Sr. Mary's Rod, which lies about two cables-lengch caftward of the old fort at the kay- Si. Min’* 
head, and is covered with fpring-tide only. 

Ramsey Bay and Harbour. 


Ramfey Bay being open to the S. and E. there is a great fea, and hard riding in it, when the wind blows 
ftrong from thefe quarters. When the wind is any thing from the weftward, there is very good riding in 
this Bay, efpecially on the S. fide, in five or fix fathoms water, the bottom being ftiff cky. Anchor a mile, 
or a mile and half, caftward of the town of Ramfey , when the chapel at the S. end of th^ town bears W. 
by S. and MaibuLTs Head S. S. E. or S. by E. Large Ihips may anchor farther from the Ihore, on eight or 
nine fathoms the lead water. 

Ramfey Harbour is capable of fmall veflels only, fuch as draw not above eight or nine feet of water ; for 
the tide does not begin to come within the Harbour, till about two hours before high-water ; and the channel 
along the kay coming in, and the bafon where veflels lie, are both narrow. Ac high-water, with fpring- 
ude, there U fix teen or fcventeen feet in the channel coming in along the kay, and ten or eleven at high, 
water with neap-tide : but as it is much lhallowcr within the Harbour, veflels fliould not attempt going in 
till about one hour before high-water, except in fuch weather as they may take the ground near the entry, 
and be (heltcrcd by the kay, till the tide riles for going into the bafon. 

In Ramfey Harbour it is high-water, full and change- days, at io£.

Peel Harbour and Bay . 

Peel Harbour is capable of very fmall veflels only, there being no more than eight feet water at the kay- 
head at high-water with ordinary fpring-tide, and five or fix within the Harbour. 

In Peel Bay a vcflcl may ride, in moderate weather, on three or four fathoms in the middle of the Bay, 
theCaftle bearing S. S. W. or S. W. by W. When the Caftlc bears S. W. about half a mile off, there is rooi 

fathoms rocky ground, which is the only foul ground in this Bay. The bed part for large (hips to flop in is, 
when the Caftlc bears S. W. (omewhat more than half a mile, on feven fathoms water, when Cragmillan Houfe 
is in a line with the N. end of SUau-ballan Hill-, and a gap, or cove, in Contrary Head, jud appears by Fiji cl 
Head, which is the N. part of Contrary Head.

G Spring- 
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Solway Firth. 


Spring-tides rife twenty feet perpendicular; neap-tides eleven or twelve feet. 

Spring-tides near Burrow Head , in Scotland, run about three miles an hour when ftrongeft; neap-tides one. 
In other parts of the coall, included in this draft* the fttcam is not fo ftrong. 

The principal ftream of flood that fills Solway Firib , comes from the N. W. between the Mult of Cantirt 
and Ireland i part of which runs along the Mult of Galloway, and from thence up Solway birth. 

There are no rocks or flvoals in the mouth of Solway birth , excepting iuch as lie wubin the bays or har- 
bours, and will be deferibed with them, or may be feen diftinftly in the draft. 

Isle of Whitehorn Harbour. 

This is a dry Harbour, at the N. end of the ffle of Whitehorn, where fmall veffels may lie fafe along the 
kajr. Within the kay there is ten feet of water, at high-water with neap-tide, and fixteen with fpring-tide. 
There is a rocky ledge near the W. point of the entry into this bay, which extends eallward from the ihore 
about a cable’s- length, and dries at half-ebb. 

The ftream of tide from Burrow Head to Stone Head (near the IJlt of Whittbern), within half a mile of the 
Ihore, runs three hours eallward, and nine hours weftward : the ftream begins to run wellward at half-flood, 
and continues till low-water. One mile from the Ihore the ftream is rrgulsr, fix hours W. and fix E. The 
weftward ftream near the Ihore, when ftrongeft, runs about thtcc miles an hour; the caftward ftream is 
much flower. 

Bay of Wigton. 

In the Bay of H'igtcn there are fcvcral places, where veffels may ftop in moderate weather, or when the 
wind blows orf Ihore, but r.o proper harbour. 

In the Bay, a mile northward of Stone Head, a veflcl may ftop within half a mile of the fliorc, on feven or 
eight fathoms water, dean fand. 

Off the mouth of Garhes-town Bay , between Edgar nefs and Galloway Heufe, a veflcl may ftop on clean 
ground, the depth from two to fix fathoms. Anchor about two cablcs-length from the ihore on cither fide. 
In Garlics- town Bay , on the E. fide, off EJgarntfj, there is fourteen feet of water at high-water with neap- 
tide, and twenty feet with fpring-tide, within the (tony ledge oppofite to Garlies-town : but the fand there is 
full of large dunes, and therefore no: fit for veffels to ground on. This place might be eafily cleared of the 
ftoncs, and a good harbour made there. 

To the water of Cret the channel lies along the E. fide of the Bay of Wigton , about half a mile from the 
Ihore ; but being ctooked, and having no buoy nor perch in it, it is very difficult to keep in the channel. 
At high-water with fpring-tide, there is from 3^ to 2[- fathoms water in it, as far up almoft as to the ferry, 
and the ground all ouzy, and foft for a veflcl to lie on when flic rakes the ground : at high-water with neap- 
tide, there is from fificcn to ten feet in this channel. A veflcl that draws nine or ten feet may go up the 
water of Cret about four hours of flood, provided the channel can be diftinguifhcd by the appearance of the 
water fo as to keep near it; which commonly may be done; there will then be diffident water to carry a 
veflcl a mile above Carfiutk , where when (he grounds (be will be pretty well (hehcrcd by the banks without 
her. The channel to H'igtcn is very crooked and (hallow, and can admit only of (mall barks at any time. 

Kircudbright Bay and Harbour. 

The Bay of Kircudbright is a dry Harbour, where (hips that draw ten or twelve feet water may get into 
Ihelter at high-water with neap-tide, and ground on foft mud. The channel in, is clofe along the Torres 
Heed , on the E.^fidc of the entry. The belt parts to lie on arc, the Manks-Man’% Lake , about a quarter of 
a mile caftward of the firll perch, which ftands on the fliorc, on the N. fide of Torres Head: or on the N. fide 
of Sl Mary’s ifle (a peninlula), near the town of Kircudbright. Veffels may wait the tide, by dropping 
anchor between the IJutnd Little Refs and Torres Head , on 3^ or four fathoms water. 

The derpeft of the channel along Torres Head, is about half a cable’s- length from the fhore, until you 
have got about a cableVIcngth from the firll perch, then Hand nearer the (hore, and take the perch on the 
(larboard-hand, about a (hip’s- length, and fait north-call ward for the Monks Man'\-J.akc. If you intend to 
£0 farther up; when you have pilled the perch, about a cable’s length, (leer northward for the fecond perch, 
which ftands at the ibuth-weft end of St. Mary's Ifle, take it on the (larboard -hand about two Ihip’s-lcngth : 
from thence ftcer half a point weftward of the third perch -, take it on the larboard-hand about two Ihips- 
length, and a fi(h-yard, on the oppofite fide of the channel, on your ftarboard-hand, one (hipVlength. 
Above this there arc three more fifh yards before you reach the town ; the firft of which is to be taken on the 
larboard-hand, and the other two on the ftarboard. Part of each of thefe fifli-yards are to be feext 
about half-ebb ; but there Ihould be a perch at each of them fo high as to be feen at higb-water. 
Above the third perch, before the veflcl grounds, take care to make her lean toward the bank, for it u 
pretty deep. 

On the E. fide of the Refs, at the mouth of the Bay of Kirkcudbright , there is a fmall (hoal, near a quarter 
of a mile from the end of the rocky did', on which the Icaft water is fix feet : it lies about half a mile north- 
ward of the fmall ifland of Refs, but it is out of the way of veffels going up the Bay, except they are 
turning in.

Spring-tides in Solway Firth, on both fide*, rile about twenty feet perpendicular ; neap-tides about twelve : 
off Carfibarn, near the mouth of the river Nitb t fpring tide riles feventten or eighteen feet perpendicular j 
near Saturneft Point it rofe twenty-four feet. 

The ftream of flood, which fills Sdway Firth, comes from the north-w -ft, between the Mult of Cantire in 
Scotland and Ratblin IfuirJ in Ireland , and from thence runs along the Mule of Galloway up Solway birth . 

The ftream along the Ihore, on the EngHjh fide, between Sc. Bee's Head and Mary-Port, runs about two 
miles an hour' when ftrongeft ; from Mary-Porl to Skinbumefs, three miles ; from Skinburneft to Bownefi, five 
or fix miles an hour: neap-tides have about onc-third of that velocity. 

The ftream on the Scotch fide, between the Bay of Kirkcudbright and Barnhowry Bank , when ftrongeft, runs 
about three miles an hour; along the Point of Saturnefs , it runs five miles; and in the channel off Annan 
about fix miles. 

Racks, Banks, and Shoals on the English Side of Solway Firth, 

Working ton Bank lies about four miles N. W. of Workington, is about three milc9 long from N. £. to 
5. W. and one mile broad the leaft water on it is two fathoms at lew water. On the W. end of this fhoal, 
St. Be ’s Head bears S- by W. | W. Workington Hall S. S. E. and in a line with WinfgiP s (which is the north- 
rroft of three fmall clumps of wood that may be feen on the top of a riling ground, about three miles S. of 
Workington), and Mary Port E. by S. The flia’.loweft part of it is on tile E. end, next Robin rig Bonk. To 
fail along the E. fide of this Bank, or between it and Workington ; keep St. Bee 1 s Head S. S. W. or Mary-Pert 
E. Z N. when it will be in a line with Crojly , which is a remarkable hou.c on the top of a hill, two or three 
miles from Mary-Pert. 

Robin-rig Bank is a long curved fand-bank, that forms or.c fide of what is called the Englijb Channel. 
Only rhat part of it dries which is next Workington Bank ; which it does with low fpring-tidc only : the relt 
has fix or nine feet of water over it, and is always to be diftinguilhed hy the breakers, or by a ripple on it. 
Between Robin-tig and Hwnroof Bank lies Middle Bank, part of which dries with fpring tide only. 

Dttbmill-fwap is a broad land between Allenhy and Btckfoct, which extends about two miles from the Ihore ; 
the outer end of it dries with fpring-tide only : there arc two rocks on it that dry about half ebb ; one of which 
lies about a mile from Dvbmill Point , the other half a mile. When Hilton Cafile is on the E. end of AUonby, 
you are then near the S. fide of DuhmilFftMp. There is a channel near the Ihore, in which there is a foot or 
two of warer at low fpring. tide. To avoid the extremity of this fand ; keep St. Bee'* Head a (hip V length 
without llow-micbaet ; or keep Sillslb Point and Hairly Hill in a line : Hcirly HU! is a fmall top of a Hill by 
itfeif, tapering regularly, and the fartheft vifible. When Beckfoet bears S. E. you are a little eallward of it ; 
then, to avoid St Hath Bank, ftcer in ncarrr the Ihore. 

Alifen's-Sear is a rock about a quarter of a mite long, which dries at low fpring tide only, and lies about 
mid- channel between Dubmill-Jwap and Robin- rig Bank. 

Silloth Bank lies near a* mile and halt fj^m the neareft part of the Ihore at SlBoth, and begins to dry on the 
W. end at haif-ebb. Between the middle of it and Skinbumefs, there is a patch of fand that dries with fpring- 
tidc only. 

No veftcl Ihould fail call ward in Solway Firth, on the Englijh fide, above Dttlm ll-fwap, except between 
half flood and high-water: for, if they happen to ground with ebb-tide on any Bank in the tide-way, the 
fhram, particularly with fpring tide, will walh away the fand from the Ihip's fide lb as to overfet her. If a 
vcficl is under any neccflity of running a ground, it Ihould be done, if poffible, under flicker of fome point, 
or bight on the Ihore, to break the ftrengthof the ftream; and not in a channel, or on adctachcd Bank. The 
like caution is neceflary on the Scotch fide above Carflhorn. 

Whitehaven Harbour. 

Whitehaven is a dry Harbour, divided into feveral bafons, by ftrong kays that break off the fea, and flicker 
veflels within them : that within the lecond kay as you enter, is the belt for large veflels that draw above ten 
feet water. In this bafon there are fcvcntccn or eighteen feet at high-water with (pring-tide, and nine or ten 
at high-water with neap-tide. There is a light kept on St. Bee's Head to fliew veflels inro Solway Firth at 
night : and when there are eight feet of water in the Harbour of Whitehaven, colours arc hoifted in the day on 
one of the picr-enus, and a lanthorn light at night. 

In this Harbour it is high-water on full and change days at eleven hours. 

Spring-tide off the Harbour riles twenty feet perpendicular j neap-tide ten. 

Parton Harbour. 

Partcn is a fmall dry Harbour, a mile and a half northward of Whitehaven, and is capable of fmall vefllls 
only. There arc thirteen feet of water in it at high-water with fpring-tidc, and feven or eight with neap-tide. 

Port-Harrington. 

Fort Harrington lies about four miles northward of Whitehaven, and has twelve feet water in it at high-water 
with fpring-tide, and feven or eight with neap-tide. 

Workington Harbour. 

In Workington Harbour there is thirteen feet at high-water with ordinary fpring-tides, and feven or eight 
with neap-tides. When there are eight feet of water in this Harbour, colours are hoifted in the day, and a 
lighted lanthorn hung by a rope at niglir, on the ftarboard hand going in, about two (hips-lcngth from the 
channel. To fail into Workington Harbour ; keep about two cablcs-lcngth from the edge of the lea, until 
the lanthorn bears about S. t. then ftcer right for it ; from thence fteer E. into the Harbour. 

Workington may be diftinguilhed at fea by How-miehael Hill, which has a fmall lower on the top of it, and 
Hands about half a mile louth-weftward of the llarbourVmouth. 

There was a propofol I'oine years ago for deepening the water in the entry of this harbour, and making 
it more commodious to fail out of it than it was with certain winds then ; by extending the pier-head eaft- 
ward, and the balkct-work on the E. fide of the entry, north-weftward. I have not yet learned whether this 
has been carried into execution. 

Mary- port Harbour. 

In Mary-Pert (formerly called Allan-foet) there are twelve feet of water, at high-water, with ordinary 
fpring-tide, and eight with neap-tide. This place may be diftinguilhed at fea by a glais-houlc §n the Point 
near the W, end of the town.

Banks and Shoals on the Scotch Side of Solway Firth. 
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Serna of tide. 


Bambswry Bank extends from the Point of Saturnefs along the coad, about feven miles W. by S. : abour 
two miles of that part of it, which is next Saturnefs , dries at two hours of ebb, mod of the reft of it at four 
hours of ebb ; and the wed extremity, which lies about two miles S. by E. from Hejion IJland , has fix feet 
of water over it at low-water, with ordinary fpring-tide. This Bank may be diflinguillicd, for the moll part, 
by a ripple when it is little wind, and by the breakers in blowing weather. 

About a mile louthward from the middle of Barnbowry there is a fmall Bank, which dries with fpring- 
tide only. 

Dun; roof Bank is about four miles long from S. W. to N. E. The eaftmod extremity of it bears about 
three miles S. by W. from the Point of Saturnefs, on which there is a land-mark, or building like a light- 
houfe, and calleJ the Light- boufe, but no light is kept on it: the W. extremity bears S. W. 4. S. from the 
Point of Saturnrjs, and dries with fpring-tide only : the E. end dries at four hours of ebb. This Bank may 
be didtnguilhed by the breakers on it, except about Hack water in extraordinary fine weather. There is a 
gut, or channel, near the middle of Dumroof, about half a mile wide, and two or three fathoms deep ac 
low-watcr. 

Blackjba Bank begins about a mile eallward of Dumroof, and extends eaftward acrofs the mouth of the 
river Nitb, in one continued fand, as far as Annan.

If you want tide, or a pilot, to go 
farther up, anchor about half a mile E. S. E. from the Point, on fix fathoms water ; or fail to Carjlbcrn, and 
lie a-ground 3 t the Black Muftlt-fcap \ the fouchmod houfes of Carjlbcrn bearing W. N. W. about two cablcs- 
length, where there is clean land and pretty good lheltcr. Or you may lie on clean ground in the Channel, 
near Car lav trek Cafiie, where you will float before half flood. If you want to go farther up toward Dumfries , 
fail as foon with the flood-tide as you float, and keep as near the Channel as you can judge by the appear- 
ance of the water in it, which is commonly to be didinguilbed by the eye, and drop anchor a- bread of Kelton, 
about two miles below Dumfries. 

The dream above Corf born runs up only three hours, and dotftt nine hours : the fird three hours of the 
ebb, or downward dream, is weak. Spring-tide at Carflbtrn rifes feventeen or eighteen feet.

fets up the Clyde between Cantire and Arran, and between Arran and Ufa. The Stream of flood, within a mile 
of the Mule Head, runs fouthward, and turns two hour* fooner than at a greater distance from the Head j fo 
that a vcffcl that keeps near the welt coaSt of Cantire will have the benefit of the itreatn two hours before 
another that is above a mile from that land. 

About a league weftward of the Mule of Cantire, fpring-tide, when Strongest, runs about fix miles an vcfecu, «f th< stnwu 
hour: within a mile of the Head the Itrcam runs about two miles an hour when Strongest : between Cantire 
and Arrau IJtand, and between Ufa and Arran, it runs about one mile an hour when Strongest. Two or three 
miles eaftward of Sana If, and, the Stream runs about three miles an hour when ftrongelt.

Pattrjon'i Rock lies about a mile caft of the S. fide of Sana IJland near Cantire, and dries about low-water. * Pijttftn’* R«k. 

At tins Rock, Rujlcjfnijb Head, near Cambleton , bears N. E. by N. the Mule Head of Cantire is hid by Sana ; 
and Glttinmore Rock, near the E. end of Sana, and always above water, appears on the middle of Ilanaguracb 
IJland. While the Mule Head is fccn out to the S. of Sana, you are on the S. fide of Pattrjon'i Rock ; while

Oterard Shoal, deferibed before, lies near two miles E. N. E. from the entry of the Harbour, and has no 
lefs water on it than twelve feet. 

Near the Point of Smerby, three-quarters of a mile northward of the entry, there are rock* above a quarter 
of a mile from the (hore, that dry about low-water. To avoid them, keep the rock llana-rofi, which is near 
SodiL, open with the north end of Arran. 

On the north fide of the entry of Lough Campbelton , a little above P.an-dr.var, there is a fpit of fand which 
extends fouthward from the (hore near Trench, more than half way to the middle of the fandy-bcach between 
llan-davar and Glenrtmfdil Print.

The anchorage is on the N. fide of Sana, wedward of Ilanaguracb : but there arc two rocks near this anchor- 
age that dry with fpring-tide only, and a (hoal between JJlanaguracb and Sana, which it will be difficult to ride 
clear of in blowing weather. There are fevcral ledges along the W. end of Sana, that extend above a cable's-

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only about low-water. Paterfon * s Rod , defcribcd before, lies a mile E. of Sana, and dries at low-water. 
The coslt of Cantirt over-againft Sana, from Dunabien to Maebribeg, is all bordered with rocks and ledges 
which dry ar low fpring-tide, and extend above a cable’s -length from the high-water mark. The ledge off 
Emabien extends fouth-eaftward above a quarter of a mile. 

In failing to the anchorage in Sana from the W. keep above half a cable’s length from the N. fide of the 
ifland, particularly the head on the W. fide of the anchorage. Anchor about half a cable’s-length eaftward 
ot the head, on three or four fathoms at low-water; when the houfes in the ifland bear S. by W. and Fair- 
bead in Ireland is juft Ihut in by the head in Sana.

On the N. fide of the Bay of Ayr , there is a rocky ledge which extends N. W. about two cables-length 
from the Salt-pans -, and a quarter of a mile farther out lies Sah-fan Rod ; the top of which dries with extra- 
ordinary fpring-tidcs only. 

The Salt pan Shoal extends from Salt-pan Rock , near half way to Lady Tjiand. It is compofcd partly of 
gravel, and partly of rocks; the leaft water on it is two fathoms. A leading-markon this Ihoal is, when the 
Lepers Heufe (a Imall ruinous Houle a little above the Salt-pans) is fecn between the two Salt-pans ; or when 
Lady Jfie is in a line with die Cock, or northmoft hill, of Arran. When the weftmoft of the two Salt-pans is 
in a line with the Lepers Houfe, you are then a little caftward of this ftioal ; when the eaftmoft Salt-pan is in 
one with the Lepers Houfe, you are then to the weftward of it ; when the Houfe of Prune bears N. by E. or 
the Heads of Ayr S. W. you clear it along the N. E. end. 

Eaftward from the extremity of Salt-pan Sboal there is a rock which extends from the {bore near half a 
mile W. S. W. 

There are two fhoals that lie above a cable ’s-length from the 5 . W. fide of the Point of Prune ; one extends 
north eaftward from the extremity of the I’oint about two cablcs-lcngth ; and one lies E. N.E. from that 
Point three-quarters of a mile, which dries about half-ebb. 

The water is thalluw for about a quarter of a mile caftward and north-eaftward of Lady IJle : the depth at 
low-water, with Ipring-tidr, is from fix to nine feet. 

Leppek Rock lies near half-way between Prune Point and Irvin, and dries at four hours of ebb: the water 
is fhalluw a cable's-length from it on all (ides except the north: it bears N. by K. from Prune Point, and 
N. E. from the litde houfe on Lady ljland, and W. N. W. from the Cajlie of Dundenald. The ftccples of 
Ayr, out by the Point of Prune, clears it along the W. fide. 

Horfe ljland his two rocks near the S. W. fide, fhalluw water near the E. fide, and fcveral rocks that dry 
about hall ebb between it and Ca fit- crags Point. 

Brig-ord Sand lirs along the coaft from Pencors Cafle to Farly Riad\ and for the moft part extends from 
the Point of Ury , half over to the Great Cumray jjland . To avoid this Sand failing along the E. fide of the 
Cumray ljland, keep nearer to the Great Cumray than to the Point of Ury-, or keep the eaftmoft part of Cumray 
(a round point) on the top of Knock Hill , which is a lharp-topped hill, about a mile and a half northward of 
Largs Houfe. 

Skermirlee (or Skermalet) Bank lies about half way between the Point of Towart and Skirmirlee: it is com- 
pofcd of fttcll fand and fmall gravel ftoncs. On it the houfe of Skermirlee bears S. E. the Point of Powart 
W. N. W. and the Point of Clccb (in Old Kirk parilh) N. li. i-N. the leaft water on this Bank is 3 4 - fathoms, 
which is on the N. fide of it, and not above a cabk’s-length in extent ; fo that none but the largeft (hips, 
about low. water, can touch this Bank : the depth being moderate, moft merchant fhips may flop at anchor 
on it, when it is not convenient to go into a better harbour. Leading marks to it are, the top of Lctmlajb 
ljland, in Arran, appearing a very little nearer to the Little Cumray chan to the S. end of Bute (called Guncb 
Head), and the houfe of Kernes in Butt, juft covered by the Point of Towart. 

The few rocks and ledges near Arran IJle have been defcribcd in the preceding Chart, to which we refer, 
as none of them can be laid to be dangerous.

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on four or five fathoms at low-water. In the rummer-time, or in moderate weather, a vcffcl may flop in 
El rick Bar: anchor neared the S. fide, when Lamla/h IJlt is fhut in by the S. fide of the Bay. There is a 
ledge on the N. fide of this Bay, which extends irom the fhore about a cablcVlcngth.

Ayr Harbour. 


Ayr is a dry Harbour, and not capable of veffels that draw above eight feet of water, except when they 
have the advantage of extraordinary high fpring-tides to raife the water on the bar. The bar lies a little 
without the perches, and has not above one foot of water over it at low fpring-tide: with ordinary 

S -tide there are nine feet on it at high-water i with ordinary neap-tides, about eight feet. With frefh 
rly winds the water on the bar rifes a foot or two higher than ordinary ; for S. and S. W T . winds raife 
the tide* in the river Clyde , and N. and N. E. winds hinder their rife. 

KirtsU. R«*k. About half a cable’s-length fouth-weftward from the perch, next the S. fide of the bar, lies Nicholas Red, 

which dries with fpring-tide only. You avoid it along the W. fide, when the outermod perch, on the S. 
fide of the bar, is in a line with the outermod perch on the north fide of the bar. 

Xd Ciic ricin| -u A vcffcl may wa:t a tide off the mouth of this Harbour; but if the weather is not very promifmg, (he ought 
**'*• not to anchor a whole night on this eoaft. If wind and tide do not lerve to go in with, it will be prudent to 

run for IjtmliJh in Arran, or Forty Road oppofitc to the Cumrays, rather than to ride at anchor one night off 
the Harbour’s mouth. 

Rife orunTiatfc Spring-tides here rife eight feet perpendicular ; neap tides four or five. 


Irvin Harbour . 

Irvin is a dry Harbour, fit for fmall veffels only, that draw not above eight or nine feet warer and thefe 
•mult have high-water with fpring-tide to go in with. With low-water, lpring-tide, there is only a foot or 
two of water in the channel, except when high winds, or frclhcs in the river, increafe it. There arc perches 
placed along the S. fide of the channel, from which you mull keep about three Ihips-length, till you arc 
within half a cable’s-length of a point on which there is fome wooden work ere&ed, like a pier-, keep about 
twofhips-lcngth from this point and wooden work. 

Ri& ■! Uw ru*. Spring-tides here rile eight feet perpendicular ; neap-tides four or five. 

Southward from the mouth of this Harbour, the ground is in many places foul, and therefore not fit 
for anchoring on ; northward of the mouth of the Harbour the ground is cleaner and better. But if the 
wind and tide do not ferve to carry a vcficl in, it is better to run for Lamla/h, or Forty Read , than to lie a 
night at anchor off the Harbour’s mouth, except in fummer when the weather is very moderate. 

Saltcoats Harbour. 

This Harbour is dry at low-water, and fit for fmall veffels only, which draw not above eight feet of 
water, and thefe cannot get in but at high-water with fpring-tide. In failing in or out, keep within a quar- 
ter of a cablc’s-length of the Rock Ntbbok , which is always above water. The larboard-fide, going in, is 
all fhoal and rocky ; the rocks partly dry at half-ebb. 

When the wind is not on (horc, a vcffcl that draws not above eight feet may fail in about half-tide, and 
ground near the kay-head, where fhe may lie pretty fafe till the tide makes for going within it. 
sic?,!** pi**. The ftopping-place off the mouth of this Harbour is near two cables-length from the kay, on 3J, or four 

fathoms ; when the kay-hcad bears N. E. by N. or in a line with the kirk ; which has no fteeple, but is the 
larged building towards the N. end of the town. 


Farly Road. 

Farly Read is pretty good anchorage in moderate weather; or when the wind does not blow hard from 
the W. or S. W. The place of anchorage is on the N. fide of Farly Bank, fomewhat more than a cablc’s- 
length from the fhore, when the light-houle on the Little Cumray is.in a line with the fouthmoft top of GaltfB 
Hills in Arran, on fix fathoms water. 

About two cables-length from the fhore of Farly , a land-bank begins and extends northward about a 
cable's- length-, the lead water on it is eight feet. Ac this bank the light-houfe bears about W. by S. the 
old cadle above Farly S. K. by E. and the fouthmod houfe of Farly in a line with the old calllc : the Couth- 
mod houfe of Farly is a fmall houfe on the Ihore, with its end toward the fca. To avoid this bank on the 
N. fide, going into Farly Read, keep the northmod point of Little Cumray in a line with the mod tapering 
top (not the lugheft) of Gatefil Hills in Arran. 


Bute Island. 

The Bay of Rothsey. 

The Bay of Rotbfay (vulgo Refa) is pretty well flickered, and the ground very good and all clean. An- 
chor in any part on the E. fide of the Bay ; the mod convenient is two cables-length N. of the pier-head. 


Kames Bay. 


The Bay of Kames is good ground, and pretty well dickered, 
head of the Bay. 


Kyles of Bute. 


Anchor about two cables-length from the 


The Kyles of Bute (or the channel on the N. and N. E. Gdes of the Ifland) are of eafy acccfs, well dickered, 
the ground extraordinary good, and the depth of water fufticicnt for the grcaccd fhips. Large (hips 
in the E. Kyles, may anchor any where near the middle of the Sound : fmall veffels may anchor about a 
cablc’s-length from the fhore on either fide ; or in the Bay cf Rubodacb, on the S. fide of the fmall idands (the 
largelt of which U Ilanmsre), on three or four fathoms water, 
in failing between Jlanmere and Bute j keep neared to Ilanmcre. 

E.ofR«4»roim. About half a mile eadward of Rudo Point (the N. W. point of Bute), there is a fmall rock dry at low- 
water, which lies half a cable’s-length N. eadward of a fmall point. 

F.B<fc m ike w. od. * o n ;h c W. fide of lnijhmamak If and, near the N. end, there is a rock near a cablc’s-lcngth from the diore, 
which dries at half-ebb. . . 
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The dream of tide is fcarce fenfiblc on any part of the coaft of Bute, except in the Kyles, near Rubodacb , 
where, when ftronged, it runs about two miles an hour. In the Kyles the dream of flood fets in from the 
S. W. and goes out S. E. through the E. Kyle. The dream in the Kyles turns half an hour before high or 
low-water on the fliore. 

Loch Riddin, or Loch Ruel. 

Lech Riddin is a fmall arm of the lea, northward of the Kyles of Bute , which is well Iheltcrcd, has good 
ground, and depth fufficient for any lhip. Take Ilemdirik, the fmall ifland which is about a quarter of a 
mile up the Loch, on the darboard-hand going in, and anchor northward of that Ifland, on ten or twelve 
fathoms. With fpring- tides it ebbs dry from the head of the bay, till within three-quarters of a mile 
of Ilandirik. 

Loch Strevin. 

Loeb Strevkt is well flickered, the ground all clean and good, and no rock nor fhoal to be feared in it j but 
the water is deeper than mcrchant-Ihips chule to ride on, except within a mile of the head of the Loch, 
where it is alfo bed (Weltered. The high land on each fide of it, makes it fubjeft to violent fqualls of wind, 
when it blows frefli, either from the E. or W. quarter. The bed anchorage in Lccb Strepin is as high up 
as priori, where the depth is twelve or fix teen fathoms, in coming in along the E. part of the Point of 
Ton-art, give it a birth of about two cables length. 

Loch Fvhe. 

Loeb Fyne begins about fix miles north of the JJland Arran, and is an extenfive and extraordinary fine 
place for lhipping ; particularly for large fliips that may anchor on deep water, without being obliged to 
(belter in coves. The mouth, as far up as Oter , is five or fix miles wide ; and neither rock nor Qioal in 
any part of it that lies two cables length from the land. .Above Oter the width is contra&ed to about a 
mile, or three-quarters, for the molt part; but without caufing any confidcrabie increale in the velocity 
of the dream of tide. The only danger, aimed, to be avoided in going up this. Loch, is Ruinaboteraeb 
Bank i which is a Bank of gravel and fand that extends weitward from Oter, about two-thirds over to 
Glafilatt Ifland. The top, or N. fide of it, is dry at two hours of ebb ; the fouth fide, and the wedmoll 
extremity, dry only at low-water. To avoid the extremity of Ruinaboteraeb ; keep within half a mile, 
or above a cable’s-length from Clafilan : or keep Cajlle Leu him in fight by the coafl on the S. or ftarboard- 
fide of the Loch going up. 

Rocks and (hoals near the land, above Ruinaboteraeb , to be avoided, are a ledge that extends half a cable 
fouthward from the E. poiot of Loeb Gere i a rock two cablcs-lcngth N. E. from Jlanyone, which dries 
about half-ebb ; a land-bank a cablc's-lcngth caflward of the Point of Minart, near a rock which is always 
above water. 

The ground in Loeb Fyne is all clean and good, but the water in the middle rather too deep for anchor- 
age : between Ruinaboteraeb Spit, and Han-yone, it is from twenty to thirty fathoms •, from Cajlle Lachlan to 
Inveraray , it is from thirty to (eventy fathoms. Near one fide therefore, about a cablc’s-length or two from 
the (hoir, is the bed anchorage for large (hips ; and the N. fide better than the fouth. Along the N. fide 
the beft parts are, a little above llan-yene , between Acbagyle and TecbJaddacb : in the French Farland at 
Kilbride-, anchor a cable’s-length eadward from the point, on fix or eight fathoms, taking care to avoid a 
fpit of land on the E. fide of the rivulet, which dries above a cable’s-length from the (hure : in the mouth 
of the bay of Inveraray , off the cafUe, on fifteen fathoms j or about a cable’s-length eadward of the wed 
point of this bay, on (ix or feven fathoms water; about half a cable’s-length N. E. of this anchorage, there 
is a fmall rocky fljoal, on which the lead water is eighteen feet, which (hould be avoided in dropping 
anchor. A pretty high fca fets along the bay of Inveraray, when it blows hard from the S. W. which makes 
the fhclter of the fore-mentioned point the more convenient forveflels that are not well provided with anchors 
and cables : off the mouth of this rivulet, it dries about two cablcs-lcngth from the high-water mark, but 
there is a perch placed on the extremity of this fpit. 

On the S. fide, llanavabun is the bed anchorage ; anchor on the E. fide of the idand, about a cablc’s-length 
from the fliore, on feventeen fathoms. 

On the W. fide of the mouth of I Mb Fyne , the bay of Eaft Tar lit is well (hekered, and the ground good : 
fmall vcfiels may ride very fafe and fmooth here all weathers, on four or five fathoms water j but the entry 
being narrow, it requires a leading-wind. On the S. fide of this creek, over-againA Hanacbylaeb (or Cock 
Ifland), there is a ledge that extends a (hip's- length from the (bore, on which there is a perch ; the channel 
is between the perch and the fmall ifland next it. Anchor as foon as you have pad the old caftle. A fmall 
veffcl, if neccflary, may anchor on the N. fide of Hanacbylaeb , but keep the middle going in, or neared 
to the ifland, to avoid a fmall rock near the point on the main, on which the lead water is three 
or four feet. 

Loeb Gilp , being open to the fouth, is only fit for veffcls to ride in, in the fummer-time. There are 
rocks, always above water, on the E. fide of this bay that flieker it a little. Anchor within two cables- 
lcngth northward of Dunboan Reek , on two or three fathoms, when that rock covers the entry of the narrow 
part of Loeb Fyne. 

Loeb Gere is the fafed and bed creek in Loeb Fyne for a veffcl that draws not above ten or twelve feet of 
water. In the narrowed part of the entry, it flioaU a little way from the ihorc on each fide ; therefore 
keep near the middle, or fomewhat neared the wed fide. Anchor near the middle of the bay, but rather 
nearer the W. than to the E. fide ; for there the water is deeped. 

In the bay of Minart, two miles above Loeb Gere, a veffcl may ride pretty well flickered, when one 
anchor is laid on fliore, and another north-cadward. In going in, keep about half a cablc’s-lcngth from 
the point oppofite to a fand-bank, which lies about a cable’s-length eadward from (he point, and 
is mentioned above. 

It is high-water at Inveraray , in Loeb Fyne, at ia4, on the full and change-days. Spring-tides rife eight 
or ten feet perpendicular. The dream of tide is fcarce fenfible in this Loch any where, except near the 
point of Ruinaboteraeb Bank , where it runs about two miles an hour when Arongcfl.

HARBOURS. 


No River whatever can be fafer, or is better provided with fpacious wcll-fheltered arms of the fea, of eafy 
accefs, and capable of numerous Sects, than the Clyde is. In approaching it there are neither rocks nor 
ihoils, nor rappid tides to be feared, llfa is a high mountain in the mouth of it, confpicuous at more than 
ten leagues diftancc, and ferves as a remarkable beacon to dire# (hips towards it •, there is a light-houfe on 
the Little Cumray to dired them farther up, and to good (helter in the night ; and there is hardly one open* 
ing to be feen, but what a Granger, without draft or pilot, might venture (afely to run for in the day.time, 
and find good anchorage within it. This river is provided by nature with every convcniency for naviga- 
tion, excepting a fufficienc rife of the tide for wet and dry docks for great (hips i the ordinary rife of fpring- 
tide, as far up as Greened , being no more than ten feet perpendicular. 

In the River Clyde, from the Cumrays to Pert Glajgow, it is high-water on the (hore, on full and change, 
days of the moon, about 1 1 J. 

Ordinary fpring-tides rife ten feet perpendicular -, extraordinary eleven or twelve v neap-tides fix or (even. 

The dream of tide, between the Cumrays and Greened, when ftrongeft, does not run above a mile and a 
half an hour; except in the narrow part of Garlecb , where it runs four or five miles. 

The rocks and (boals in this part of the Clyde , not in nor near the harbours, are, a fandy (hoal, extending 
near a quarter of a mile S. W. from Pertabar, the S. W. point of Cumray IJland, on which the lead water 
is twelve feet. 

Skermerli Bank, deferibed in the preceding Chart, on which the lead water is 3; fathoms. 

Bridge Red lies about a mile north-eallward of the Point efTowart, and about a quarter of a mile from the 
(hore : it dries at two hours of ebb ; to avoid ir, keep the Point of Cowart on the well mod of the Gaiefil Hills 
in Arran Jfusnd. The Gatefil Hills all taper to the top. 

The Gantetks Reek lies about a quarter of a mile S. from the old cadle of Dunune ; the top of it is 
covered only with high fpring-tides, and has a (efficient depth half a cablc's-length from it quite round. 

Rofeneatb Sboal lies near half way between Mickle Refs in Rofeneatb, and the IV bite-far land Point on the 
oppofite fide i is compoled of land and large dooes, and the lead water on it is five feet ; there is a buoy 
fometimes kept on it. Leading marks to this (boal are, the fVbite- far land Point in a line with the top of a 
remarkable hill near it, and bearing S. S. W. i W. •, the caftle of Ardnaktptl juft appearing cadward of a 
fraall rifing on Robertnefs, about a quarter of a mile from the Point ; and the bam of Greenock Houft (a fingle 
houfc in the middle of the wood) a fail’s-breadth W. of the wind-mill at Greenock. To avoid this (boal failing 
E. or W. keep nearer to the White farland than to Rofeneatb -, or within half a mile of Rofeneatb (hore. 

Between the Cumrays and Greeneek, the ground is almod all dean and good, (o that, avoiding the rocks 
defcribed, a (hip may dop any where if the depth is moderate, and the weather not very bad. The ufual 
and mod convenient places for dopping are. 

On the E. fide of the Cumray IJland, and of Bute, as before- mentioned : on SktmerU Bank, when the 
weather is moderate. Alfo, 

In Old Kirk Bay, off the middle of it, on twelve or fourteen fathoms, about a quarter of a mile from 
the (hore. 

In the mouth of Helly Leeb , which is all good ground, and of a moderate depth -, or a cable’s-length or 
l wo wed ward of the White Btacby Point, which is about the middle of the S. fide of the bay, on fourteen 
fathoms. This is a good place for waiting a wind to fail farther up the Clyde, or out of it to the fouthward. 

In Gurik Bay, off the middle of it, ana about two cables-lcngih from the (hore, on eight or ten fathoms, 
when the E. end of the kay bears W. by S. 

At the W. end, or tail, of Greenock Bank, on tenor eleven fathoms water, anchor when the wind-mill 
bears S. W. and the point of the Wbite-farland N. W. by W, Or anchor two or three cables-length from 
the (hore, but before you are fo far E. as to have the rope- work, orwedmod houfc of Greened bearing S. W. 
or in a line with the wed end of a bufh of fir trees, which may be feen above Greenock Houfc. This is the 
common place to wait the tide for going into Greenock harbour, or up to Port Glafgeco: here moor N. and 
S. if it blows frefh, or if you mud dop a whole winter's night ; for in hard gales mips have dragged their 
anchors here but perhaps it has been owing to negligence in moori.jg, or in fparingout cable. 

The harbours in and near Bute are defcribed in the fore-going Chart. 

Loch Long. 

Loch Long is all clean and gcod-holding ground, but the S. end, or wided part of it, is too deep for 
ordinary merchant-lhips to ride in. The bell part of this Loch is about a mile from the head of it, between 
Ardgartcn and Nno-tarlit, where the water is of a moderate depth, and not fo liable to violent fqualls of 
wind from the hills as other parts. When N. and N. W. winds blow frefh, the fqualls, fudden calms, 
and variable winds, are very troublefome in this Loch. Above the houfe of New-tarbit , about two or three 
cables-length from the head of the Loch, on eight or nine fathoms water is good anchorage, and very little 
fubjeft to thefc fqualls and fudden calms. 

Loch G o i l. 

Loch Gcil is all clean good ground, but in blowing weather is fubjefl to the fame fqualls and varying winds 
as Lccb-long is, which makes it troublefome failing in or out, and fometimes hard riding. The bell places 
of anchorage are, off the old caflle of CarriJc, on fourteen or fifteen fathoms 1 or at the head of the Loch, 
about two cables-length from the (hore. 

7 Girloch 
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G e r l o c H. 

Gtrloeb is a very fafe place to ride in, being well flickered, artd the ground fiifficiently good over it ad. 

In failing towards the mouth of this Loch, avoid Rofentatb (hoal defer i bed before; and Madabui Rock, which MiMcitack, 
lies above a cable’s-length eaftward of Robertnefs , on the W. fide of the entry, and dries at half-ebb. The 
water is (hallow near a cable’s-lcngth from this rock on all Tides •, fo that to avoid it and the (hallows, it is 
neccflary to keep two cables-length from the Point of Robertneft. A leading-mark to this rock is, when the 
caftlc of Rofentatb appeafs through a narrow avenue in the trees, which extends fouth-caftward from the Caftle. 

The u ual anchorage is in Rofentatb Bay , near two cables-length from the (hore, on (even fathoms water, Aacbanp- 
wheo the caftlc bears S. E. by S. and the mill about W. by S. The ftream of ebb in this anchorage runs 
about two miles an hour when ftrongeft; but the ftream of flood is fcarce fcnfiblc, being reflefteef north- 
ward by the bcachy point below the caftlc of Rofentatb. 

All that pan of Gerlotb , which is northward of the Corran, or Narrow, at Clacban , is good and fafe 
anchorage. On the E. fide of the Corran there is a fpit, or ridge, of fmall ftones, called Runacomtil , which *■“•«•■■****•«• 
extends weftward about two-thirds over toward the Point of Clacban ; one half of which is dry at half-ebb, and 
the whole about low-water. To (ail through the Corran northward •, take flood-tide, and keep within half a 
cablc’s-length from the high-water mark or the PejnJ of Clacban on the larboard-flde, till you are juft palt 
that Point, then ftecr a little eaftward of N. to avoid a rock which lies on the N. Gdc of the Point, about half 
a cableYIcngth from the high-water mark. 

Spring-tides in the Corran , when ftrongeft, run about five miles an hour. 3t(t*n u c»mn. 

Greenock Harbour. 

Greenock Harbour is dry at low- water, except between the pier-head9, where there arc two feet at the lowed 
tides. Within the Harbour the ground is fofc and eafy for vellels to lie on. There is a firm and convenient 
graving-bank on the E. fide of Mid-kay. Ships that draw eleven feet water may go into this Harbour with 
Ipring-tide. To fail into Greenock Harbour ; about high-water keep one half, or one-fourth, of a cable’s- 
length from the Rope-work Kay , and about half a cable’s-length from the kay of Greenock , to avoid Greenock 
Bank, tiki you open the entrance of the Harbour, then fail in. 

CotkU Bank (the W. end of which is fometimes called Greenock Bank ) reaches from the W. end of the town 
of Greenock to the old caftle of Newark , at Port Glafgow. Part of the W. end of it, or Greenock Bank , dries 
with fpring-tide only ; the reft dries at low-water commonly. 

Near the W. end of Greenock Bank is good anchorage for (hips of any burthen *, and is the place where vef* 
fcls ufually wait the tide to fail into Greenock Harbour , or up to Port Glafgow. Anchor on ten or eleven 
fathoms water, when the wind-mill, near Greenock , bears S. W. and the point of the White- farland 
N. W. by W. 

Port Glasgow. 

Pert Glafgow harbour is dry at low-water, and, with fpring-tide, is capable of vefiels that draw ten or 
eleven feet of water : the ground is fofc and eafy to lie on ; and a good place for graving (hips bottoms has 
been made there fince this furvey was taken. The channel from Greenock to Pert Glafgow is narrow and 
intricate, as far as Garvil Point •, there being neither beacon, nor buoy, to direft vcflels through it j there- 
fore this part of the channel requires a pilot. About a quarter of a mile N. from the Garvil Point , there is 
a buoy on the fouth edge of the Cockle Bank -, keep that buoy on the larboard-hand, and if it is low-water, 
keep about a cable’s-lcngth from it. Near the E. fide of Garvil Point there is a beacon, which take on the 
ftarboard-hand, keeping not lefs than two (hip’s-length from it, nor more than half a cable to avoid the 
Cockle Bank. Between this laft beacon and Inch-green, there is firft a buoy, and then a beacon ; keep both 
thele on the (larboard hand, failing no nearer to them than two (hips-length, and no farther than half a cable. 

There is alfo a beacon near the kay of Port Glafgow , to be taken on the ftarboard-hand, above two (hips- 
lcngth. Enter the harbour about high-water. 

Dumbarton Harbour . 

Dumbarton Harbour is a creek in the mouth of the river, where velfcls that draw not above nine or ten feet 
water may go in at high-water, and lie a-ground on fofc mud i but it is not thought that any direction will 
be fufficient to direft a fl ranger into it. It a pilot cannot be got, or if he happens not to be well acquainted 
with this Harbour, the following directions may be found fcrviceable. Sail to Port Glafgow by the directions 
for that Harbour-, and at half-flood weigh anchor and fail, keeping a cable’s-lengh from the (hore at the 
©Id caftlc of Newark ; from thence (leer eaftward between Airdocb and Dumbarton Caftle about two miles, till 
you arc a-breaft of Finlay ften, when you will feem (omewhae nearer the S. than to the N. fide of the Clyde \ 
then fteer fouth-eaftward for the weftmoft buoy off Dumbarton Caftle, where (top at anchor till it is near high- 
water : then take that buoy on the larboard-hand, about a quarter of a cable’s-length, and the other buoy, 
a little eaftward of it, on the ftarboard-hand about a lhip’s- length, and (land in for the E. fide of the entry, 
and keep that fide dole till' you are pad the Caftle. 

Only lighters, or very fmall vefiels, have water up to the kay of Glafgow .

A LO N G the W. fide of the Mule of Cantire it is high-water on the Ihore at eleven o*clock; on full and r.»* •< at 
change-days, and the ftream above a mile from the coaft turns at that time; but within a mile of 
the Ihore the ftream turns two hours fooner : near Gia Ifland it is high-water on full and change- n m oi.Muy.

near the S. E. coaft of Jura, off the fmall iflands, it runs about one mile an hour, •.*. c niiijm. 

In the found of Ila, fpring-tide, when ftrongeft, runs five miles an hour and neap«ride if. in the sound .f Hk 

Along the fouth coalt of Ila the ftream of tide is fcarce fenfible, till you come to the Mule of Kinbvwtb s. conftofiu. 

(or Mult-naboe), where fpring-tides, when ftrongeft, run about -four miles an hour; and neap-tides one, or 
1 f. From the Mule of Ktnbowtb to the Runs, the ftream is not above 1 } mile an hour: at the S. fide of the Fnm (UxSowth m iba 
Runs, it runs about five miles an hour when ftrongeft; and near Or onfa Ifland runs fix or eight, and makes a **“' 
rough breaking fea, and whirlpools, in which boats have been loft. This rough fea is called Cerrydtrua. cnrryiiiwWkirijooi. 

From the Runs of Ila, till within two miles of Tonvore Head, the ftream is fcarce fenfible : near T onvore it p ">* «!**«< wT.«. 
runs four miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

The ftream of flood between the Mult of Cantire and the IJlands Gia and Jura , fets northward. The flood «**<*“•*•• 

on the S. fide of Ila comes from the fouth-weftward, along the N. W. coaft of Ireland, and divides on the 
S. K. part of lla, near Aeburin Ifland i one branch of which runs through the found of Ila northward ; the 
other runs weftward along the coaft of Ila to the Mule of Kinbowtb and the Rusu ; and from thence north- 
eaftwatd along the N. coaft of Ila to the Gulpbof Corryvrtcian. 

Rocks and Sboalt between the Mule op Cantire andQ ia, JURA, and Ila, rocks ud shoals. 

The only rocks or fhoals near the Mule of Cantire are, a rock off the N. point of the head at Dtaanmore, luck* tti Dmim* 
which lies about half a cable's- length from the Ihore, and dries about half-ebb; and a rocky fhoal off the k*** 4 "* 

Point Ufid , at the falc -pans, which lies about a quarter of a mile from thefhore, on which the leaft water Sb-i* vi*. 
is thought to be three or four feet. On this fhoal the fea fwelband breaks in the cahndi wcathar. 
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From Cantire to Gia, Knapdale, Jura, and Ila. 


About half a mile weftward from the Point of Riarbmere, in Kiltnn panto, there is a fmall rockwhich »ln«*a 
at half ebb. Leading-marks to it arc, the fouthmoft hill of Gia on rhe fmalleft, or northmoil, of the four 
Paps of Jura i and the Iltadof Kara in C/4, in a line with the higheft hill of Ha, which appears with an arched 
top fouthward of the found of 1L. This rock is avoided*k»ngthe W. fide, when a Jmril rock, always above 
water, near the Point of Rulenakcrdocb, in Kiltan parito on the main, is in a line with the higheft hill near 
the Mult of Canttre. 

About onc-third from Cara If and, and two-thirds from the Point of Biaclmsre, there is a blind rock, on 
which the lead water is fix feet. Leading-marks to it are, the S. head of Cara If and, bearing W. by N. 
and the W. end of Ita, quite tout in by Cara If and ■, atfcHhe Hnje tf Cara; in a line wkh the northmoil,. 
and moll tapering hiH in Ha, near the found. ' — '* — k ** 

Skeryigigtlum Rock lies above a quarter of a mile E. S. E. from the northmoil point of ILn Gigilum. The 
middle of it dries two hours after high-water, the N. end at half-ebb, and the S. end with fpring- tides only. 
To avoid it, keep above a cablc’s-lcngth from the twiddle part of the Rock. 

There is a rocky tooal which lies E. S. E. from Skeryigigilum about a quarter of a mile, on which nine 
fee: is the lead water. A leading mark to it is, the northmoil point of Cara If and, on the Mult of Ktnbnib 
(or Mde-nabot) in Ila-: Skeryigigilum Rock, on the N. end of IJiand Gigilum, clears it along the N, 
fide. • • 

E. S. E. from the Houfe of Cara, above a quarter of a mile, there is a rocky tooal, on which the lead water 
is twelve feet. A leading-mark to it is, the upper weilmoft fmall houfe of Cara, a very little open to the 
S. of the principal houfe, and the lowrrmoft houfe juft tout on it: alfo bbanfariacb Houfe in Gia, in a line 
with the rock next the iouth end of Gigilum , which is always above water. 

The N. fide of Cara If and, and from thence to the anchorage at Gigilum, is full of fcattered rocks; 
fome of which arc always above water, and fome dry about half-ebb, t>r later j thefe rocks toelter the 
anchorage* • - • - 

Eaftward from Han Garvilan, on the E. fide of Gia, and almoft half-way beeween Ar&menifh in Gia , and 
Balacbejarran on the main, there is a rock that dries about half-ebb. A leading-mark to it is, the fouthmoft: 
Pap of Jura, a little open to the S. of the higheft hill of C/4. That hill and Pap, in a line, clears it along 
the N. 

About ; rdf -a mile north-caftward fronrE. Garvilan If and, and S. S. E. from FL . - (which i* always 

above wate.-},‘ -here is a fmall rock, which dries about half-ebb. At this r .. iiu xtremity of the Mule of 
Cantirt is a lu: ! more than one-third from the fouthmoft vjtsblc point of the Main of Cantin', and about two- 
thirds from Cara if and. To avoid this rock on the E. fide, keep nearer to the RuttaburiH fide, on the main, 
than to Gia : or keep Gaunacbin Rotk (which is always above water) on the toarp top of the low hill below 
■Kilberr y Houfe in S. Knapdale: the E. fide of that top looks as if it was a precipice. 

S. by It. from the N. E. end of Gia, and near half way between that and Runahurin on the Main, there is 
a rocky tooal, on which the lead water is three feet. Leading-marks to it arc, the higheft hill inC/4, bear- 
ing almoft W. i Gauvaebin Rock, bearing N. N. E. and on the Houfe cf Kilberry in S. Knapdale ; and the N. 
point of Gia a little northward of the northmoil of the four Paps, or high hills, of Jura. 

About half a mile northward of the N. end of Gia there is a duller of rocks always above water, of which 
Dujktr is the large 11. Eaftward of Dnjktr , near a quarter of a mile, there is a rock which dries at low-water: 
this rock is avoided on the E. fide, near half a mile, when the Mule of Cantirt is in the lcaft open of, or only 
a little tout in by, any part of the E. fide of C/4. It is avoided along the N. fide by (leering E. or E. by S. 
from the northmoil, or fmalleft, of the duller of rocks always above water ; or while that northmoil rock 
is in a line with any of the hills of Ila fouthward of Motor ter’ s Head in the found of Ila. 

On the N. W. fide of Gia, there is a rock which lies two cables-length from the toorc, abroad of the largcft 
hill, and dries about low-water. To fail along the W. fide of this rock, keep the toarp top of the hill, 
next northward of Kilberry in S. Knapdale, fairly in fight by W. Garvilan lfiand. 

Gigilum Anchorage in Gia Island. 

Gigilum Read is the mod common and convenient anchorage in Gia: the ground is good, the water a fuf- 
ficicnt depth, and the anchorage pretty well flickered by Gigilum If ands and R6ckt on the S. and W. Tides, 
and by Gia and a fand-bank on the N. and K. Tides. This harbour may be entered from the S, and W. either 
along the Weft fide of Gigilum IJlandi, or along the E. fide ; but the E. fide is the fafeft channel. To fail in 
at the F-. entry, the fureft way is to keep within a quarter of a mile from the S. E. fide of Cara lfiand, and 
from two to half a cable's-length of the E. fide of llan Gigilum. Anchor about a cable, or half a cable’s-length 
W. or north-weft ward of the N. E. point of Gigilum', or about half between a rock always above water 
(which lies near a fmall Tandy cove in Gia), and the N. end of Gigilum, on three or four fathoms water. 

It is high-water on the toorc of Gia, about two o'clock, on full and change-days j and fpring-tidcs rife 
five or fix feet j but both are liable to fome variation by the winds. 

A vcflel that draws not above eight or ten feet water, may ride very fafe on the N. fide of E. Garvilan 
Jfand (on the E. fide of Garvilan), off Drymacbru j the Ground is good, and the bay pretty well flickered. 
A veflcl from the N. mud fail in along the W. fide of Flabuie Reck : a vcflel from the fouthward mull avoid 
the fcveral rocks and tooals in the way to ‘Garvilan, as before directed, and enter between the E. point of 
Garvilan and the rock near it, which is always above water j but mufl keep foinewhat nearer to Garvilan 
than to the rock. 

The Bay of Tarbit is very fafe in the fummer-time. In failing in avoid a tooal on the N. fide of the Bay, 
on which there is only fix feet at low-water, and lies half a cable’s-length from the toorc. Anchor on the 
S. fide of the Bay, two cables-length from the fliore, if the vcflel is large a fmall veflcl may anchor 
nearer it. 

West Loch-Tarbit Harbour. 

The bay of Weft Lecb-Tarbit is well-tocltcrcd ; the depth of water, for above a mile up, fufficient for the 
largeft toips ■, but the ground, being a foft mud, and not of the ftiffkind, docs not hold well in hard gales, 
except there is a full cable our. A vcflel may anchor in any part of it in moderate weather, if the tooals, 
to be deferibed hereafter, are avoided: the two mod common places of anchorage arc, for large flops, off 
Ardfarik, in the mouth of the Loch; and, for fmall veflcls, on the E. fide of llanagalligan. 

On the S. fide of Pan-Trayrt, there arc fcveral rocks that lie above half a cable's-length off, partly drjr 
about half-ebb, and partly at low-water. Thefe are avoided, by keeping a cable's-length from the Ifland, 
or one-third from.it, and two-thirds from the S. or ftarboard-fidc of the entry, 
t- *.l .i There, 
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There is a fand-bank that extends from the E. point of Cerran, neir one-third over to the N fide of the 
l.och. To avoid it, keep neared the N. Gde ; or fail no nearer the S. fide, than till the caftmoft extremity 
of llan-trayn is in a line with the well end of the higheft hill in Gia lfland. 

Off Dunclurik, on the N. fide of the Loch, about one-third from that fide, and two-thirds from the op- 
polite fide, 'there is a fimll blind rock, on which the lead water is five feet. A leading mark to this Ihoal 
is, the weftmoft point vifible on the N. fide of the Loch, appearing in one with a fink, or hollow, in the 
nfing ground at the S. end of Gia: keep that riling ground out by the point, or keep the middle of the 
Loch, and you avoid this Ihoal. 

At the head of W. Lecb Tarbit, the tide falls and rifes very little; rarely above two feet perpendicular 
with fpring-tide, and often not one: and the fall and rife arc very irregular; falling and rffing alternately 
two or three times in an hour, or fix or leven times in twelve hours time ; fbmetimes falling as mm h in one 
or two hours, as it rifes in fix or eight. The inhabitants obferve, that with (Irong wefterly and S. W. winds 
the fall of the tide is fcarcc lenfiblcany time of the day; and that with ftrong northerly winds the water 
hardly rifes at all for a whole day, but continues about the low-water height. 

Loch Kutsport. 

Lecb Kylifpert (fometimes called Loch Ky'ifltd, or Kylifed ’) being open to the fouth, and the ground a fofc 
kind of ouze, which docs not hold well in blowing weather, is not reckoned fafe anchorage, except in the 
fummer-time. The fafe ft part to ride in is near the head of the bay, about a cable's- length or two call- 
ward of a rock, which lies in the middle, and is always above water. 

Bo-clrjp Reck lies about half a mile W. by S. from Ru-cbryp, at the mouth of Lecb-kylijpert, and dries 
at low- water only. 

Loch-Achastil. 

Locb-dcbaflil is a very fine harbour* fit for Jhips or velTels of any lize. The ground is good, the depth 
from fix to thirteen fathoms, and only one rock in the way up, which is quite covered only with fpring-tide. 
Ships may anchor in any pait of this Loch, above Caflle S-wten but the N. fide is to be preferred, as it is 
bell Iheltcrcd againil N. and wcllcrly winds, which are commonly the moll violent on this coaft. At the 
head, in Kilaicbael Bay, a veflel may ride in any weather with only one anchor out. 

The rocks and Ihoals to be avoided in failing toward this Loch, arc a fmall rock on the N. fide of the two 
Macbcartnak IJlands j the north end of which dries with fpring-tide only ; the fouth end has from fix to twelve 
feet water on it; it lies a little nearer Ilan-macbiarmak than to llanmore-macbcarmak. 

Off the mouth of Locb-nakili, about a mile fouthward, and half a mile well ward of the point of Donna 
IJland, there is a fmall Ihoal, on which the lead water is four feet. It is avoided along the W. fide, while 
the higheft hill of Gia (which is near the middle of the lfland) is feen without, or wcltward of, llan-macb - 
carmak: it is avoided along the E. fide, when the weftmoft hill of Gia appears a little weft ward of llan- 
tnadcarwak. 

Loch-Nakili. 

Lecb-Nakili is very good anchorage in the fummer-time i or a fhip may flop a tide, or a night, m.it at 
any time, except when the wind blows hard from the S. W. to which quarter it is open. Anchor on the 
well fide of the bay, before you are a-breaft of an old chapel, which Hands near the Iborc, on four or five 
fathoms water. The Ihoal off the mouth of rhia Loch is deferibed with the preceding Loch ; it lies about 
a mile fouthward of the mouth of the Lx>ch, and has four feet the lead water on it. 

Loch Dalcaul in Jura Island. 

Lecb Dalgaul is a fmall eovc, but the anchor-ground good, the water fufficicnrly deep for any merchant- 
ftiip, and pretty well dickered : it is convenient for velTels bound to the fouthward. Anchor near the middle 
of the bay, when Gia lfland is juft Ihut in by the N. point of the entry, and the norchmoft Pap of Jura 
bears N. W. { W. 

On the N. N. E. and N. W. Tides of this bay, it Ihoals near two cables-length from the Ihorc; therefore 
in turning in or out, a veflel mull not Hand too near thefc Tides. On the S. W. fides it is fufficiently deep 
half a cable's-lcngth from the Ihorc. 

Harbour of tbe fmall I/Us 3/* Jura Island. 

This Harbour is diffidently flickered in the anchorage on the W. fide of Gore IJland-, but the ground there 
being only gravel, or fand, covered with long grafs, and the depth not above 2} fathoms, it is only fit for 
fmall velTels ; and thefe in the winter fhould always moor, in cafe one anchor Ihould drag. Anchor off - the 
middle of lfland Gore, a-breaft of the Kerns , about half way to the well fide of the bay, on fathoms. 
You may fail into this anchorage, either- along the S. or the N. end of lfland Gore. To fail along the fouth 
end of it ; keep about a quarter of a cable’s-lcngth from the point of the lfland, to avoid a rock which dries 
at half-ebb, and lies near mid-wav between the lfland Gore and the point of a rock always above water, on 
the larboard-hand going in. To fail to the anchorage along the N. fide of lfland Gere , between it and lfland 
Cennin, avoid a fmall rock on the E. fide of lfland Gore , about a cable's-lcngth S. E. from the Kerns , which 
dries with fpring-tide only ; and Hand half over to the W. fide of the bay, before you turn fouthward 5 to 
avoid a Ihoal partly rocky, and partly gravel, that extends wellward from lfland Gore , near half over to the 
W. fide of the bay. 

In the fummer-time there is good anchorage on the N. and W. Tides of flan-Plodda : enter along the S. 
fide of I!an- Pride. 

Skervutl Rock lies about two miles E. S. E. from Lecb Nagaul in Jura, and is never quite covered with 
the tide ; but is not three feet above the furfacc at high-water with fpring-tide. It is fufficiently deep above 
half a cable’s-lcngth from it on all fides. 

Cuiltten Rock lies about a mile fouth-fouth-eaftward from lfland Gore , and is always a little above water. 
A leading mark to it is, the S. end of lfland Gore, S. by E. and in a line with Btninort Hill in Jura. Keep 
above half a cable’s-lcngth from the N. and S. Tides of it. 
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I l a Island. 

Rocks and Shoal* near Ila Island. 

Along the S. coaft of Ha there are a great number of rocks, many of them always above water ; fomd 
of them dry about half-ebb, and at low-water, and lame with fpring-tide only j but, excepting the Shoal 
0 Ur ir attach, there is none of them that lies above a mile and a quarter from the neareft Ihore. The two 
outermoll are Tarjher weftward, and a rock off Ardimcrfey eailward, which are large remarkable rocks always 
above water j all the other rocks lie nearer to lla than thefe two ; and Ihips along this fide of Ila mull keep 
without them to avoid the reft. 

Oterirattacb is a fmall rocky Ihoal that lies near a league fouthward of IlanTaxa, on which the lead water is 
twelve feet. There is always a fenGblc ftream of tide running over this Ihoal, but none perceptible near it. 
At this Ihoal, Ilanacburin, at the S. E. point of Ha, bears N. E. } E. and Tarfler Rock N. { W. and on the 
gap at the top of the HtU Knockiniracb is near Lech ljodamis\ and a fmall black poinr, which is juft per- 
ceptible, near Mulenabo for the Mult of Kenbowtb), is exactly on that head : when this fmall point is with- 
out, or fouthward of the Mult , you are half a mile northward of Uteriranacb. 

There are no rocks or Ihoals that lie above a third part of a mile from the Ihore on the W. fide of 
Ila, except near Lccbtndaal harbour. 

The only rocks to be avoided along the N. fide of lla, are Ballacb Rocks, the rocks and ledges near 
Han-Neve, and Pajlaghan Rotk, near Rw.aal, the E. point. Ballacb Rocks are covered with fpring-tide, and 
lie near a mile E. N. E. from Uan-Nevt . To fail along the N. fide of them, keep the hill of Terrvcre Head 
out to the N. by Ilan-Neve. 

Pcfiagban Rotk is always above water, and no Ihoal near it, except a rock about a cablcVlength 
northward of it, which is covered alternately by the tide. 

The rocks in the found of Ha will be deferibed with that found. 

Tbe Sound of I L A Anchorage. 

The Sound of Ha lies in the common trail of Ihipping to and from the north ; and on that account is 
pretty much frequented by them, but it cannot be recommended as a fafe place to ride in, in the winter, or 
in blowing weather : for the ftream of tide is rapid, and the ground, for the moft part, gravel, which does 
not hold well. A tide, or a nighr, is all the time any vcffcl Ihould Hop here in harveft or winter, except in 
Macdugals Bay, when one cable is made fall to a ring, or rock, on tnc Ihore. 

Macdugars Bay is that cove, or bight, which is on the E. fide of the Sound, next the houfes of Fclin. 
Here, by making fall on Ihore, a veflcl that draws twelve feet water may ftop out of the ftream of tide. 
A large vcffcl mull avoid a Ihoal at the N. point of the bay, which extends about a cable’s-length from the 
Ihore, and on which there is but nine feet at law fpring-tide. No vcffcls Ihould lie fo far out as this Ihoal, 
becaufe Ihe will then ride more in the llream. 

The IVbiit far land is another part of the Sound of lla, where veftcls may ftop our of the ftrength of the 
llream ; but the ground is hard fand, with a mixture of gravel, and long weeds, which entangle the anchor, 
and make it drag in blowing weather. The bell part here to anchor in, is at the S. end of a fmall bulh of 
•wood, and abreaft of a fmall white Hone, which may be perceived at the top of the banks, near which there 
is a dike built of turf and Hones that goes down to the fca. Drop anchor in three or four fathoms, when 
the poinr of the White farland is a little Ihut on the northmoft part of Ila. 

Skerari is a rock weftward of Frocbilan IJland, about half a mile ; rhe weft end of it is not quite covered, 
except at high-water with fpring-tide, the reft dries only with fpring-tide, or at low-water. The weftmoft 
end of this rock bears S. J E. from Glajbilan IJland i fo that Glajbilan bearing N. clears it on the well fide. 
A leading mark to it is, the point of the low Glajbilan Ifiand, juft Ihut on the point of Ila, next S. of Ard- 
nabu : thefe two points open, clears it on the W. fide. In failing this way, when the rocks, or marks, cannot 
be diftinilly lecn, the fateft courfe is, to keep within a cableVlcngth, or two, from the Ila fide. 

Skercbray Rock lies in the N. entry of the Sound of Ila, within half a mile of the Jura fide, and is covered 
with fpring-tide only. 

About a mile eailward of Skercbray , and off the mouth of a deep-channeled rivuler, that appears to run 
down in two branches from Beninmore Hill in Jura , there is a rock which is faid to dry with extraordinary 
low tides only. All that part of the coaft of Jura, which lies eailward of Skercbray , to the mouth of Locb 
Tarbit , is thailow for about a quarter of a mile from the Ihore. 

There are two places on the S. eoaft of Ila, where a veffcl may ftop at anchor in the fummer-time. One 
is on tbe N. fide of llaiu-Texa, off a fmall cove, where there is a ruinous chapel, on four fathoms fandy 
ground. 

The next ftopping-place, on the S. coaft of Ha, is near the mouth of the Bay Ixodamis, on the E. fide, 
within a ledge of rocks that are always above water, on from three to five fathoms, clean land. 

Lochindaal Harbour. 

Lcebindaal is the only part in Ha where veffels may ride in fafety in the winter-time. Small vcffcls that 
draw not above nine or ten feet water may ride quite well flickered : larger Ihips, that draw fifteen feet, mull 
ride with the mouth of the Loch open, and therefore not in fo great lafery when the wind is W. or S. W. 
The bell anchorage is in Kihrtt Bay, when the houfe of Bomort bears S. S. L. and fomewhat nearer to the S. 
than to the N. fide of the Harbour, on three fathoms at low-water. Ships thac draw fourteen feet water* 
mull anchor more to the eailward, when Bomort Houfe bears S. E. by E. on four fathoms clean ground. 
In the entry of this Harbour, there are two fpits of fand ; one on the S. fide, which never dries, extending 
from the Point of Aluracb northward j the other extending fourhward from the corner of the oppofuc bay, 
which dries gradually from high-water to low : thefe two fpits of fand almoll inclofc the entry of this Har- 
bour, and ferve to break off the violence of the lea. In the channel between them, there is only two, or 
2 ( fathoms, at low fpring-tide. 

To fail into Kilira Bay keep neareft the N. or Runs fide, till you are about half a mile eailward of the 
mill (which Hands on the W. fide of a fmall Covt, with a rivulet running through it), when you will be 
abreaft of two fmall patches of fand on the Ihore; or till BentartavH Hill ( at the W. end of the Runs) bears 
W. by S. then lleer E. right through the middle of the bay, till Bomere Houfe (a little weftward of which there 
is a. fmall kern on a hillock) bears S. E. or S. S. E. there drop anchor. Give a good fcopc of cable at firft, 
* that 
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that the anchor may fatten well in the ground , for a great many parts of the bottom arc covered with graft, 
which hinder the anchor to catch hold once it ftarts. 

Loch Tarbirt in Jura Island. 

LeebTarbirt, efpecially on the S. fide, is full of fmall rocks j fomc of which are always above water, fome 
dry about low-water, and fomc with lpring-tidc only; which will be better underftood by infpc&ing the 
draft, than by a defeription. The fafeft anchorage is a quarter of a mile above Cmnmore, or the narrow part, 
on the fouth fide of the Loch ; but it is hazardous going up fo far, except one is well acquainted, or perches 
were placed on fome of the rocks by the way. The bed rule is to keep half a cable from what is feen on the A^honi* k oscm. 
N. fide of the Loch ; for no ihoals lie farther off than chat. The beft anchorage near the mouth of this Loch, b « dn i‘ 
which is likewile of eafy acccft, is in the Bey Glenabtdrig, on the W. fide of that Bay, on three or four fa- 
thoms ; when the point on the larboard-hand coming in, is juft clofed with the land on the S. fide of the 
entry. Keep about a cable's-icngth from the point going paft it, and anchor above a cable’s length call- 
ward of it. 

About half a mile eaftward of the laft-menttoned anchorage, there are a clufter of fmall rocks always *• ol «* 

above watci*: on the E. fide of thefc rocks a (hip may ride fafe on five fathoms water : keep half a cable’s- ’ 
length frem thefe rocks going up to this anchorage. 

In moderate weather a vcffcl may Hop in the bay of Ruintalin , near the fide of the point, on three, or 
3;, fathoms water. 


yj Defeription of the Tides, Rocks, Shoals , Channels , Anchoring-places, and 
Harbours on the IVefi Coaft of Scotland, from the N. of Jura and Ila, to 
the Sound of Mull, and the adjacent Main. 

CHART XXI. 

Tides from Jura and Ila to tbe Sound of Mull. 

In the Sound of lie , and on the Ihore of Colinfa Ifland, it is high-water on full and change-days at 3! ; in 
the Gulf of Coryvrecban, at 4^1 along the S. fide of Mull, at five ; in Lifmore IJland , at 5*. 

Between the N. coaft of jure IJland, and the Sound of Mud, ordinary fpring-tide riles ten or eleven feet 
perpendicular} ordinary neap-tides five or fix. 

Near the N. E. point of Jura, off Kemvoraracb, fpring-tides, when ftrongeft, run about five miles an hour* 
neap-tides 1*; in the Gulf of Coryvrecban, between Jura and Searba IJlandi, fifteen, as is thought: between 
Jd»ng IJland and Garvelacb five : between the N. coafts of 7 «n» and Ila, and the S. coaft of Mull, the dream 
is fcarce fenfible: between Garvelacb Ifland, and Loth Don, on the S. E. fide of Mull, it is fcarce fcnfiblet 
between Locb Don, and Lifmore IJland, the ftream runs about three miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

On this part of the coaft, the ftream of flood comes from the fouthward : at the N. E. point of Jura, 
between Rifautra Ifland and Kenworaracb, the ftrength of the flood fees through the Sound of Searba, weftward 
to the IVbirlpcel, or Gulf of Coryvrecban : part of the ftream of flood, which runs along the E, fide of Rifan- 
t> a Ifland, continues its courle northward, on the E. fides of Searba and Longa Iflands, towards the Sound of 
Mull, and the inlets on the main. 

The ftream of flood, near Colinfa Ifland, comes from the S. W. divides off the Ihoals, near Uana-roan, and 
runs along both fides of Colinfa northward ; but with very great velocity, except along the S. fide of Oronfa 
Ijiand, where it runs about one mile an hour when ftrongeft. 

Tbe Gulf of Coryvrechan. 

Coryvrecban is a violent breaking fca, and whirlpool, formed between the Iflands Jura and Searba, which 
will walh over any (hip’s deck, and be apt to fink her if the hatches arc open. The whirlpool is occaftoned 
chiefly by an excelfivc rapid tide, which runs over a high deep rock, which lies on the N. fide of the Sound, 
near the W. point of Searba. The rock tapers almoft to a point at the top ; over which the lead water found 
was fixteen fathoms: about twenty-five fathoms from it, on the E. and W. fides, the water is thirty-fir 
fathoms deep ; and fifty fathoms from it, the depth is forty-feven and fifty fathoms ; fifty fathoms from it 
north- weftward, the water is eighty-three fathoms deep; and two hundred fathoms from it fouth-weftward, 
the depth is ninety-one fathoms 1 fo that this rock mull be near one hundred fathoms perpendicular, and its 
top fixteen fathoms below the furface of the fea. At this rock the ftream is fo excelfivcly rapid, and the fea 
fwclls and breaks fo violently, even in the calmed weather, that it is impoffible to meafure the greateft celerity 
of die ftream ; but it docs not feem to be lefs than twelve or fourteen miles an hour. The principal dream 
of flood enters this Sound from the eaftward, and runs out towards the N. W. forming an eddy about two 
miles long on the W. end of Searba. During the time that the ftream of flood runs weftward through the 
middle of this Sound, there is a counter-ftrcam that runs eaftward, clofe along the Ihore of Searba -, and at 
a fmall point of that Ifland, oppofite to the whirlpools, is reflected fouthward toward them; and by its oblique 
direction, contributes to inercafe their gyration, and the rage of the waves. This countcr-ftream feemed 
to run about five or fix miles an hour ; for a boat with fix oars, in a calm day, could not Item it. The fea 
here continues to break, during ebb-tide, as well as with flood, but not fo violently as with the flood. The fea 
rages, and forms itlclf into whirlpools on the Jura fide of the Sound likewife, both with ebb and flood; but 
ihe waves do not fwcll to fuch a height as in the part called the Gulf on the Searba fide. During flack water, 
which continues about half an hour with fpring-tide, and a whole hour with neap-tide, the fea in this Sound 
is as tmooth as in other neighbouring parts. The ftream of flood and ebb fee in on the Jura fide half an hour 
fooner than on the Searba fide. 

If a vcflel happens to be becalmed near the E. entry of this Sound, with flood and fpring-tide. If there is t» mu>ie • nsu *nt 
not a brifk breeze of wind, it will be in vain to attempt to get paft Coryvrecban , either by failing or towing: Cofn«o>«. 
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the mod prudent way feems to be, to fecure the hatches, and every thing that is loofe on deck, and to 
endeavour, by the fails and helm, to fleer the veflel right through the middle of the. Sound, fo as the tide 
may carry her between the moll violent breakers, which lie on each fide. If the tide fhalfhappen to carry 
her very near the Jura fide, it will be bell not to attempt to get clear of it altogether, but to keep fo near to 
it as that the tide may carry her between the eafhnofl fmall ifland and Jura-, by which means, if the wind 
is any thing favourable, flie may be brought into a fmall bay in Jura, oppofite to the little illand, where 
fhe may ride on clean ground, and pretty well fheltered, till the tide becomes favourable. To avoid being 
carried through Coryvreeban, when coming from the fouch with flood-tide; keep near Rifantru ljland, and 
then a moderate breeze of wind will be fufficient to carry the veflel pad the Sound of Searba: or the tide 
alone will do it, except when it is about an hour before high-water. 

Rocks and Sboa/s between Knapdale and tbe Sound of Mull. 

About a cable's-length N. E. by E. from Ruijker ljland, there is a blind rock, on which there afe but c»o 
feet of water at low fpring-tide. Jura open of Ruijker \ or the W. end of Ruijker on Carrtkendyve, clears it 
along the W. fide : any of the Paps of Jura, fouthward of Rui/ker, clears it on the N. fide. • 

Near a cablc’s-length fouthward from the 6. W. point of Rtjantru IJiaiui, there is a rock chat dries about 
half-ebb. 

About two cables-length north-weftward from the N. end of Rifan vickfaden ljland, there is a fmall rock 
that dries about half-ebb. It is avoided along the W. fide, when the opening between Rijaniru ljland and 
the main appears (mailer than between Rifantru and Jura. It is avoided along the E. fide, failing between 
it and Rifattvickfoden , when Rifantru bears or* any pare of Jura. 

About a cable's-length fouthward of the S. end of llanaktran , on the W. fide of Loing ljland, there is a 
rock which dries with fpring-tide only. 

The rock, or l'mall ifland. Duiker , which lies N. of Ranakiran, and about half a mile weft ward of Bla k- 
•. harbour , has a ledge that extends fouthward half a cable's-length froifc the S. end of it, and one that extends 
as far northward from the N. fide of it. 

On the N. fide of Balnabua ljland, there is a ledge of rocks that exfend near a quarter of a mile north- 
caflward; the extremity of which dries with fpring-tide only. To avoid this ledge along the E. fide ; keep 
the Houle of Balnabua a little weflward of the top of the higheft hill of Searba ljland , of the Point of Duart 
Ihut in by Inch ljland. 

Bono is a rocky fhoal, always below water, which lies about a mile N. N. E. from Balnabua ljland, and 
S. W. I W. from the highell part of Eyfdtl ljland. The leaf! water on ir is four feet. Near the (ha I lowed 
part of this fhoal, the fmallefl of the two Toiay Reeks is in a line with the weftmetft high head of Mull, called 
Enimort-cbarfegi the Heufe of Balnalua is in one with the higheft part of Searba Hill, and the weft point of 
JttJJj (/land, juft doling with the Point of Duart in Mull. To avoid Bond on the E. fide; keep the S. extre- 
mity of Blada Ifland on, or a little W. of the ealtmoft point of Searba: or the low point of Duart Ihut in * 
fhip’s-Icngth by Infh Ifland-, or the H.uft of Balnabua a little weflward of the highcfl hill of Searba. To avoid 
it on the W. fide} take the N. extremity of Biada IJladd on, or open with, the eaftmoft point of Searba : or 
the greaceft Toiay Roek on the weflmoft high head of Mull: or the Heufe of Balnabua S. by W. : or the Point 
of Duart open a fhip’s-length of Infb If and. To avoid it on the N. fide, keep the great clt Toiaj Reek in a 
line with the Point of Refs in Mull. 

About a mile W. S. W. from the middle of Garviiaebna monea ljland, there is a fmall rock that dries with 
fpring-tide only. A leading mark to it is, the weftrmlt high head of Mull, fecn between Uaebanu ljland and 
the fmall low ifland next E. of it. ILibanu, on the W. head of Mull, clears it along the W. fide ; and the 
fmall low ifland on that head, clears it along the E. fide. 

On the E. fide of Garvilacbna-monea, there is a rock about a cablc’s-length from the Ibore, which dries 
about half-ebb. 

About a quarter of a mile E. S. E. from the N. end of Garvtlacb-na-Jkian ljland, there is a fmall rock, 
which dries at half-ebb. 

There is a rock that extends near a mile W. S. W. from lion Gudi nul, on the E fide of Oronfa, which 
dries about half-ebb; and a fhoal which lies about a quarter of a mile fouthward from the middle of the 
rock, on which there are fix feet at low-water. 

About a mile fouth-wellward from Ilana-roan, there arc two or three rocks that dry with fpring-tide only; 
and fome fhoals on which the Tea frequently breaks, even in moderate weather. A leading-mark to the fouth- 
moll of thefe fhoals, is Ruvaal Point in lla, on the S. end of Beninore Hill in Jura. To avoid thefe fhoaU 
along the S. fide, fail no nearer Cdinfa than till Ruvaal bears on the middle of Beninore Hill. 

There arc fcvcral rocks and fhoals that lie weflward of Ardjkinifb Point in ColinJa-, fcveral of which arc 
always above water, fome always below ir, and fomc dry only at low-water : thole that are always below 
water break often in moderate weather, and therefore mull hay but little water over them. To avoid thefe 
rocks and fhoals, keep two miles from that part of ColinJa or one mile without the rocks that arc always 
above water. 

Bovaeberyn is a rocky fhoal, near the N. end of Infb Ifland , weflward of Su'd ljland, on which the lead water 
is twelve feet: it lies near a quarter of a mile N. W. from the Rock Dujker, which is always above water. 
Leading-marks to it are, Garvelacb (by fomc called the Mare ljland ), about a (hip’s -length open with the W. 
end of Injb ljland ; and the eaft end of Infb ljland, on Dunmcre Head, next Eyfdtl ljland. To avoid this 
fhoal along the N. fide; keep the Reek Toiaj open of the W. end of Infb: to fail between it and Dujker, keep 
Ejfdtl open of Injb ljland. 

There is a ledge of rocks that extends above a cablc’s-length eaflwardof Dujker: to avoid it failing along 
the E. fide of Dujker , keep Garvelacb ljland open of Info ljland. 

The Rock Dujker, near Kertray, lies above a mile W. from the S.'cnd of that ifland, and is always above 
water. About a quarter of a mile W. by S. from Dujker, there is a fmall rock, called Bo-nd, which is 
always below water, but the weeds are fecn on the furface at low fpring-tide. To fail near this Ihoal, along 
the W, fide of it, keep the W. end of Injb ljland (which is N. of Eyfdtl) on, or E. of the Paps of Jura : or 
the E. end of Injb, upon the middle of the hill in Jura, which appears next W. of Searba. This hill \njura 
appears with two tops, and a level part between them; the middle of this level par: is the middle of the 
hill meant. 

Carrigindru Rock lies off the W. end of Lyfmere ljland, about three-quarters of a mile S. W. by W. from 
Lady (fie, and S. E. from Duart Cafile in Mull: it is always dry, except about high-water with fpring-tide. „ 
A leading-mark to it is, the weflmoft head viGblc in Mull, in a line with the S. end of the weftmoft of the 
8 Mart 
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Mare Hlands. The Mart IJlts open of that head of Mu//, clears it along the S. fide : that head fecn in a line 
w ith the larged Mare Ifland , clears Carrigindru along the W. and N. fades. 

Dubiertaeb is a remarkable rock, always above water, and may be i'een from a (hip’s deck three or four Duh:«rt*b R«k. 
leagues off. It bears S. W. \ W. from the highed hill of Icolmkiel, about five leagues. There is a ledge of 
rocks that extends about half a mileweftward from Dubiertaeb j the extremity oT which, and a part in the 
middle, are not covered till about high-water. At Dubirtacb , Beni nor e in Jura bears about S. E. by S. the 
\V. end of Ila S. by E. Btntynifh Hilt in Tiri about N. by W. 

The Terrtn Reeks are a numerous clutter, that extend about four miles S. W. from the W. end of Refs in Tcr.in R«kr. 
Mul'i the greatett part of which are always above water; bur feme dry at half-ebb, and fome with fprir.g- 
tidc only. The breakers may be feen on all of them when there is buc little wind, and often when it is calm. 

About a mile wedward of the highed Terri n Recks, there are three finall rocks, the wedmod of which dries 
at two hours of ebb : to avoid thefe three along the \V. fide, keep both the Relin Ijles , or rocks, in fight bjr 
the W. fide of Seay Ifland. 

Skergbute Reck is always above water, and lies about a mile S. W. from llolamin Ifland. Half way between Sk«nt.»ie Rock, 
this Rock and the S. entrance of Loth Tierkitl, lies Bcaniraver Reck, which dries about half-ebb. The com- b.ni>»RK«v. 
mon channel, along this fide of Refs, is near Boaniravev, either hdtwacn it and Refs, or between it and 
Skergbute. To fail between it and Refs, take Ilanamuke in a line with the S. end of Icolmkiel (Ilanamuke 
appears like a uniform hill about two miles N. W.): to fail between Roaniravtr and Sktrgbale, keep the S. 
etui of Icclmkiel fouthward of Ilanamuke -, not regarding the rocks, or finall illands, that lie near Icolmkiel . 

About half a mile northward from Seay Ifland, there isa-rock which dries at half-ebb; and another rock RockirwrSMr 
about half a mile S. of it. 

About one-third from Icclmkiel, and two-thirds from Ssayt there are two rocks that are either dry at low sin.k otn rtoi*k*i. 
fpring-tide, or have very little water over them. 

There are two finall illands, or rocks, that lie above a mile well ward from the N. end of Iedmhel , called 
Relin : about one-fourth from Relin, and three-fourths from fcelmkiel, there are two fmall rocks; that next 
Relin dries about half-ebb. To fail between thefe rocks and Ieelmkiel, keep mid-channel; or keep the W. 
point of Icclmkiel in a line with, or (hut in by, the E. point of Seay. 


Harbours and Anchoring- fllacts from Jur A, along the Main, lo the Sound of Mull ; and from harbour 
theme wefward to Icolmkiel Island. 


Carseg Harbour . 

Cdrfeg is a fmall creek in Ran-carfeg ; buc it is fuffkiently flickered, the ground good, and the depth fufli- 
cient for the largctt (hips. Anchor in nine fathoms in the mouth of the bay, near the middle, when the S. 
point of Ilan-carfeg bears W. { S. There arc two rocks half way between this anchorage and the narrow 
found at the N\ end of the Ifland ; the fuuthmott of which is covered about high-water only, and the other 
dries about half ebb, and reaches to about a (hip’s-length of the main. The weft fide of thelc rocks is dial- 
low, but the E. fide is deep enough for ordinary vcffcls. A good pilot may carry a veil'd this way through 
the N. entry. 

L o c ii Crinak, 

Loch Crinan, being open to the W. is not fufficiently (heltercd for veflets ill the winter-time ; nor is it fafe 
to ride long in it at any time of the year. The ground, however, is clean, and in fomc parts very good ; and 
it may be convenient on fomc occaiions to run for this hay, when the wind, or tide, is contrary, and a veffcl, 
bound to the northward, cannot get t oCarfeg, or to the fmall illand* of Jura, where there is betrer flicker. 
The bed anchorage is between I/an-diveyn, and the rock whifch is always above water that lies about a quar- 
ter of a mile eaftward of it. In moderate weather a Ihip may (top any where northward of I/an-daveyn, about 
two cablcs-length from the Illand. 

Loch C k a g n i s it. 


Loth Cragnijb is pretty well (hcitcred, the ground all good, and the water offulficient depth for large (hips. 
In the rummer-time a (hip may ride fafe in any part of it: in the feafons when hard gales of wind ihould' be 
guarded againft, the bed anchorage is at the E. end of Ilan-ret, between the point of that Ifland and Ormrg. 
In coming to this place of anchorage, avoid a final! rock, which lies about a cableVlength S. W. from the 
S. W. point of Hem-maker iver. 

The flood-tide comes in along the E. fide of Garririfa Ifland , and goes out through the found along the N. 
fide of that Ifland. On the E. fide of Garririfa, the ftream docs not run above one mile an hour when 
flrongcfl; in the Sound, hetween the Illand and the Point of Cragnijb, it runs about five miles an hour: 
therefore, to fail in through the Sound, a vcflcl mull have ebb-tide. 

Little Locb Cragnijb is the cove at Caflie Cragnijb, on the N. fide of the Point. A vcffel may flop a tide in 
the mouth of this cove, on five or fix fathoms water, but (he mud not go within the cove; for the water 
lluHows fall after you arc half a cable’s-length within it. 




Loch Melfqrt* 


Locb Me'fort (comprehending the whole bay between Ixing liland and the main) is a fpacious wcll-(helcered 
harbour, capable of fleets of the largeft fhips: the ground is all good, the depth in (hehered places moderate, 
and little or nothing to fear failing in from the fouth, but the ftream of flood which runs toward Ceryvrccban , 
between Jura and >carba. A fliip may flop any where along the E. fide of Lung, a little more chan a cable's- stopping pi*-, fleiI 
length from the fhore, on from four to eight fathoms water; avoid a rock that lies about half a mile north- uu »' 
ward of Kdcbatlan, about a cablc’s-lcngth from the (hore, and dries about half-ebb: or, on the N. and E. 
fidcs of Sbuna, on from four to twelve fathoms. Ships in winter will ride cafier and fmoother in the Bay of Nttf Sbu*». 
Mtlfort any where, buc efpecially eaftward of the Point of Artefiure , on ten or twelve fathoms water; give 
the point of the ifland, between Kilicbean and Artefiure, a birth of above a cable's-length, to avoid a ledge 
which extends fouthward from it. Or in Locb Ardmaddy, oft" the fandy cove at Ardmaddy Uoufe, on from 
fix to thirteen fathoms. Coining into this harbour from the S. with little wind and flood-tide, take Rifantru, 
and Rtfan-vtk-faden Iflands on the larboard-hand, to avoid being carried by the ftream into Coryvreeban. 
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S C A R B A Anchorage. 

In the bay, on the E. fide of Scarba IJland t a veflcl may ftop a tide on clean fand below the wood, near 
the northmoft boufes, about two cables-length from the Ihore. Near the point, on the i>. fide of this bay, 
u^ k , there is a rocky fiioal extending above a cable’s-lcngth from the Ihore, on which the lead water is fix feet : 
to avoid it, keep Ba'.nabua IJland (diftinguilhable by a white houfc on it) open of the N. point of Scarba. 

BlackmilL Bay. 

B/ackmilt Bay, in Loing IJland , is fometimes a convenient place to ftop a tide in, whether a veflcl is bound 
noitlnvard or fouthward : becaufe the tides in the neighbourhood of it are very rapid, and fpring-tide not to 
be Hemmed, without a frclh breeze of following wind. Anchor in the mouth of the bay, on fix or feven 
fathoms water. It ihojls pretty fall as you go up to the bay. Drop anchor when the northmoft point of 
Longa IJland is juft Unit with the N. point of this Bay. 

« Black Harbour. 

Black Harbour is a fmall creek on the W. fide of Loing, and eaftward of Blada IJland and Du/ker Rock. It 
is Iheltered by rocks, to which linall vefl'els may make fad, and ride fafe on three fathoms water. The rock 
that Ihelters it mod on the N. fide, lies E. from Duiker, is the largeft on the N. fide of the anchorage, and 
a Lwp ud Rock. has a ledge that extends about half a cable’s-lengch fouth-weftward from it : on the (larboard-hand going 
in, and above a cable’s-length fouth-weftward from the anchorage, there is a rock that dries with fpring- 
tidc only. To avoid thefe two rocks, keep the middle between the rocks that are always above water: or 
keep the N. end of the hill of Balnabua IJland juft Ihut on the weftmoft high head of Mull. This mark will 
lead between the ledge and fpring-tide rock. 

E y s d i l Harbour. 

Eyfdil Harbour is of difficult acccfs, and only fit for fmall vcflcls that draw not above eight feet of water. 
This creek is not frequented by any vefiels, but fuch as go to take in flatc in the iflandj and thefe vefl'els, 
by throwing out their ballaft in the anchorage, have made it (hallower than it ufed to be formerly ; and in 
time will render it incapable of floating the Tmallcft vefl'els at low-water. 

The bed place of anchorage is a little northward of a fmall point in the middle of the Harbour, about 
half acablc’s-length from the Ihore. There are two entries to this Harbour i one from the N. and another 
from the S. There are rocks in each that dry at low-water with fpring-tide. A veflcl that draws not above 
N. iMty. eight ^ cct watcr * ma f 1**1 ,n through the N. entry at half-tide, by keeping the middle, or neareft to Eyfdil. 

s.iau]! In the S. entry the channel is about one-third from the Point of Eyfdil, till you arc juft part that Point; then 

fleer N. or N. N. W. on the middle of the N. entry, about half a cable’s-length then fleer for the anchor- 
age off the Point in the middle of the bay. On this Point it is ncccflary to have a land-faft, becaufe the 
ground does not hold well when it blows hard from the W, 

Loch Fuchak. 

Loth Fucban is almoft dry in the entry at low fpring-tide, and the ftream of tide runs pretty ftrong through * 
it. A fmall veflel, with a pilot, may go into this Harbour at half-flood, by keeping near the E. fide : anchor 
off ArdintalBn Houfe, where the ground is very good, but the foundings unequal. 

Sound of KERERAY. 

In the Sound of Ktreray (by fome called the Hcrft Shoe, from a fmall creek in Kereray, which is fo named), 
there is very good anchorage for Osips and vcffels of any fizc ; and it is a convenient place for vefl'els that are 
bound either northward or fouthward. The beft parts to ride in are, in the bay of Obtn j and oppofite to 
Oben, near Kereray •, and between the ferry-houfe of Kereray and Ardnacbroik, neareft the latter, on eight or 
ten fathoms, without going within the bay; for it (hallows fad near that fhore. 

Cruk. The Horfe-fbot is a fmall creek in Kereray, about half a mile weft ward of Ardnacbroik, in the mouth of 

which a veflel may ride very fafe with an anchor on each fide. Or a veflcl may lie a- ground within this 
creek, on a foft ouzjr bottom. 

Off Glenfbilub , almoft over-againft the ferry-houfe of Kereray, there is a rock that dries with fpring-tide 
only, it lies about one-third from Glenjbilicb, and two-thirds from the ferry-houfe of Kereray. To avoid thia 
rock, keep the middle of the Sound; or keep the weftmoft vifible part of Kereray a (hip’s-length on the 
weftmoft vifible part of Su'd (/land. A leading mark to this point is, thefe two points juft (hut. 

On the S. W. fide of the Bay of Oben, there is a rock which dries with fpring-tide only, that lies about a 
cable’s-lcngth northward from the land. To fail along the N. fide of this rock* keep about mid-channel, 
or keep Kereray open of the main. To fail between it and the main, keep the main (hut on Kereray. 

Between Dunolly Cajlle and Oben, there is a narrow ledge that dries with fpring-tide, and extends about 
half a cable’s-lcngth weftward from the point. 

In the Bay of Glatracb, at the N. E. end of Kereray, a veflel may flop a tide on good ground on any fide 
of the rock, which is always above water; or on either fide of Ilanagastn. 

Loch Etive. 

Lccb Etive is an excellent harbour, once a veflel has got within it; but the entrance of it is (hallow, the 
connil (or channel into it) narrow and rocky, and the tide there exceeding rapid •, fo that it is fit only for 
fmall vcflcls. The entrance between Lidiack Point and llan-beaeb dries almoft half over at low fpring-tide, 
and from thence to near Han-beacb there is but fix feet then. There are two rocks in the connil, the fouth- 
moft of which dries at low-water, and the northmoft at half-ebb: the channel into Lccb Elite is on the S. 
fide of thefe rocks, about a (hip's-length from the Ihore. The ftream of tide in the Harrow runs eight or 
ten miles an hour when ftrongeft, and commonly breaks from Gde to GJc ; fo that it is not fafe for vcffels to 
fail through this channel, except with die very full of the flood going up; or with flack water Hood, or firft 
of the ebb, going out. 

There is pretty good anchorage on the S. fide of the Point on which the caftle of Dunftajfanage Hands. 
Sail to this anchorage with flood-tide, and between the Point of Han-beacb ; turn the Point and anchor 
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direflly below the cattle, within a cableVlength of the fhorc. This is a convenient place to wait the proper 
time of tide for failing up the connel. 

Along the E. fide of llan-btacb fpring-tides run about four miles an hourt in the Sound, between lian- 
hcach and Dunjlaffanage , they run about three miles when fir on gelt. 

In the rummer' time a vcflcl may flop a little eaflward of the obclifk that (lands on the top of a hill, near 
the houfeof drdmuktnifb: or off the houfc Ardmuktnifb, about half a mile from the (hore. Halfway between 
strdmuke ijb and the obclifk, the water is too fhallow to anchor on at a cablcVlength diilance from the fhorc * 
therefore anchor two cablcs-lcngth from it. Half way between the obclifk and the houfc, there is a final! 
point, within which a vcflcl may lie a-ground on foft mud without any damage. 

About a quarter of a mile weflward of Ruinagorobert there is a fmall rock, which dries witli fpring-tide 
only, which mufl be avoided in failing from the N. for drdmukenifb anchorage. 

Loch Crerin. 

tub Crerin is well fhehered, good ground, and fafe anchorage all over j but is fhallow in the entry about 
low-water, and the dream rapid. A vcfleJ that draws ten feet water fhould not go in till half-flood * one that 
draws thirteen, not till the laft quarter of flood. 

Off the N. point of the entry, there is a ledge of rocks that extend near a quarter of mile S. W. from the 
high-water mark, the extremity of which is covered at high-water only. Ovcr-againtl the extremity of this 
ledge there is a rocky fhoal, reaching from Urifka about half way over, on which there is but four feet of 
water at low fpring-tide. To fliun this fhoal going into lj>cb Crerin , before half-flood (for at half-tidc there 
are ten or twelve feet in the middle), keep about one-fourth from the rock, which is covered at high water 
only, mentioned before, and three-fourths from the Uri/ka fide. The flream of tide in the narrowed part of 
this entry runs about three miles an hour when Ilrongcfl. 

The moll convenient anchorage in Loth Crerin feems to be on the N. or S. fide of Uanacailacb, any where 
above a cablc’s-lcngth from the ihore. 

Lismore Island. 

Ranfey Bay , near the K. end of Lifmore, is the only fafe anchorage in this Ifland j the ground is good, the 
harbour pretty well fheltered, and the depth fufficicnt for any fliip. Take the ifland that Jhclccrs the harbour 
on the larboard-hand going in, and anchor neare.l the N. fide. 

Carrigindru Rock lies ’ of a mile from Lady Jjhnd, and is covered with fpring-tide only. 

Half between Creag Ifland, and llanacloacb Jfland, there is a fmall rock that dries about half-ebb. 

There is a ledge that extends northward from Jianducrifure about a cable’s-lcngth * and a rock that lies 
north-eaflward from it above half a mile. 

Near Portnabapvt Point, there is a rock always above water* and a rock a cableVlength weflward from it 
that dries about half-ebb. 

About two cablcs-length E. N. E. from Cla/bUan , there is a rock that dries at low- water only. To avoid 
it on the E. fide, keep Cafile Stalker, or the fmall ifland dole by it, on the Kirk of Apfin. 

About a cable’s-lcngth S. W. from Ilaninduim , there is a fmall rock that dries about half-ebb. 

Between Lady IJland and Berneray JjUnd, about half way, there is a rock that dries about haif-ebb* and 
a fhoal about a cablcVlength weflward from it, on which the lcaft water is twelve feet. 

Loch Don in Mull Island. 

A vefiel may flop a tide in the mouth of this creek * but there is no water for riding within it, for it fhoals 
fooo after you enter it. Anchor neareft the W. fide, on four or five fathoms at low-water, when a fmall high 
ifland, at the E. end of the Mare lflands, is in a line with the W. point of this bay. ® 

Loch Speliv. 

This Loch has exceeding good ground, and is wcll-fhelrered, but it is fhallow in the entry* having not 
above three feet of water at low fpring-tide* fo that a veil'd that draws feven or eight feet mufl hav°half 
tide at lcaft to go in with : larger vcffcls mull go in with the laft quarter of flood. The N. fide of the entry 
is a little deeper than the S. fide, but yet requires a moderate birth. Some regard mufl alfo be had to the 
flream of tide in the narrowefl part, where it runs about a mile an hour when flrongefl. Anchor any where 
between (Sualacbuhs and Ardjura, 7 

Loch Buy. 

Locb Buy being open to the S. W. is expofed to a great fea when it blows from that quarter, efpccially in 
winter* and alfo to violent fqualls of wind from the neighbouring mountains: butin.fummcr a ihip may 
ride pretty fafe near the head of the bay, on the E. fide. Anchor off Laggan, about half between Ilanaguan 
and the head of the Loch. * J 

Anchorage in Colinsa Island. 

In Colinfa there is no place fufficiently fheltered for vcffcls to ride in blowing weather. In moderate wca« 
ther they may ride in clean ground in the bay on the E. fide of Oronfa, about a cable’s-length weflward of 
the rocky point of llaan-treracb, on three fathoms water. Avoid that ledge coming in * and take care not 
to ride near a ledge that runs fouth-caflward above a cable’s-length from Oronfa. 

In the fummer-time a Ihip may flop in any part along the E. fide of Colinfa, within Haifa mile of tho fhore* 
for the ground all along is clean, of a moderate depth, and there is no fenfiblc flream of tide there. 


Anchorage near the W. Side of Ross in Mull. 

Loch Tierkiel. 

I.ocb Tierkiel, in the S. W. point of Mull, is pretty good anchorage in the fummer-time* the fwell of the 
fea being broke by Ilaan-bolamn, and a number of fmall rocks on the S. and N. Tides of it. In the S entry 
there is a rock which dries with fpring-tide only, that lies about a cablcVlength eaflward of the Point of llaal 

bcLimtn. To fail on rhf H Cuff of . _.i /v_n i . .. . 


dry at half ebb, keep the rock Sktrv.cbanlcve (which is always above water on the E. fide of the entry ) 
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o n the weftmuft of the three Paps of Jura. Avoid Boaniraver Rock, which dries at half-ebb. Anchor about 
the middle, between liaan-bclamin and Tiraragen , on three or four fathoms of water. 

IcoLMKl EL //land. 

AKbotifc. In Icoimkiel there is no harbour; but a veflel may ftop a tide in moderate weather on the E. fide of ir, off 

the middle of the lfland, about two cables-length from the shore, on from four to fix fathoms water. 
Sioa-kukiBtiuSMsa. In the Sound of Icoimkiel , about the middle, there is a fand-bank which extends about three-quarters of a 
mile wedward and fouthward from Ilanimbann-, a fpit on the well end reaches within a cablc’s-length of 
Icoimkiel. The eaft part of this bank dries with very low lpring-tides only; other parts have one or two 
fathoms over them. You arc near the S. end of the bank, when the llecplc of the old abbey of Icoimkiel is in a 
line with the higheft hill of that lfland : you arc near the N. end of the bank, when you are a-breaft of the S. 
end of Ilanimbann. About high-water, a veflel that draws ten or eleven feet may fail over any part of it: 
a veflel that draws eight or nine may fail over it any where at half-tide. At low-water it is bed to keep 
about a cablc's-length from Icoimkiel: or to take the extreme point of Reft, at Ilanamukr , on the highefl top 
of Torrin Rock , which, in this channel, appears with two tops. To fail between this bank and Ilanimiann , 
keep half a cablc’s-lcngth from that lfland. 

POLTERIV Creek. 

Pulteriv is a Creek on the E. fide of Ilanimbann, where fmall vcflcls may ride fafe with one anchor a-(hore, 
on eight on nine feet water. Enter at the S. end of the ifland, and give it a moderate birth as you go in-, and 
s«tamo( TWe. anchor on the N. Gde of a fmall ifland, that lies about two cables-length up. The ftream of flood in the 
Sound of Icoimkiel comes from the fouthward, and runs not above one mile an hour when flrongefl. Between 
Icoimkiel and Dubicrtacb Rock , the dream was not fcuftble with neap tide.

The rocks in and near the Sound of Mall are ; Carrigindru Rock (deferibed before), which lies about a mile 
S. W. by W. from the W. point of Lifmore Ifland, and is covered with fpring-tide only. 

About a cablc’s-lcngth northward of the Glafhilan Rocks (which lie half a mile wedward of Ilan-ardinrider ), 
there is a fmall rocky fhoal, on which the lead water is fix feet. A leading-mark to this Ihoal is, the E. extre- 
mity of Lady Ifland, near Lifmore, feen in the opening between the two Glaflrilan Rocks. Lady lfland, either 
eallward or wedward of Glafhilan, clears this fhoal. To avoid it along the north fide, keep two cables-length 
from Gia/hHan. 

Between the fmall green iflands (near the middle of the Sound) and Mull, about mid-wav, there is a fhoal, 
partly rocks 3nd partly fand : near the W. end of it, the weeds are feen in the furface of the water with low 
fpring-tide, where it may be four feet deep; the red has from fix to twelve feet over ir. To fail between this 
fhoal and the fmall iflands, keep about onc-third from the fmall iflands, and two-thirds from Mull : or fail as 
near the iflands as you pleafe. To fail along the N. fide of this Ihoal, keep the northmoll part of thefe 
iflands E. by S. or K. { S. 

The Stirks of Morvcn are two rocks that lie about half a mile W. by N. from the extremity of the Point cf 
Aulifton ; the northmoll of them is covered with fpring-tide only, the fouthmod dries at half-ebb. To fail be- 
tween thcSWrjb and the Point of Aulifton keep within two cables-length of the Point. To fail along the N. 
fide of them, if neceflary, keep about half a cablc’s-lcngth from the northmofl Stirk. 

The Red-rccks lie about a mile N. W. $ N. from the Point of Aulifton, and dry about half-ebb. To fail 
tlofe along the W. fide of the Red-rocks and of die Stirks, keep the Point of Dnmnin in Mcn-e* (near which 
there is a remarkable ruinous houfe) S. by E. To fail along the E. fide of the Red-rccks and Stirks, keep 
the ruinous houfe, which is on Dnmnin Point, on benyalla Hill in Dor fay near the S. E# end of Mull. 

About onc-third from the Red-rocks, and two-thirds from the Stirks, there is a fmall rock, the weeds on 
which appear in the furfaceof the water at low fpring-tide, when there may be three or four feet over it. 

The A'ftt* Rock lies about a mile N. N. E. of the harbour of Tubermorey. It is not above ten fathoms long, 
and is never above water ; but with ordinary fpring-tide the weeds on it may be feen in the furface, when 
there arc four feet of water over it. Leading-marks to it arc, Ruardvcre Point in Mull in one with the 
highelt hill of Coll Ifiand, which appears with two tops, the fouthmod of which is highed ; and the Red-rocks 
(which dry at half-ebb), about E. and in a line with the middle of the rock, or fmall ifland, next Ardjliganescb 
Point in Ardnonsurachan. This rock is avoided on the W. fide, by keeping the E. fide of Calcv Ijiani at 
Dubernurty S. } E. or by failing within half a mile of the Ihore of Mull. It is avoided along the S. fide, 
while Coll lfland is hid by Ruanlvcre Punt ; or the Red-rocks appear in or.e with the Point of . brdfliganacb . 
To avoid it along the N. fide, keep the Red-rocks open to the S. of the rock near Afdfliganeeb.

HARBOUR 3 


Linnet eleeb is a large and fafe arm of the fea, extending from the S. entry of the Sound of Mull eaftward 
about fourteen miles, to Lscb Liven and Leebaber, which are narrower lochs that branch eaftward from it; 
linnet elect is lufiicicntly land-locked, and the bottom all ftrong good ground, but the water. too deep for 
common an. horage ; except in Loch Atbm, on the N. fide, which is a very fine fafe harbour ; in the Sound L*h Ariwi H<rb«r, 
of Sbuna, which is fit for fmall veflcls ; and the bay on the W. fide of Rucbalachan t'oint, where Chips n.. w. or KwtiU* 
may ride in moderate weather. The firft and lalfc of thefc places require no defeription, or direction, * lwn • 
but the draft. 

The Sound of Sbuna is a fafe Creek for fmall veflcls ; but to fail in through the W. entry they mud have unit a sw h«j. 
at lead half flood, and keep about one-third from the Main, or flarboard fide, to avoid a ledge which ex- w “' < 
tends about a cable’s length fouthward from the W. end of Sbuna Ifland. In this entry there is not above 
three feet of water at low faring- tide : at high-water there are twelve or fourteen with neap-tide. The beft 
anchorage is in a fmall bighr, near the weft end of the ifland, within a cable’s-length of the (horc, eaftward 
of a little houfe, which Hands near the high- water mark. In failing for Sbuna between the call end of Li/mare 
and Pcr/ iaiapin, keep near the middle between the Main and the fmall illands off the end of Lifm.re , to 
avoid a ihallow bank of fand, which lies between Pcrtmbapm and Cajtle Stalker , and extends a quarter of a s,„a.s«k cai« 
mile from the fhorc : or, to avoid this llioal, keep fome part of Ihn-duerifvre in fight by the N. end of Craig *»Uwr. 

Ifland. till vnu are about a cable’s-length or two from Sbuna, then fhut in Ilan-ducrtfure quite on Creag Ifland , 
and fail in through the A 'arrow, keeping neareft the Main fide. 

Locn Liven. 


Lteb five* is a fine well flickered harbour, capable of large Chips ; but they muft hawe flood-tide to go in 
with, and fuch as draw above twelve feet fliould not fail in tiil near half-flood; for there are not above twelve 
feet in the entry at low fpriiig-tide ; and the ftream, when ftrongeft, runs about three miles an hour. A 
little before you enter the Narrow, there is a ledge that extends above a cable’s-length northward from the ■i^rniry. 

p int or Balatbults , which muft be avoided by keeping neareft the larboard Ihore. The beft anchorage is 
above (j'etsiee, in the middle. 

Theie is a reef which extends weftward from CuUbenna, going towards Locb Lrutn, near half a mile. R«f 0 ir c.uwm^ 
Loch - a be r. 


There is good anchorage for large fhips in any part of the north fide of Letb-abtr : fmaller veflcls will find 
a more moderate depth, and better flicker on the E. fide of the Curran, or Narrow, about two cablcs-length 
from the fhorc ; or off Camufnagaul , ar the head of the Loch, about one cablc’s-lcngth from the fhorc. In 
failing up through the Curran, take flood -tide, or flack-water; fpring-tides there run about four miles an 
hour when ftrongcll : and avoid a fandy fltoal, which lies becwcen Rucbala ban Pcint and the Curran, above a 
cable's length from the fhorc, on whjch there is but nine feet at low Ipring-tidc. 


L O c II I E L. 


If any (hips have occafion to go into Lecbiel harbour, they muft take flood tide, fail between the two firft 
iflands at Camu/na-aul, and anchor above a mile northward of the entry ; for nearer to the entry is all rocky 
ground on both fidcs ; and fpring-tides in the Narrow run four miles an hour. 


Anchorage in the Sound of Mull. 

Locn Ddaht. 

Lccb Duart, on the E. fide of Mull, as you enter the Sound from the fouth, is a convenient place to flop 
in in the I'ummcr, or in moderate weather; but it is not fafe to continue in it in winter or harvelt. The north 
fide of the bay is the fafeft anchorage ; a little more than a cable’s-length from a fmall point, on eight or ten 
fathoms, Duart CaflU in a line with the top of Cruacban-ben Hill , or nearly fo. 

Artornisii Bay. 

In Arfrreujb Bay a veflel may flop a tide, in moderate weather, a little eaftward of the ruinous caftle, a little 
more than a cablc’s-lcngth from Ihore, on five or fix fathoms clean ground. 

Locn Alin. 

This harbour is well- flackered againft all winds, the ground good, and the water of a moderate depth. 
The inconveniency of it is, that the entry is narrow, and requires a leading wind, which, on fome occafions, 
may confine a velfel, though the wind may otherwife lie favourable. In the middle of the entry there is 
only twelve feet of water at low fpring-tidc, and only fix feet near the S. fide. 

Scalasdil Bay. 

Scalafdil Bay (by ftrangers called Macalirter’s Bay) is pretty well flickered, good ground, and fufficiently 
deep for any fbip. This is a convenient place to flop in. Drop anchor any where above a cableVlength 
from the fhorc, except near the S. fide of the Bay, where it is fhoal for more than a cable’s-length from the 
high-water mark. The molt commodious place feems to be near half a mile northward of the village Scalefdil , 
off a fmall houfe, on fix or feven fathoms. 

Co RAN1 HENACU Bay. 

In this Bay veflcls may flop a tide, or ride in fummer, on good ground, about a cable’s-length from the 
fliore, on fix or feven fathpms water. Large (hips may Hop farther our, on fixteen or eighteen fathoms. 

Arras 
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Mull, Tiri, and Coll ljlands. 


Arras Bay. 

Arrat Bay is pretty good anchorage } for it is faltered from all winds from the wcftcrly quarter, which are 
commonly the mod frequent and moll violent winds i and the ground is good. A veil'd may anchor any 
where in this bay, above two cables-length from the ihore ■, the moil convenient feems to be, when the cattle 
bears W. or W. by N. To fail into this anchorage from the S. along the weft fide of the fmall iflands, 
which lie in the middle of the Sound, keep a cable's-lcngth from them, to avoid a Ihoal chat lies about the 
middle between thefe iflands, and the Point of Galatbaiy, before described; or you may fail as near thefe 
iflands as you pleai'e. There is nothing to fear on the E. fide of them. 

Tuber MORAY Harbour. 

Tubtrmor^ Harbour is a very fine place for large (hips; for it is (heltered from all winds, the ground good, 
and the depth moderate. Large ftiips may anchor any where above a cable’s-lcngth from the (bore. Small 
vends may ride more commodiouilyon the W. fide, about a caolc’s- length caftward of the fouthmoft houfe. 

Loch Sunart. 

latch Sunart is a long arm of the fea refcmbling a river j except that there is no current, and very little 
ftream of tide in ir. It is quite well faltered, the ground almoft all of it clean and good, and capable of 
fevcral hundred fail of the largdl (hips. The greateft inconvemency of this harbour is, the narrownefsof the 
entrance, which is little more than a cable's-lcngth wide in the bdl channel. Small vcficls, to ride in a mo- 
derate depth, mull lay one anchor on (hore, except at the head of the Loch; but large (hips may anchor 
almoft any where above a cable's-lcngth from the (bore. 

The rocks to be avoided in coming in, arc a rock about half a mile weftward o f Ardfiiganacb Point , which 
dries about half- ebb, and is before defenbed j a (mall Ihoal in the middle between llarrrijca and llan-carna, 
on which the lead water is fix feet { to avoid it, keep neareft Coma. 

The fmall ifland near Delegation is (hallow rear a cable's-lcngth fouthward. 

There is a ledge that extends fouthward from the eaftmoft of the two largcft Iflands near Camifeen, which 
dries two hours before low- water; and a Tandy Ihoal, which extends about a cablc’s-lcngth W. from the illand 
at the point eaft ol Camifeen. 

Off the town of Strontian, there is a fand-bank which extends above a third over to the oppofice fidcj the 
S. end of which is always below water, and has twelve feet the lead water over it. 

Kylifnaccn , on the S. fide of Ilan-Oranfay , is an extraordinary good place to ride in ; being wclMhelrercd, 
the ground good, and the depth diffident for any (hips. The bight on the E. end of this ifland is alfogood 
anchorage, about a cable’s-length from the (hore. ► 

On the E. or W. fidcs of the Point of Glenmore, on the N. fide of the entry, a vcffel may ride fafe in the 
fummer-time, about a cable’s length from the (hore, and in a moderate depth. 

Between the two larged iflands off Camifeen, there is good anchorage on feven or eight fathoms water. 
Alfo on the W. fide of the point and ifland fouth-eaftward of Camifeen. 

At the head of the Loch, on the fouth fide over-^gainft Strontian, there is good anchorage and moderate 
depth. 

Loch Mingary, on the N. Jide of Mull. 

In this bay a fmall veffel may falter and ride on two fathoms of clean fand. In going in, keep the middle, 
or fomewhat neared the E. fide, and anchor a cable’s-lcngth above the entry. 

Loch Achune. 

In the fummer-time a veffel may ftop in the mouth of this Loch off the Point of Qtini/h, but (hould not 
continue long there ; for there is no (belter againft N. and N. W. winds, which raife a great fwelling lea on 
this part of Mull. There is a rock in the middle of the mouth of this bay, and three or four more farther up 
on the W. fide, which dry about the firft quarter of ebb.

Coll.

Tides on the Weft Side of the Island Mull, and in Tiri and Coll. 

It is high-water on the W. fide of Mull, and on the fhores of Tiri and Cell at five o'clock, on the full and 
change-days of the moon but on the fliorcs of Rtfs, in Mull, and IcoUnktel oppofite to it, at 5*. 

On ibis part of the coaft ordinary fpring-tides rife ten or eleven feet perpendicular ; extraordinary tides 
fourteen or fifteen ; ordinary neap tides five or fix feet. 

The dream of flood along the W. fide of Mull comes from the fouthward, and runs northward on both 
Tides of Icolmkiel » from thence to the Trefhanijb Iflands , and along the W. fide of Ardnamuracban on the Main 
of Scotland. The flood, fome leagues weftward of Mull, lets in from the fouth-weftward, paffes along Skeri- 
vore Rock toward Tiri Ifland, divides into two branches off the W. end of that Ifland ; one of which runs eaft- 
ward along the S. fide of it and of Colli the other runs eaftward along their N. fidcs. 

The ftream of tide along the W. coaft of Mull, and along the rocks and iflands of ir, runs not above two 
miles an hour when ftrongellt except between the Hrejhanifb Iflands and Rutrefkanijh (the N. W. head of 
Mull), where fpring-tides run about fopr miles an hour when ftrongeft.

On the W. fide of Stnffa IJiand there are fevcral rocks i the outermoft of which lies near a mile from that 
Ifland, and is always above water. 

About the middle of the • Jrejbanijb Ijlands, between Pladda and Lungs, there is a reef of rocks partly under *<*k »'« TnSjniA 
water, and that partly dry, and arc covered each tide.

Along the N. and S. Tides of Coll IJiand, there are no rocks that lie above a quarter of a mile from the land, EE/w.Sft 
except one a little more than half a mile S. from the W. end of Coll, near the Sound of Guna, which dries cat 
about half-ebb: one about half a mile W. from Seay, near Locbacbajhl, which dries about half-ebb; Bodcrrik , ***

Loch Scridan, or Loch Levin. 

Locb Scridan is a large and fafe harbour, of cafy acccfs, capable of the largcft Ihips j it is pretty well fhel- 
tered, the ground all good, and of a moderate depth. The bed anchorage for large (hips is within a mile of 
the head of the bay, on from nine to fixteen fathoms water. There is nothing to be feared in failing to this 
anchorage with a leading wind : but in turning in, or out, the three following rocks, that lie near the S. fide, 
mud be avoided. 

On the S. fide of Locb Scridan , near the mouth, and above a cable’s-lcngth north-eaftward of the rocks or aum Mw. 

fmall i (lands of drtun, there is a rock that dries with fpring-tidc only j which is avoided while any part of 
Jcelmkicl is fecn to the northward of the fmall iflands. 

About half a mile e aftward of the point of Ormcftg 
fpring-tide, called Garegin. 

Skcrincbilanag is a rock near Kilanag, the middle of which is always above water, and has a little grafs on skwio*k«u**« R«k. 
it i and the E. extremity is covered about high-water only. To avoid the extremity of it, keep the point of 
Eourg (hut on Jcelmkicl. 

There is a fmall rock, which dries with fpring-tide only, that lies about half a cable’s-length from that part R*k. a a, 
of Skcrir.cbilanag, which is half between the graffy part of it, and the N. E. extremity -, and about two cables- 
lengtlt fouth-caftward from the graffy part there is a rock which dries partly at half-ebb, and partly with 
fpring-tide only.

S. fide of this harbour is not fo good ground for anchorage, nor fo dean as the N. fide.

The beft anchorage in Lecb-nakaiil is, on the E. end of Han Eorfia, about twocables-lcngth from the Ihore, 
In the fuinmcr-timc a (hip may ride any where above lkn Eorfia , in the middle, or neareft the N. fide of the 
Loth, on from fix to eleven fathoms water. 

Kylesavru Creek, in Gometra Island. 

Kylefovru is a fmall Creek between Grncira and Uha iflands, where there is pretty good (belter, good 
ground, and fuflicicnt depth of water. The anchorage is about two cables-length above the entrance, on 
four fathoms water. 

About two cables-length fouthward from the point of Gcmeira at the entry, there is a rock that dries two 
hours after high-water, which muft be taken on the larboard- hand going in. 

About hall a mile up the Creek, there is a rock which dries at hail-ebb, which flickers the anchorage on 
the N. 

Achersyt-vore Creek, in Gometra Island. 

Ailerjyt-vort Creek is on the N. fide of Gometra, at the W. end, and is a very good place for a finall 
vefici that draws not above feven or right feet water. About half up this Creek there is a rock always above 
water, near the W. fide, at which the fund dries with fpring-tide: anchor on the E. fide of this rock, with 
one anchor on Ihore. 

Cragag Bay, in Ui.va Island. 

Cragag Bay, is a Creek on the S. fide of Uiva, where fmall veflels may ride fafe in fammer within the fmall 
iflands, on five fathoms water. The entry is on the E. fide of llanimba (on which rhere is a fmall kern *ro 
point it out), between it and the fmall iflands near it eaftward, and reaching to the point of 'Ic.rmcre. In (ail- 
ing towards this creek, keep Cele/a ljland, and three rocks, always above water, that lie between it and llan- 
imla, on your larboard-hand : thefe rocks lie in a Anight line with Ilan-imba, and ferve as a dire&ion to it. 
Anchor about a cablc’s-length northward of Ilan-imbe, where there appears to be moft room. 

Sound of Ulya Island. 

This is a Creek at the E. end of Viva, which is only fit for fmall veflels that draw not above feven or eight 
feet of water j but it is well flickered, the anchor-giound good, and foft to lie on, in calc avcflcl (ball hap- 
fo<ku a« mb* fen to take the ground. The entry to this harbour is from the S. About the middle of the narrowed pan 
of the entry, as it turns towards the anchorage, there is a rock that dries one hour after high-water, either 
fide of which is fufftcicmly deep: anchor on the S. \V. fide of this rock, about half a table’s-lcngth from it. 

Loch T u a. 

Lech Tua, being wide in the entry, and not fofficiently flickered from the weflcrly winds, cannot be called 
a fafe harbour in the winter-time. The fafeft anchorage is in the bay of Sorby, on the N. fide of Uiva, where 
there is good ground and lufficient depth for any fliip. Go up that bay till you arc land-locked by the we(t 
point of the bay on Ttcjbanijb Point, and there drop anchor. In failing into this anchorage, avoid Skew 
Sfccx R«k. Rock, which lies off the mouth of it, near half a mile from the fliorc i a leading-mark to which, is Ffadda 

lfiand (one of the Tnjbenijb iflesj, jufl hid by Uha. To avoid it on the S. fide, keep Kcrnbulg lfiand half 
out by Uha. To avoid it along the N. fide, keep Fladda lfiand half out by Uha. In moderate weather a 
(bip may flop almoft any where within two miles of the head of this Loch on either fide, about a cable’s- 
length from the ihore. 

Locii Achamich. 

This Bay is only fit for flopping in the fumtncr-iime. The only clean part to anchor on is, near the head 
of the Loch, about two or three cables-length from the fand. In failing in, avoid a reef of locks, that dries 
" * r '** 7, about low-water, and extends from the point of Inhny, about two cables-length. 

Anchorage in T l R i Island. 

In Tiri there is no fafe place of anchorage j only in fummer a (hip may flop on clean ground in Travy Bay , 
almoft any where above two cables-length from the (hore. Or on ihc W. fidetjf Kirkabul Bay, on three or 
four fathoms, about two or three cables-length from the Ihore. Do not fleer northward for this anchorage, 
till two ruinous chapels, which may be fee n near the houfes of Kirkabul, bear N. W. by N. and, to avoid foe 
rocks in the middle of the bay, fleer nothing to the nothward of that eourl'e. 

Cxttk. A (mail veil'd, with a pilot, may go into Acberfytindunc Creek, about high-water, 3nd lie aground fafe 
on mud. 

Anchorage in Coll Island. 

There is no good anchoring-place in this lfiand. In the mouth of Ixcbacl-afiil, above Seay , a fliip may 
flop in the fummer-time on five or fix fathoms water, and clean fand, about I-J-, or two cables-length 
from the (bore. 

In Locb Trim vcflel may flop, in moderate weather, on the E. fide of the Illand that lies half a mile up 
the bay, on three or four fathoms, about the middle of that Ifland.

On this part of the coaft there are no rocks or fhoals, but what are near the fhore, or near harbours, ex- Bo iOuAtRodu 
ctfpung Bc-ajiadtl Rock, which lies about three miles northward of Fajkadil in Ardnamurachan, and dries with 
fpring-tide only; and fornc rocks and fhoals about half a mile fouth-weftward from the W. end of Hyjktr , part Rock. M > Hjtka. 
of which dry with fpring-tide only. The weather did not permit me to examine Ba-ajkadil particularly. The 
bearing of it was taken from Muke lftand only. 

There are fome rocks faid, on pretty good authority, to lie about four or five miles S. W. by W. from R«fa «•« hem 
Hyjktr , that dry with low fpring-tide. Thcfc rocks did not appear in winter* when Hyjktr was furveyed, 
and there was no pilot to be had that could bring the veil'd to them.

Near the W. end of Uan-teor.a there arc fevcral rocks-, the outermoft of which lies within a quarter of a r.,v, t»h 
mile of the fhore, or of the rocks which arc always above water. w * aJ * 
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South Coaji of Sky Rum. 


About a cablc's-length N. W. from the point, or rock, on the S. fide of che entry, there is a final] rock that 
dries with fpring-tide only. To fail along the N. fide of this rock, take the point laft-mentioned in one with 
the houfes of barton. barton is a village at the head of the Lx»ch below a gap, or deep fink, in the hill : the 
houfes are ranged in a fcmicircular form along the upper fide of the corn field. 

In failing up Lab Mudart, there arc fcveral rocks always above water; keep the middle between them as 
near as you can, and anchor any where neareft the Teona fide. 

Locii Aylort. 

Lecb Aylcrl is not diffidently fheltered for veflcls to ride long in, in the winter-time; but in fummer they 
may ride fafe on the S. fide of the bay, about a cable's-lcngth or two eallward of llan-geur , on four or five 
fathoms water. Or on the N. fide of the bay, about two cables-lcngth cadward of the island, near that fide. 
The tiifi anchorage is the belt. 

Loch Nanuacii. 

Lecb Namtacb is all good ground, and the depth fit for the largeft (hips; but being open to the W. ir is not 
fafe in the winter- time, except to fmall vdTels, which may anchor within the fmall iflands of Drimindarik, on 
the N. fide of Han- Cabber, Large veflcls may anchor, in fummer, any where eallward of Uan-Cabber, on the 
N. fide of the bay, about two cables-lcngth from the (hore; but this anchorage feems too much expofed in 
the winter-time. 

In failing into Lab Nanuacb, if you happen to be near llau-Treen, avoid a finall rock which is dry with 
fpring-tide only, and lies about a quarter of a mile fouthwardof the weftmod of three remarkable rocks always 
above water, on the W. fide of that ifland. 

The bed channel into Drimindarik Creek, is along the F.. fide of the duller of fmall iflands and rocks that 
flielter it on the wed ; keep about a cablc's-lcngth from them, till you are near the northmod ruck, w Inch is 
always above water, and about a quarter of a mile W.from Ilan-Cabber ■, then keep one-third from that rock, 
and two-thirds from the ifland, to avoid a rock which dries about half-ebb, and lies near the middle be- 
tween them. 

If the wind will permir, a veflel may fail into this Creek along the E. fide of Ilan Cabber. In failing this 
way avoid a fmall rock, which dries with fpring-tideonly, which lies above half a cable's-lcngth, S. W. from 
the S. end of lion Cabber ; and give the N. E. point of the ifland a moderate birth ; to avoid a rock, dry with 
fpring-tide only, which lies about one-fourth from the ifland, and three-fourths from the point of Drimtsda- 
rtk, neared to the ifland. 

Loch Nagaul. 

There is very good anchorage near the head of this bay, but the mouth of it is fo full of fmall iflands, 
rocks, and fand-banks, that it requires a pilot particularly well acquainted to bring a veflel in; and no direc- 
tion without one ought to be relied on. If a veflel is under any neceflity of going in here, take as much of 
the flood-tide as can be done; fail along the S. fide of Han-Langay, keep within a cablc’s-length of the llar- 
board (bore, and anchor any where off Keppocb, on the S. fide of the bay. The Draft will exhibit the rock* 
and fhoals plainer than any description can make them. 

Loch Nevis h. 

I.'cb Wtvijb (oppofitc to the point of Slate in Sky) is a large, well-flieltered arm of the fea, the bottom 
good, and capable of a fleet of the larged fliips ; but the water, at a lufficicnt didancc from Ihore, is too 
deep for ordinary veflcls, being from forty to fifty-eight fathoms. 

About the middle of the entry (which is about two miles wide), and above half a mile S. S. E of Ilangues , 
there is a rock called Bentru, which dries at low fpring-tide only: to avoid it along the S. fide, keep Inve - 
ree Houfe in fight by the point of Ruraal. 

Skertnderag arc two fmall rocks that lie near the fliore, between Ruraal and Scotch Houfe, and dry about 
half-ebb. 

There is a rocky ledge that extends cadward, above a cable’s-length from Ruraal Point, the W. end of 
which dries about half-ebb. 

The only fafe anchorage in Ixcb Nevijb , is in that arm, which extends fouth-caftward ; any part of which 
is fafe, but requires a great deal of cable out, or o.-.e anchor on fhorc. 

Small veflcls, in the fummer, may flop on a more moderate depth in the bay of Inveree, off the houfe 
Siotris, above which it (hallows fad; drop anchor in from twenty to eleven fathoms wa:cr. 

Loch Eysort in Sky Island. 

Loch Eyfcrt is the cad fide of a large bay, between the Aird of Slralb and Slate , which divides into two 
branches. The mouth of this Ix>di, for above a mile up, is all good ground, fliclccrcd lufficicntly from all 
winds, excepting the wed and S. W. and the depth is fufficicnt (or the larged (hips. This part of the Lecb 
Eyfort is very fit for fliips or veflcls in the fummer-time, except when it blows frelh from the VV. or S. VV. 
which then makes a great fea and hard riding. In the winter veflcls mud ukc a pilot, and go above ilan- 
beaft to ride fafe. 

The rocks to be avoided in failing up Ixcb Eyfort , are the rocks off Taryievag, which dry about two hours 
after high-water, and extend weflward about half a mile from the S. fide of that bay. 

The rocks near Oard dry before half-ebb, and extend from the fliore below the houfe of OarJ, northward 

near half over, toward Borereg. They are avoided, by keeping the E. end of Rum Ifar.J, open with the 
fmall ifland, near the old cadle of OarJ. 

Borereg Reek extends fouthward from that fliore near half a mile: the middle of it is always above water. 
To fail along the S. end of this rock, keep ILtua-Lardea W. { S. or a large fail's-brcadth open with the N. 
end of Rum. 

Sailing from Borereg eaflward to Uan-beafi, the water is flullow on both Tides, fu as to leave the channel 
where nairowcfl, not a cable's-lcngth wide. To fail in the channel, keep the middle as near as pofliblc* or 
take a pilot, for no diflinguifliable land marks arc to be fern'. 

On the S. W. fide of Han beafi, a little more than half over, towards the highefl pm of the hill, which is 
covered with bulhes of wood, there is a finall rock always above water, except at the height of fpring-tide. 

Near the mouth of Lab Eyfort , flop neared the N. fide, on from twenty to ten fathoms. On tbc F.. fide 
of Borereg Ruks, (lop about two cablcs-length cadward from thefe rocks, and as far fouthward of the h. 
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Rum Island, Ego Island, Mu ice Island. 

end of Berertg, on fix or feven fathoms water. On the E. fide of Ilanbtajl, anchor on from feven to eleven 
fathoms. 

Loch Slepin. 

Locb Slepin, which is within the fame entry with Locb Eyfe-t, is a very goad place for (hips, or veffels, of 
any burden to ftop in with any wind but the Touch | for being open on that quarter, a great (well fees in 
when it blows frelh from the Couth, and makes hard riding there. In blowing weather, and in winter, it is 
fafeft riding at the head of the Loch, neared the W. fide of that harbour. 

Rocks and fboals to be avoided in failing up Lecb Slepin arc ; a ledge extending eailward above a cable’s- s«fc. sb«h 
length from the point of llana-bardta, near the Aird of Strath: a fhoal, partly rocks, partly fand, near the ^ 

S. fide of Kitmaree Bay, which extends a quarter of a mile from the fhorc. The leall water on this Ihoal is n'c.i k!w*. ‘ 
twelve feet. 

Near the head of Lecb Slepin , before you enter the proper harbour, about half a mile from a low »rceri Ncu Uk Huho«r. 
point that makes chc W. fide of the entry, there is a rocky fhoal which extends caftward, almoft half over 
to the oppofite fide : alfo there is a rock lying off the low head of Terr in, part of which dries at two hours of 
ebb, and part with low fpring-tidc. To avoid thefe two (hoals, having paffed Kilmaree Bay, keep the middle 
as near as you can, till you have entered the harbour, then drop anchor neared the VV. fide, for the E. fide is 
(hallow a good way off. 

Loch Scavio. 

There is no fafe anchorage in this Loch, or rather bay, being liable to violent fqualls of wind from tht 
Cultn Ale un tains, and the bottom rocky in many parts; only there are two very fmall creeks at the head of it, 
clofe to the foot of the mountains, where fmall veffels may lie fafe at a land-fad, or with or.e anchor on (bore. 

Each of the(e creeks is flickered by a fmall idand, but they arc of fuch difficult accefs, that none ought to 
attempt them without a pilot. The lead water in the eaflmoA creek is one fathom, and in the wedmod 
two fathoms. , 

Soa Island Anchorage. 

With foucherly winds veffels may ride near the N. E. end of Sod IJland in from feven to ten fathoms water, 
above a cablc’s-lcngch from the (bore. When the wind is any thing northerly, very violent gufls of wind 
come fuddenly from the mountains. 

Near the \Y. end of Sod there are feveral rocks; that farthed from the (horc is abouc half a mile off, and RKk»»m'Soi. 
is always above water; and has a ledge extending about a cablc’s-length fout n ward from it, which dries at 
low fpring-tide only. 

Loch Brittil. 

Within this Loch the ground is all clean; but being open, and much expofed to foutherly winds, it k fir 
to dop in only in the fummer-time. Anchor neared the N. fide of the bay, on feven or eight fathoms water ; 
or near the head on five or fix. 

Loch Skresort in Rum Island. 

Lscb Skrtfcrt is the only part in the lfland Rum that may be called a harbour ; but being open to the cad, 
and liable to fqualls from the hills near ir, it does not feem fufficienitv fafe in harved or winter. The bed 
place of anchorage is on the S. fide of the bay, about half way to the head, on three or four fathoms, when 
Benmcrt Hill, or the hill next it, bears S. W. 

On the S. fide of this bay, almod half up, there is a rocky ledge which dries with fpring-tide only. It be- 
gins between two houfes, near each of which there is a little corn-ground, and extends abouc one-third 
right over. 

At the head of the bay the water is (hallow above two cables-Icngth from the high-water mark ; fo that a 
vcffcl mud not run too far up before the anchor is dropt. 

Egg Island Anchorage . 

In the fmall bay on the W. fide of Ilan-bajlil, a veffel may dop in moderate weather, on four or five 
fathoms water, but it is not fafe to lie here long, becaufc it is expofed to W. and S. W. winds, and there is 
very little room to fparc off cable. 

Alfo in the fummer-time a veffel may dop in the bay of Laeg, about two cablcs-length from the (hore, 
taking care to avoid two ledges that arc on the E. fide of the bay, and extend a cable’s-length from 
the (hore. 

Island Muki. 

There is no place of anchorage in this lfland proper to be recommended ; only, there are two creeks, one 
on the N. W. fide, the other on the S. E. where, if a fmall vcffcl had any bufinefs, (lie might venture to lie 
a few days in the Cummer feafon. The fird is the bay of Galanicb , on the E. fide of which there is a ledge o^nMiBir. 
that extends near two cables-Icngth north-wedward ; between which, and the W. fide of the bay, there arc 
two fmall rocks that dry with Ipring-tide only. To avoid thefe rocks, it is ncceflary to have a pilot; or to 
go in at low-water with fpring-tide, when they may be feen. Anchor within the innermod rock, about a 
cablc's-length from the (hore. A fmall veffel may go in after half-flood, by keeping about half a cable’s- 
length from the land on the darboard-fide. 

The other creek, on the S. E. fide of Mute, is much fafer once a vcffcl has got in. On the W. fide of the cn.k Aes. e. u 
entry to this fmall bay, there is a rock always above water, on the S. end of which there is a rock that dries 
about half ebb, and lies abouc half a cable’s-length from it : cadward of thefe two rocks, and within half a 
cablc’s-length of them, there is a reef which dries with fpring-tidc only. The channel in, is clofe along the 
E. fide of the firlt-mentioned rock, which is always above water. Anchor in the mouth of the bay on fix 
fathoms water. 

On the N. fide of A Juke, about three quarters of a mile from (hore, there is a rock always above water: «. 

on the N. and K. fidcs of which there are ledges that dry with fpring-tidc only, that extend above a cable’s- 
length from it. 

Cana Island Harbour, 

The harbour of Cana is fmall, but pretty well (hehered, and commodioufly fituated for veffels bound either 
northward 6r fouthward; and on that account is more frequented than any of the harbours in that ncigh- 
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bourhood. The bed place of anchorage in this harbour is, neared the W. fide of the bay, when Coragban 
Point bears E. on three or four fathoms at low-water. 

On the S. fide of the entrance of Cana harbour, there is a rock lying off a ftnall cove in Sandy Ifiand-, the 
N. E. end of this rock is covered at high-water only, and may always be perceived. Above a cable’s-lcngth 
weftward from this rock, and S. S. W. from Coragban Point, there is a fmall rock within half a cable’s-Iength 
of the Ihorc of Sandy Ijiand , which dries with foring-tide only. You arc pad this rock on the W. Gde, when 
the eadmod houfe of Coragban , ac the end of the Sandy Bay, is hid by the point of Coragban j and nearly 
abread of it when that houfe is feen fairly by the point. 

On the W. fide of Coragban Point, within the harbour, and about a piftol fliot from the Ihorc, there is a 
.rock that dries at half-ebb ; this rock mud be avoided in riding here with a S. W. wind. 

It is high-water in the harbour of Cana at fix, full and change days: in the found of Cana (between Cana 
and Rum) the dream of ebb begins half an hour later. The dream in the found* neuiCana, when dronged, 
runs about three miles an hour: on the Ram fide it is not fo ftrbng. The flood along the W. end of Cana 
runs northward about two miles an hour when ftronged. Near Htyjkere it runs about three miles an hour. 

The rocks off the W. end of Heyfkert extend fouth-wedward about half a mile, and dry in lcvcral parts 
with fpring-tide. 

For the other harbours along the S. fide of Sky, fee the next Chart.

Tides along the South Part of Sky. 

On the S. part of Sky, and the adjacent main, it is high-water at fix ; on the full and change days of rhe 
moon, near the head of long bays, or lochs, it is about half an hour later. 

The dream of flood feu in from the fouthward, and runs northward, as far as the feveral bays and channels 
it runs into will permit. 

Ordinary fpring-tides here rife eleven feet perpendicular, neap tides five or fix. 

Along this part of the coad the dream of tide is fcarce fenfible, except in narrow channels, or near head- 
lands eroding the dire&ion of the main fircam. In Kyle-rea, in the inner found, fpring-tide, when dronged, 
runs feven miles an hour; neap-tide two. In Kylakcn, near Kyle-rea, fpring-tide, when dronged, runs five 
miles an hour; neap-tide i{. 

There arc no rocks, or Ihoals, along this part of Sky and the main, but what lie in, or fo near the lochs and 
founds, that they will be defenbed along with them : except Sktralt Rotk, which lies about two miles S. S. E. 
from Copnatow Head, wedward of Locb Bracadit, and is always above water: northward of Skeratt, there arc 
two fmall rocks which dry about half-ebb; one is very near it, the other about half a mile from Skeratt, 

Anchoring-placet and Harbours in the South Part of Sky and adjacent Main. 

Loeb Sevijb on the main, and the Lochs and anchoring-places on the S. E. coad of Sky , from Slate to Locb 
Brittil, having been deferibed with the former Chart (to which wc refer), we now proceed north-wedward to 

Loch Eynort. 

In Locb Eynort a (hip that draws twelve or fifteen feet of water may ride almod quite land-locked, about 
a cable’s-lcngth from the low green point of Cleneynort, on three, or 3! fathoms. The larged Ihips may 
ride about half a mile lower, off Crakenijb, on fix or feven fathoms, good ground, but a little more open to 
wefierly winds, which fet in a great fca when it blows fredi. 

Dufktre, which lies off the entrance of this Loch, about half a mile from the Ihore, is always above water, 
and deep too almod quite round. 

Ac the north point of the entry there is a fmall ledge, extending about half a cablc’s-length fouthward, 
which mud be avoided failing in or out. 

Loch Bracadale. 

Locb Bracadale is a large bay, containing feveral branches, or leffer Lochs within ir, that make exceeding 
good harbours; particularly Locb Harpart, the E. fide of Uan-Haverftr, and Locb Harlofb. Loth Harpart 
is a large arm of the fca on the S. fide of the bay, capable of feveral hundreds of the larged Ihips, quite land- 
locked, neither, rocks nor dioals within it, or near it, the water of a moderate depth, and the ground extra- 
ordinary good. Ships may dop in the mouth of Locb Harpart on either fide, between llan-Ortnjd and Braca- 
dale ■, and may ride all weathers any where from Bracadale to the head of the Loch. 

Haverfcr anchorage is fit for fmall veflels only; the place being confined by a reef of rocks on the N. E. 
fide, which dry partly about half ebb, and partly at low-water fpring-tide. The rock which lies neared the 
N. r noil - • r Ban-Hat trftr, ib dry two hours before low-water: the large rock next to ColbuJI dries about 
half-ebb : the fouthmod of thefe rock bears E. N. E. from the middle, or highed part of lian-Hnvrftr. 

Locb Harlsjh is on rhe E. fide of the pcninfulaof Balsmere, and is fheltcred by that point, and by the lllandj 
Havcrfer and Hariofb. The fafed anchorage is above Balimcre Houfe, on five or fix fathoms water. There 
are two rocks on the flarboard-hand going in here; one of which, called Sieribuag, is always above water: 
about a cable’s- length northward of it, there is a fmall rock that dries with fpring-tide only. To avoid this 
Jail rock, keep Sieribuag and IUnbarlojb open of each other. Within Locb Itarlfb, near its head, there is a 
rock that dries with fpring-tide only. 
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On the W. fide of Locb Pulroiig there are fevcral rocks which flicker the ordinary anchorage, the northmoft 
of which is always above water, and the fouthmod dries about half-ebb : in failing in, when you can clear the 
rock always above water, by the fame courfc the red will be cleared likewife. There is fome foul ground near 
the anchorage, on which no diflind mark could be found. 

Locb-uagulin and Loeb-V arkjag, being open to the S. may be reckoned (topping-places, rather than har- vllkf'”’ *** 
bours : the ground is all clean, and no danger in the way to them. ' * *** 

The Inner Sound of Sky* 

The inner Sound, is the channel between the F-. end of Sky, and the main of SatJandy which, as Tar north- 
ward as Kyli-rta, the narrowed part, has neither rock, ftioal, ledge, nor fenfible dream of tide in the way of 
(hipping. The ground is aJl good for anchorage, excepting a few parts near the land where it is rocky 1 but 
tfce water in the open channel is generally too deep for ordinary merchant- Ihips to ride in, except within two 
cables-length of the (bore : the Sky fide is the fafeft to (top on. The Lochs, or harbours, in the Inner- 
Sound are the following:

Loch Hourn. 

Lech Hourn , in Glentlg, on the main, is a large, well-fhcltcrcd, arm of the fea, of cafy aiccefs, the ground 
good, and capable of a numerous fleet of the larged (hips. They may anchor any where from Rafer to Barif- 
dale, only avoiding a fpring-tide rock on the N. fide, which is a little cadward of ArmfibUe. 

In the mouth of Lccb Hourn, near the middle, there is a fmall rock always above water j the water is x*k U tk« E m*?. 
(hallow, about half a cablc’s-length cadward of this rock : it is avoided while Ardnafiijbanicb Point is on, or 
near, the point of Slate. 

Near the E. point of Antifdalt Bay, there is a fmall rock always above water: about a quarter of a mile R«* «w Anifl*. 
cadward from this rock, there is a rock that dries with fpring-tide only. To avoid it filling up, keep the 
middle, or at lead one- third, from Glentlg fide, till you arc about a quarter of a mile from the two fmall 
iQands next cadward. 

Small veflels may ride in a moderate depth in the bay of Arni/dale, between the rock ofF the E. point and A*twui*. 
the diore, on nine or ten fathoms water: or on the E. or W. fide of the two final! illands lad-mcntioncd, 
about a cablc’s-lcngth from them. 


IlAN-ORONSA, or LoCH-ItfDAALi 

Ltcb-lndaal, or Ilan-Oronfa, as it is mod commonly called, from the pcninfula at the mouth of if. Is 4 
fmall bay in iky, oppoftte to Loch Hourn , where (hips of any burden may ride fafe, particularly on the 
S. W. fide, under diclccr of the peniofula. Go not far up this bay. 

Loch Duich, W Loch Lounc. 

Lecb Dutch lies at the N. end of Kyle-rea, or narrowed part of the channel, between Sly and the main. 

It is quite well-flickered, the ground good, and bein| above three miles lortg, and half a mile broad, at a 
medium, is capable of a great number of the larged mips. 

To fail into Loeb Duicb from the Touch, it is ntceflary to go through Kyle-rea, in which the dream is for the 
mod part very rapid, and therefore requires flood-tide. In this found fpring-tides, when flronged, run gtrea Tiar< 

■bout feven miles an hour; and neap-tides above two. Dunarua Bay , near the entry of the Kyle, is a con- 
venient place to dop in for the tide. On the W. fide of the entry of Kyle-rea, near Leitur, there is a rocky ut$t otu L*i«r, 
ledge that extends from the (hore cadward, about two cables-length. You avoid this ledge, while Sandy 
Point, at the mouth of Ixcb Hourn, is open of Dunarua Pont. 

At the N. end of Kyle-rea, and above a cableVlength from the Point of Sky, there is a fmall rock, called dihcii-stoiir. 
Cailacb-fione, which is covered a little before high-water; to avoid this rock along the N. fide, keep Duntann 
Hill, in Raza Ifland, on any part of the corn-field oppofite Kylacbafl. 

Sail into Lecb Duicb with flood-tide bn the N. fide of the fmall ifland, which lies near the entrance, and t« fail la. 
avoid a fmall rock about a quarter of a mile above that ifland, which lies about a cable’s-length from the 
Ctore on the ftarboard-fide. The dream between the ifland and the (hore, on the N. fide, runs about five 
miles an hour when ftrongefl. 

Lccb Leung is a narrow branch of Locb Duicb, which mud be entered with flood-tide, and not before half- u<b 

flood j becaufc the entrance is (hallow, having only fix feet of water in it at low-water. Anchor in the 

broaded part, near half a mile up. 

KylakeN Channel. 

Kylaktn is that pare of the inner Sound which runs weftward between Locbaijb and Sky. Spring-tides here* TUr. 

towards the W. end, when dronged, run about five miles an hour. The flood fets in from the north-weft- 
ward, and meeting the dream from the foothward off the mouth of Locb Duicb , both together run cadward 
up that Loch. 

There is a rocky ledge that extends from Cafiknafutbag northward, almoft half over to the fmall iflands. 

To avoid this ledge, keep the middle, Or neared the fmall iflands.

As it « at pre- 
font, the fafed channtl for a dranger is, at the lad quartet of flood to fail in within a cable’s-length from 
cither fide of the two fmall iflands, or rocks, called Skeringolacb-, from thence fail cadward, about a mile, for 
another fmall ifland that lies ahout a cable’s-length from the (hore of Rereg, and fail between that ifltnd and'

(hcltered for veffels in the winter-time. The beft anchorage is near the head of the bay, on eight or ten 
fathoms; or between the ifland on the S. fide of the entry, and the point next it, on from 3; to fix fathom* 
water. 

Croulin Islands Harbour. 

Small veffels near the N. E. end of Sky , may find good (helter by running in between the two iflands of 
Crculin j where they may either lie a-ground on foft fand, or be kept afloat by land-fafts on each fide, on 
eight or ten feet the leaft water. This creek may hold three or four fmall veffels. The beft and deepeft part 
to ride on, is a very little S. of the ruinous houfes.

In 
the entry, near the middle, there is a fmall rock dry with fpring-tide only : by keeping neareft to either fide 
this rock may be avoided. Here the ground is clean, and the depth fufiicicnt for any (hip. 


Applecross Bay. 

In moderate weather a (hip may flop on clean ground in Applecrefs Bay ; but mu ft not go farther in than 
till (he is abreaft of the clufter of fmall houfes, which arc on the S. fide, where there arc five or fix fathoms at 
low-water * for it (hoals fuddenly above that. 


Kylescooo Harbour. 

Kylefcoog is a very fafe harbour, between Scalpa IJland and Sky, of eafy accefs, and fit for (hips of any bur- 
den ; only, like all other places in the neighbourhood of high mountains, it is liable to violent fqualls when 
the wind blows from them. Sail in along the N. end of Scalpa , for the fouth entry dries at low fpring-tide. 
A large veffcl failing in about low-water, when (he is paft the bcachy point of Kemcocberncb in Scalpa, mud 
give the (hore below Dunarua Houft a moderate birth, to avoid a fandy (lioal that extends about a cable’s- 
length from it, on which there are but two fathoms, or i| at low fpring-tide. 

Skttmtn&i Rockj. SktrintTofon rocks lie near half a mile northward from Sktrinderik Ifland, on the E. fide of Scalpa, and are 
dry at half-ebb. They are avoided along the E. fide, while Longa Ifland is feen eaftward of Sktrmdtrik : they 
arc avoided along the W. fide, while Cafllenafucbag in Sky is hid by Longa. 

Loch Eynort. 

Locb Eynort is a well-lheltered bay, next to Kyle/coog, the accefs is fafe, the ground good, and the water of 
a moderate depth. The only inconveniency in this harbour, is the fudden fqualls of wind that come from 
the mountains in blowing weather. On the S. fide of this Loch, from the entry to Lufgrinavig, there is a 
jjjj^**** 1 «•*•** fand-bank reaching about one-third over, on mod of which there is but twelve feet at low-water, and on the 
upper end only fix. Large (hips may anchor any where neareft the north fide, fmallcr veffels may anchor 0:1 
the S. fide, above the before-mentioned fand-bank, where the depth is lcls. 


Loch Slioachan. 

Locb Sligacban in Sty is well -(hcltered, good ground, and the water fuflicient for the largeft Ihips ; but the 
channel in the entrance is narrow, and requires a leading-wind and flood-tide, or (lack water. In failing 
into this harbour from the E. there are three (hoals to be avoided; the firft lies a quarter of a mile eaftward 
of Sconfer Houft, is partly rocks, and partly fand, and extends about two cables-lcngth from the (liore ; and 
is avoided by keeping the top of Store Hill in Tretermfb (the higheft vifible along that coaft, with a ragged 
top) in fight, eaftward of j frdvomifb Point, till the houfe of Seunftr bears S. W. by W. then ftccr on'ihat 
houfe, and keep within half a cable’s-length from the (hore till you open the Loch fairly, then fail in ; by 
which you will avoid a ledge that extends fouth from Btnicoran Point acrofs the entry.

Clachan Bay in Raza Island. 

This Bay is fufficiently (hcltered, good ground, and a moderate depth of water; but fubjedl to fudden 
fqualls of wind, like other places on the E. fide of .Sty, when it blows hard from the S. or W. quarters. 
You may ride in any part of the bay, about two cables-lcngth from the (hore, on five or fix fathoms water. 

Yw*. It ij high-water in this neighbourhood at fix, full and change days. The ftream of flood feu in from the 

north; and between Clachan in Raza, and Ardvornijb Point in 5 ty, runs about two miles an hour when 
ftrongeft : in other paru it is (caret fenfiblc. 

Portree Harbour. 

The Bay of Portree, off tbe houfes, is an exceeding good harbour for a few (hips of any fize; it is well- 
(hcltcred, the ground good, the depth from five to fourteen fathoms, and nothing to fear coming in but 3 
rock, about half a cablc’s-lcngth from Airderaclig Point on die (larboard as you enter the anchorage, part of 
which is always above water.

In the wide part of this Loch, from Galtrigil Head to reran Point , the watch is rather too 
deep for anchorage, being about fifty fathoms above two cables-lcngch from the (bore: but at the head of 
the Loch, in Dunvtgan harbour, or within the fmall iflands on the W. fide of it, there is fine Ihelter 
moderate depth, and fafe riding for a great many ftiips of any fize. * 

In riding for Zbmwnhirbour, give the cnrcmiiy of r.gvt P.„t, and the. middle from thu to CrniU, r 
Ifland, which is on the E. fide of the entry, a moderate birth, for a ledge extends above a cablc's-lenath Yf »* rt 
north-weftward from the Point, and there is a Jhoal, or funk rock, that lies near the fmall rock which is 
always above water, on which fhoal there are but four feet at low fpring-tide : to avoid this flioal/kcen Gal 
trigil Head open with Yegor t. * v 

On the W. fide of the entrance of Dunvegan harbodr, there is a fmall funk rock, on which the leaf! water ss.u I.,*. 
is fix feet: it bears VV . by S. from the middle of Dun-vegan Cajlle. To avoid this Ihoal alomr the E fide l> **"*« h * ,k *«*- 
(which is the la fell fide), keep Ytgart Head , and Bortrt/ Head (hut, or in a line. 

In failing for the anchorage on the S fide of the iflands Grinok and Skiandin, keep near the middle be- 
tween Grinok Ijiand and Lginijb , to avoid a rock which lies about two cables-lcngth S. E. from Grinok. * 

Eaftward from the middle of llan-jkiandin, there is a funk rock, which lies about half a cablc’s-lenoth from 
that Ifland, on which the lcaft water is nine feet. Anchor any where above Jlan-jii^.oi fivefor SS -*»• 
fathoms, the leZft water. * r 

Loch Bay. 

Locb Bay is a branch of Ijrcb Foliart, and is capacious, good holding-ground, of eafy accefs, and ne3r 
the head on the S. fide, fufficiently Ihchcrcd from all winds. Enter between Uanifa and Ardmore Head, but R-k. nt „ 
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keep above a cable’s-length from the N. point of Ilanifa, to avoid Skerahtan Rotk, which lies about that 
didance from the extremity of the ifland, and dries at two hours of ebb. 

There are two rocks between Ilanifa and the point of Greban, the fouthmoft of which is called Skernagnracbi 
it lies near the middle, and dries about halt-ebb; the ocher dries with fpring-tide only. 

Skernabiajl is a rock whole top is always above water, and is deep quite round. 

There is a ledge which extends about two cablcs-length 5. W. from lan-lamby, and dries at low-water. 

If there is any neceflity of failing into Lccb hay through the S. channel, keep about one third from the 
(larboard, or Gor/mn, ftdc; or keep the little I lan-lamby in a line with Berereg Head, tiil the Kirk of -1 rum* 
pan (a rtiinous houfc, about a mile above the bay of Ardvere) is fcen to the eaflward of the fuialJcft Ham fa 
//land, then fteer llraight in for (he anchorage. 

Loch Snisort. 

Loch Suifcrt is a fpacious arm of the fea, of eafy accefs, a moderate depth in mofl parts, welMhelterrd in 
the proper anchorage, and the ground good ; feveral Beets ot the larged Blips may ride in it in iaiety 
all weathers. 

There is a fmall rock, whofc top is always above water, that lies about half a mile cad ward from the 
middle of Ilan-Afcrib. 

The principal anchoring-places tre the bay of V'ig at the head; in palling the narrowed parr, keep the 
middle, or neared the darboard- fide, to avoid a ledge which extends about a cable Vlength Irom the N. lidc, 
and dries about low wafer. Anchor caftward of this ledge, about a cable’s-lcngth from the N. (hurt, on 
from three to five fathoms water: or dop any where in the bay. 

In that long arm, which gors up from Liandil to Scram/b, Blips may anchor any where, particularly off 
Ciucbamifh \ or above King/ferengb. This arm is flriftly Lo<b Snifort 

In failing into Locb-Grifemifh, avoid two rocks, one of which lies a cablc’s-lengcli north of the extremity of 
the Aird ; and another on the fouth fide of Atrd, about half a cable’s- length from the high water mark , itoth 
dry about half-ebb. Go about a mile up befure you drop anchor, to avoid foul ground in loine parts Ik low. 

D u n t d l i m Harbour. 

Duntulim harbour is the channel between Han-bulim and Sky. It is pretty well flickered, the ground dean, 
and the water diffident for large (hips; but being narrow, it is therefore fit for fmall veffels only; -mj thele 
require to have one anchor, or a land-faft, a-fiiorcon the ifland, fo as to ride out of the Bream of tide, wruch 
runs pretty quick in the middle of the Sound. 

Veffels may enter this harbour either along the N. or S. end of the ifland; but the north entrance is bed. 
In this lad entrance there is a rock always above water, except with extraordinary high-tidcs, which lies 
neared the Sky fide; take this rock on the larboard- hand, and you may fail within half a cabie's-lcngth of k, 
or nearer if you plcafe; for it is deep clofe to it. Give the N. end of the ifland a birth of above halt a cabie, 
to avoid a rock that lies off it, and dries about half-ebb. Take ebb-tide to tail in ar the north entrance, and 
flood to fail in at the fouth. In the fouth entrance there is a ledge that extends S. E. from the extremity of 
the ifland, about one-third over the channel, which mud be avoided in failing in or out this way. ' Anchor 
about the middle of the ifland. 

Kilmaldie Bay. 

Kilmaluik bay is about three miles eaflward of llan-llulim, has clean ground, and a fufficient depth of 
water in it: as it is open to the north, it is nor fafe to lie long in it, efpcciady in winter; but in moderate 
weather, or with the wind off the (hore, veffels may flop conveniently in the mouth of this bay. About a 
cable’s-length from the Ihore, on the S. fide of the entrance, there is a ruck which dries with fpring-ude 
only. 

Loch Staffin. 

Loch Staffin is for the mod part clean ground, and the depth of water fufficient for any (hips; bur being 
open to the north, it cannot be reckoned lafc anchorage, except in the fummer-time. The bed part of tins 
bay to ride in, is off Fladda in Sky, on fix or eight fathoms. In failing in avoid Clacbinravt Rack, winch Us 
off the point of Flodigary, and is covered about high-water only. Altovig //land, (hut with tiadoa Ijland, 
clears this rock along the E. fide. 

There is a long narrow rock, which is always above water, which lies along the E. fide of Alt av g Ifland. 
It is (hallow about a cable’s-lcngth from each end of this rock. 

Creek in Rona Island. 

Near the S. end of the ifland Rona, there is a fmall creek, flickered by a little high ifland in the mouth of 
the bay, in which fmall veffels may ride very fafe on about three fathoms water. There arc two channels 
leading into this harbour, one on each fide of the fmall ifland, both very narrow, which therefore require a 
leading-wind; the northmoft channel is the bed. Near the middle of this entry, there arc two rocks always 
above water, except with extraordinary high-tidcs: the bed channel here is to take the fouthmoft of rhcic 
rocks on the larboard-hand. If you entex on the north fide of thefc two rocks, keep neared the Rona fidci 
but avoid a fpring-tide rock, near this entrance, a little from the (hore of Rona. 

The fouth channel is all clear, except a fmall rock covered at high-water only, which lies off the point on 
the (larboard-hand as you turn in towards the anchorage. When this rock is vjfiblc, you may (ail on cither 
fide of it, by keeping the middle. 

On the N E. fide of the anchorage, there is a fmall ifland near the (hore, and two rocks near (his iflind 
the well mod of which dries at two hours of ebb ; the fouthmoft with (pring-tidc only : wheo the »i;,d is S. 
or S. W. fpare not off fo much cable as to ride over thclc rocks. 

Loch Terriden. 

Locb Terriden is a long arm of the fea, of eafy accef', well dickered, and almoft all of it good holding- 
ground levcral hundreds of the largeft (hips may ride in it in fafety all weathers. 

There is nothing to be feared in (ailing into, or up this Loch, but one fmall fpring-tide rock, which jies 
abouc two cablcs-length northward of Runawbagb Point , on the S fide of the entrance ; for iktnnlraan, on 
die N. fide, is always above water, and deep dole to it on all fides.

Loch Yew, Loch Briem. 


The beft anchorage for large Ihips is in Leeb Shield* g, between the two Narrows, any where neardt the S. 
fide of that large balon, or any where above thar, in what is properly called Lech Terriden. 

The coves, before you enter the Narrows, where Tingle (hips, or a few ftnall veffels may ride in the fum- 
met-time, are, Lech Ytbtn on the N. fiJe of the firft Narro o $ Loch Acbrakin, and Loch Beg over-againft it, 
•nth an anchor a-fliorc on each fidej and within the S. end of lUn-garvelinc enter along the S. end of 
lian-garvcbn. 

Loch GerLoch* 

Lech Ctrloch is a large bay, fhelrered almoft on all Tides, with clean ground in all parts of it, and good 
holding-ground in the principal anchoring place, and capable of a fleet of the largeft (hips. There arc no 
rocks or Ihoals to be feared either in it, or near it. Ships may ride in any part of this Loch, when it docs 
not blow hard from the W. or S. W. particularly on the E. fide of Ilan-l nga. The bed part in winter is any 
where between Uan-Horifdale and Fiowerdale, on from nine to twenty fathoms water. 

Small veflela may anchor in winter on the W. fide of lion- Uori/dalt , on the S. E. fide of a rock in the Sound, 
which is always above water. 


A Defcription of the Tides , Rocks , Shoals , Anchoring- places , and Harbours 
on the N. W. Coajl of Scotland, from Kurea in Gkrloch, to Cape Wrath 
in Strathnaver. 


CHART XXVII; 

Tides from Rurea to Cape Wrath. 

From Rurea in GtrUth, to Ru-mert in Cogiaeb, it is high water at 6{, on full and change-days of the 
moon : from Ru-more to Cape fVratb at feven. 

Spring-tides along this coatl rife about eleven feet perpendicular! neap-tides rife fix or feven. 

The dream of flood runs north-caftward along the coait ■, but its ftrength is fcarce I'enfiblc, except near 
Ru-ftoir of / IJJjnt , where it runs about one mile and a half an hour when ftrongert of in narrow channels that 
lead into wide bays, where it fomeiimes runs a mile, or a mile and an half an hour at mod. 

There are neither rocks nor IhoaU lying any where along this part of the coait, without the head-lands or 
iflands. Such as arc near the harbours will be deferibed with them. 

Loch Yew. 

Lech Yew, in Gtrlecb, is a large well-lheltered bay, of eafy accefs, a moderate depth of water, good 
ground for (he molt part, and where fleets of the largelt (hips may ride in fafety at all times. * 

The bed places to ride in are, on the E. fide of llan-Yew \ and in the bay of 'Tunag, on the E. fide of the 
bay i off Inverojpajalt , and off Pluck art, near the head of die Lech. 

Locii Hamiscanich. 

Lech Hamifcamcb, or Camifcanicb, being open to the north, is fit for Ihips only in fummer, or to flop in 
moderate weather. * 

The belt places of anchorage here are, on the E. fide of IlanGreinard, above a cableVlength from the 
Ihore, offUdrigil, or S<jW> above two cables- length from the fliorc: off Sand try the ground before you Jet 
go the anchor, for there is fomc foul ground there. 

Off Mellon, on the weft fide of the mouth of this bay, there is a rock about a quarter of a mile from the 
Ihore, which dries about half-ebb j between which, and the fand on the fliore, lomc rocks appear about 
low-water. 

Loch-beo, or little Loch Briem. 

Loch-big is an arm of the fea, above two miles long, well Iheltercd, and good ground, capable of a fleet 
of the largeft Ihips v and nothing to fear in it but one rock in the entry, near the W. fide, which dries with 
fpring-tiiie only. It lies near half a mile above the W. point of the entrance, one third from (hat point and 
two-thirds from the point of Scorag on the oppofite fide. To avoid this rock, keep the middle, or neareft rhe 
E. fide. 

The bell pact of this Loch to anchor in, is within a mile of the head. Small veffcls will need to lay one 
anchor on Ihore, in order to ride on a moderate depth. 7 

Loch-more, or Loch Briem. 

Loth Briem is a large and fafe arm of the fea, capable of hundreds of the largeft Ihips, and no rocks nor 
Jhoals within it, but one ledge on the E. fide o ffUlapoole, which extends above a cablc’s-length from that Ihore* 
which is avoided by keeping one-third from the Ulapeole fide. * 

The heft places in this Loch to anchor in are, in Ulapeele Bay, on fourteen or fifteen fathoms water above 
a cablc’s-length from the Ihore j and any where above Legit Point, on from thirteen to twenty-four 
fathoms. 1 

In failing between Carnijkert Iflands and Rubanderrik, give Rubanderrik Point a birth of above a cable’s- 
length, to avoid a rock called Neula, dry about kali-ebb, which lies off that ftiorc. 

Loch Kenort. 

Loth Kenert is a harbour on the E..fide of Jlan- Martin, about a mile northward of the mouth of Lech 
Brian, in which vcffcls may ride very fafe on four or five fathoms water, good ground, and well-lheltered. 

There 
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There arc two channels leading into this harbour-, one along the N. fide of Dan- Mar tin, the other along the 
S. tide of it ; that along the N. fide is quite clean anti deep water, but liable to fqualls from the lulls when 
the wind is northward ; on which account it is not fo much frequented by thofe who are acquainred with the 
other. In the S. channel there is a rocky ledge on each fide to be avoided ; the one extends fouth-eaftsjard 
from the point of lion Marlin , which is on the S. fide of the bay; the other extends northward from the 
point of /fr there, on the oppofite fide, near two-thirds over. The depth between thefe two ledges, at low 
fpring-tide, is not above nine feet. To fail through this channel, take a leading-wind, half-tide, and keep, 
as near as you can, one- third from the point of lion- Marlin, and two-thirds from the point of Ardvtre. An- 
chor in any pare of the bay of I'an- Martin ; or if there are more vcflcls than there is room for in the bar 
(which often happens when there are herrings there), fmall reflets may ride along the Ihore of the illanii 
north-eallward, with one anchor on Aiore; for without the mouth of this harbour the ground is Lul in fcvcral 
parts, and docs nut hold well. 

Ilan-Haurera, or the Summer Islands. 

All the iflands between the points Ru-mnre and Ru-bandenik, are called Ilan -baiir era, though it is ftriclly 
the name of the larged only. The rocks not' always above water, and mod in the way of fliips failing 
through thefe Iflands, are the following : 

Off the S. end of Itananeaib , there is a rock which extends about a quarter of a mile fouthward from it. 
That end, which is about a cable's-length from the Ifland, is covered at high water only j the outmod end 
dries with fpring-iide only. It is avoided as the next rocks. 

About a cable’s-length W. by S. from Ru-duart (next E. of Hana-neatb ), there is a fmall rock that dries at 
half-ebb. Sumewhar more than a cable’s-length northward from this rock there is another, which dries with 
fpring-tide only. To avoid thefe along the S. fide, and likewil'e the rock off the S. end of Ilana-neaib, keep che 
N. end of llan-.u on Clajhacb-nangleracb Ifland. Glafiedtb is a low green llland. 

Near one third from Dort^, on the main, and two-thirds from llan-bciirera, there is a rock which dries 
with Ipring-tide only. To avoid it keep about the middle, between the main and Iian-baurera. 

There is a rocky ledge that extends from the point of Rtv, in Ru mire, about one-fourth over towards 
Muligracb Ifland. To avoid this failing from the north, keep Ru-floir in Affynt in fight by Ru-mtre, till you 
arc one-third over toward Muligracb. 

There are no harbours in the Haurera Iflands, but two fmall creeks that arc fit only for fmall vcflels i viz. 
S bander ny, and the Kale Yard. The Kate Yard is a cove in a bay, on the E. fide of Ilan-baurtra, which is 
flickered on the N. E. by two final! iflands, or rocks ; within which is the bed anchorage, on four fathoms 
good ground, and between thelc rocks is the channel in. In moderate weather a veil'd may ride without thefe 
two diets, in the bay on the N. fide of them. 

Sbandorny harbour is the Sound between Uan-Rijbil and Ruvaterui. A fmall veflcl may ride fa fe here on 
three fathoms water, clean ground ; but fhe mull fail in along the S. fide of the ifland. A vcflel coming 
from the northward, may flop in the bay of Rijbil, on the E. fide of the ifland, on three fathoms clean land. 

Loch Esuibreky. 

Efbihreby is a fmall, but very fafe, harbour, eaftward of Ru-merei the ground holds well, and the depth 
is fufficient for the largefl fliips but, as the bay is narrow, it may be convenient to lay one anchor on the 
Ihore. On the S. E. fide of the iflands, near the entrance of this harbour, any (hip may ride in moderate 
weather, on clean fand. 

Loch Inivbb. 

t.ecb Iniver, above the little ifland Glafloe b, which lies in the middle of it, is wcll-flieltercd, good ground, 
of a fufficient depth for the largefl fliips, and nothing to be feared in failing in along the S. fidcsof Soya Ifiani 
Rnd Cbfleeb. 

On the E. fide of Soya Ifland, there is a reef of rocks extending north-eaftward from the E, point of Soya, 
about half way to the main ; the caftmoft of which dries two hours before low-water. To avoid rhcl'e rocks 
along the S. fide s keep any part of Cleat Ifland in fight by Soya. To avoid them along the N. fidcj keep 
within onc-ihird of the main, and two thirds from Soya: or keep the low point at the extremity of Ru-fl.ir 
covered, or nearly fo, by Ru-ru. 

About half a cable’s-length northward from the point of Kierkag there is a fmall rock, which dries about 
low-water. This mud be avoided in turning in, or out. 

On the N. fide of Iian-glaflocb, in the middle of the bay, there is a ledge, which extends northward, about 
one-fourth over toward the main. It is avoided by keeping the middle, or nearefl to the main fide. 

The beft place of anchorage in Locb Iniver, is on the E. fide of Culeg Point, about a quarter of a mile from 
Filin, on five or fix fathoms water. About a fliip’s-length from che point of Culeg, there is a rock that dries 
about low-water. 

Loch R u. 

Lecb-Ru is a fmall very narrow creek, of difficult acccfs, but very fafe, once a veflcl has got into it} but it 
is not fafe for a ftranger to attempt it. The beft anchorage is above the Harrow, and eaftward of two rocks, 
which lie near the point, on the larboard-fide going up. 

iLAN-oui.pENAY Anchorage. 

A fmall veflcl may anchor on fix or eight fathoms on the S. fide of Ilan-euldency, in the narrow Sound. 
Sail in along the S. fide of Crona Ifland. On the E. fide of Crona, there are fcvcral rocks always above water* 
and half between thefe and the N. end of Crona there is a rock, which dries at half-ebb. 

Loch Niet. 

lath Hiet is well flieltercd, the ground good, and the depth fufficient for any fhip •, bur, being very nar- 
row, is not fit for large flsips. 

In the mouth of Loeb Kiel, nearefl the W. fide, there is a rock always above water; and one about a 
cablc’s-lcngth S. from that, which is covered at high-water only. To avoid this laft rock, keep the caftmoA 
of the Melian Iflands in fight by the other rock. 

At 
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Loch Sark, Loch Badahuil, Ilan Handa, Locii Lusford. 


At chc S. fide of the point that forms the narrowed part of this harbour, it fhoals about a fhip’s-lcngth 
wedward j' which Ihould be attended to in turning out or in. 

The bed part of tint Loch to anchor in is off the fmall iflands, a tittle above The narrowed pair, oh 
four fathoms water. * 

Loch Ardvar. 


lj>cb jjrdvar is a fmall, but quite fafe harbour for fmall veffels, between Lech Niet and Kyles-cwgb. In the 
proper anchorage there is water fur the largeft Ihip to ride unj but in the narrowed part of the channel 
leading towards it, there is not above three feet at luw-warer with Ipring-ride j f'o that a veffcl that draws 
above nine feet cannot go above the Narrow with dead neaps, even at high-water. 

In the mouth of this Loch, near the middle, there is a rock, which is not covered till about high-water: 
the channel on each fide of this rock is fufficicntly deep for any (hip ( but that on the E. fide, or larboard- 
hand, feems broaded. On the N. or outfide of this rock, it IhoaU near half a cable’s length northward. 

When you are about a quarter of a mile within the mouth of this Loch, the channel turns ealtward. Ac 
the narrowed part there is a point on the darboard hand, from which a rocky ledge extends north eaftward 
almod quite crofs the channel: here is the (hallow water before-mentioned. To Jail through it therefore 
take hall-flood, or high-water, according to the Gze of the veffei and time of the moon, and keep about a 
fhip's-iength from the Ibore, on the N. or larboard-fide j and anchor on the N. fide of a fmall green ifland 
on from five to feven fathoms water. A veffcl may dop a tide within the entrance, in the bight on the llar- 
board-fide. 

Loch Kyles -couch. 

KyUs-cngb is a large, welMheltered arm of the fca, of eafy accefs, and where fleets of the larged fbips may 
ride fafe all weathers. For above two miles within this Loch, the water is rather too deep fur ordinary vcffr Is 
to anchor-on (being from thirty to fifty fathoms), except one anchor is laid on the fhore : but above liana- 
Ranik, where the contracted channel begins to widen, lliips may anchor any where. In the narrow channel 
the dream, at fpring-tide, runs about one mile an hour. 

The only rock, near this Loch, ncceflary to be mentioned, is one that lies near the ifland Cahay-vek about 
a quarter of a mile W.S. W. from it, and dries about low water. It is avoided along the S. fide, while Runa- 
ebufan Point , in Itan-culdrnay, is on the extremity of Ru-Jtoir. 

This L<och may be diuinguiihcd at fca by iu pofition from Ru-Jloir. 


Loch Sark. 


Letb Sark, at the N. fide of the entrance of Ky!es-cou*b, is a fine creek for a few fmall veffels t but the 
entrance being dry at low lpriog-cidc, they mult have najf-tide at lead, before they can go in, or out. 

Loch Calaway. 


Loth Calaway, near Lexb Sark, is a fmall bay, where the ground is good, and the depth fufficicnt for 
Ihipi but being open to the N. W. it is not thought fafe in the winter-time.

Loch B a d a ii u i l. 


Locb Badahuil (lom^ttmes called Baiiwal ) is a bay well-fheltered by a number of fmall iflands. The eround 
in it is good, and the depth iufficient for thp larged (hips. The bed channel in it is thar through the middle 
of the iflands, between a row on each hand, wnich extends eafl, and will appear plainer in the draft than 
by a description. Give each ifland and rock in i he way a moderate birth, and anchor near the middle of 
the bay, on ten or twelve fathoms. 

Il A n*Ha n d a. 

In the rummer-time a ffiip may ride in the Sound of llan-ilanda, off a fandy bay in the Ifland about a 
cable’s-length from the fhore, on five fathoms clean fand. On the E. fide of this anchorage, there is* a narrow 
fpit of fand, which extends about half over from the Ifland to the main : the lead water on it is twelve feet 

Off the S. point of the Sandy Bay, near the middle of the channel, there is a Imall rocky ffioal, on which 
the lead water is nine feet. In failing through the S. W. entrance of this Sound, this fhoal mud be adverted 
to about low. water. 

Off the caff mod point of lU.-Hads, there is a rocky ledge that eatends above a cableVJenath from the 
fhore E. S. £. and dries at low-water. 

The rocks, oear the W. end of lUn-Htni., lie near two cablci-length from the Ibore, and dry about 
half-ebb. 1 

Locii Lusford. 

Lett Lusford (fometimes pronounced Lusford) is a capacious very fine harbour i there is nothin® to fear 
coming in, but what is always above water i except an half-tide rock, about a cablc's-length W. fruin Duf- 
kerc\ the ground and Iheltcr arc good, and the depth moderate for fltips of all Gaea. 

The bell anchorage is above Ilan-valli any whcrei or nearer the mouth of the Loot, on the S. fide be- 
tween Jlan-ard i and finadil. * 

There are four very fmall iflands wefbvard of Itan-ardi the channels between them are deep and fafe: only 
on the S. fide of the fecond, from the entrance, a ledge extends near half a cable’s-lenoth from it fouthward 7 

This Loch may be diftinguiflied at a diftancc, by Arkal Hills , Stack Hill, and llan- Handa. 


Loch Hinshort. 

UcbUinjbort has a fafe entrance, is well-flieltered, the ground good, and the depth of water moderate for 
Ihips of all fixes. Sail up till you are land- locked, and anchor ncareft the N. or E. fide. 

This Loch may be diftinguiihed at a diftancc by Arkal Hills, or by Balag Jjland. 

Loch Ardicaar. 

This is a creek with a fufficicnt depth of water, and the ground clean and good, but there is hard ridiog in 
it in winter, when the wind blows from the weftward. B

A Defcription of the Tides, Rocks , Shoals , Anchoring-places , and Harbours 
in the S. Part of Long-Island, between Bara Head and Benbecula 
Island.

Tides between Bara Head and Benbecula. 

O N the ftiorcs between Bara Head, in Berner ay [/land, and Benbecula IJland, it is high-water on the 
full and change-days of the moon at 5^. 

Ordinary fpring-tidcs, on this part of the coaft of Long IJland, rife eleven feet perpendicular 1 
neap-tides rife five or fix. .... 

The ft ream of flood fets in from the S.S. W. toward Berneray, which is the fouthmoft of the Bara Ijlanit\ 
and about a mile from Dune-verneray, or Bara Head, divides into two branches j one of which runs along the 
E. fide of Bara Ifiands , the other along the W. fide of them, and fets in through the fevcral Sounds, or chan- 
nels between the ifiands, from the weftward, with a confidcrablc velocity j in fome of them it runs five or 
fix miles an hour with fpring-tide, when ftrongeftj neap-tides run about 1}. Along the open coaft, the 
ftrength of the ftream is fcarce fenfiblc j except about one mile fouthward of Bcrneray, where it runs about 
three miles an hour when ftrongeft. 

There are no rocks or fhoals along the E. fide of this coaft, but what lie in, or fo near to the bays and 
harbours, that they will be deferibed with them : nor arc there any without the points and promontories on 
the W. fide, that lie above half a mile from the (bore, till you come to the northmoft part of South Uifi, next 
Benbecula , where there are fcvcral rocks that dry about half-ebb, or before low-water. 

Bays and Harbours in the Bar A Islands. 

Vatersay Bay. 

Vaterfay Bay is on the E. fide of the IJland Vaterfayi it is land-locked on all Tides in the anchorage, except- 
ing two points of the compafs, between the E. and S. E-s the ground in moft parrs is clean fand, the depth 
from four to feven fathoms at low-water. The rocks to be avoided in failing into this bay are, one near the 
N. fide, about half a mile weftward from Sneajhamul IJland , which dries about half-ebb, and is in the way of 
ftiips turning out or in only. On the S. fide of the bay, about half up, there is a rock that dries at low- 
water, and lies about a cable’s-length from the point of Quier. The beft anchorage is a little above this 
rock j oppofne to which rock, on the N. Gde, and about half a cable from the (bore, there is a fmall fpring- 
tide rock. There is a Iheep-fold, or fmall cnclolure, near the point of Quier, by which that point may 
be known. 

If 
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If a fhip is under any ncccffity of failing between Vain fay and Sander*) IJland from the W. Ihe mud keep 
neared to ihcVaterfay fide, till Ihc palfcs the point, where there is a I mail u.idy cove, to avoid a rock in t/ic 
middle, which dries at low-water j then fail between the black rocks and Sanderay. 

Ba-Chisamil. 

Ba-Cbifamil, or Cbifemil Bay, is good holding-ground, fate anchorage, and the water fuflident for the 
Urged merchant- (hips; but in failing into it there are fome rocks to be attended to. 

If you fail into Cbijamil Bay, between Mfldonicb IJland and the E. point of Vaterfay, there arc two rocks 
near the middle, that dry with fpring-tide onlv, to oe avoided. To avoid thefe, keep within two cables- 
length of the rocks always above water next Mu/demtb\ or within two cables-length of t k e rocks next the 
point of Vattrfay. You may fail within half a cable's- length of Mu'.Jouicb Rocks if nccefT.ry. 

If vou lail in along the N. end of Muldonic , then Sketp Rock , rocks along the point of Vaierjay, and a ledge 
ami ihoal near Ora/ay IJland , are to be avoided. ° 

& 'keep Reck lies about one-fourth from the S. fide of Bara Ifland, and three-fourths from Mildonicb and 
dries about luw-watcr. A leading-mark to it is, the rock always above water next Orajar , in one with the 
wedmod point of Bara, oppofue to Kylis. To avoid Sheep Rock along the S. fide, keep <kerlia Rock (wnich 
is near the W. point of Cbijamil Bay) open with Kylis Point in Vaierjay. To avoid .S keep on the north fide 
keep within two cablcs-length of the ftiore of Bera, or keep Skerlta appearing on the W. end of Bara. * 

Above a cable’s- length S. from Orajay IJland , there is a rock always above warer, from which a ledge 
extends fouthward about half a cablc’s-lrng h. Weft war J from which rock, and S. from rhe point of Orajay , 
there is a rocky Ihoal, on which the lead water is five or fix feet Thefe rocks are avoided along rhe S tide* 
and the mixture of rocks and fand along the point of Valnfay along the N. by keeping Skerlta R J( k a irtic 
opn of Kylis in Vaierjay, or appearing on the point of Bara, oppofue to Kylis. The Ihoal wnich lies fouth 
from the W. point of Orajay, is avoided along the W. fide, failing into the anchorage, white the top of a 
fmall rock, which is about a cable’s-lcngth W. from Orajay , is in a line with Caflle-cbjamii, or open to the 
E. of it. 

Anchor in Cbijamil Bay, when the cadlc bears N. E. fomewhat more than a cable’s-lcngth, on four 
fathoms water. 

On the E. fide of Bara there is a round point below Benvarnocb Hills: above a quarter of a mile eadward 
from that point there is a rock that dries with fpring-tide only j and three between it and the Ihorc that dry 
about half-title. 1 

Near the N. E. point of Bara, oppofitc to Curacban Rock, there is a fmall rock always above water j and a 
reef of rocks extending about half a mile fouth-wedward from it, which dry about half-ebb. ‘ 

B A*- H I R A V A H. 

Ba-birazab is a fmall harbour, on theE. fide of Bsra Ifland, flickered by ' Via and other iflands, with good 
ground and water fyfficicnt fur any ihip, but fit for fmall veiTcls only, becaufe of its fmall fize. The channel 
in between Curacban Rock , which lies above a mile from the Ihore, and the iflands hlaltay and H ia, is wide 
and nothing to be feared in it, only a ledge that extends about half a cablc’s-length eatlward from a rock 
always above water, which lies near the ihorc of Bara, half a mile before you enter the proper anchoring- 
place. ® 

Otter-vore Road. 

Otter-vsre is that part of the channel between Bara and Sou’b XTtfi, which is almod furrounded with iflands 
rocks, and (hallow fand -banks. In this road.feveral hundreds of the larged (hips may ride fafe in the fuin- 
mer-timr j but though there can be no great fca in it, yet the anchor-ground is not flrong enough to hold 
fufficiently in blowing weather, in the winter half of rhe year. The belt entry to this road is between Gigay 
and Erijlay Iflands , there being nothing to be feared in it. In the S. channel, between Ffaitay and H tile jay 
there is a rock about half a cablc’s-length fouthward from the W. end of Hellejry, that dries about half- 
ebb : and a ledge that extends weftward, about half a cable’s-lcngth from a more northerly part of that end 
of the ifland. 

The mod convenient anchorage, in moderate weather, is any where northward of the fmall Ifland Criasta- 
mil, between Gigay and Fudia ’finds, on from four to feven fathoms water. With caftrrly winds anchor 
about two cablcs-length from the W. fide of Helitfaji with wederly winds anchor half a mile eaftward of the 
S. E. point of Fudia. 

The rocks near this anchorage are, two between Crianami l Ifland and HelUfay, neared the former: the top 
of that next Crianami is always above water, the other dries -about half-ebb, and reaches near half-way to 

Heilefay. 

There is a rock and Ihoal tjjat extend fouthward from the S. E. end of Fudia, above a quarter of a mile. 

If a (hip is to fail to the wrflward from Oller-vort Road, the fafed courfe is to keep about two cables-Icngth 
from the N. E. corner of Fudia, and then to deer N. N. W. till Fiarray Ifland bears W. S. \V. by which 
courfe the Ipring-tide rock, which lies aiwiut half a mile E. of Fudia, rhe (hallow water between Fudia and 
Fiarrar, and a half-tidr rock near the middle, between Fudia and Oronfey Ifland, will be avoided. 

Between the iflands Win and Flatiay, a Ihip may ride fife all weathers, on from four to eioht fathoms tin- 
lead water. Sail in between Flatiay and HelUfay. 

- Harbours in Sout H-U I s t. 

Achbrs yt-vore, in Eriskay Island. 

Jcborfft-vore, on the E. fide of Erifijy, is a fmall creek, and requires a leading-wind in and out, but very 
fafe for fmall vefi'els after they have got in. In entering this t~iarbour, there arc two rocks to be avoided 
(and bciween them a rock always above water): rhe firft lies about a cablc’s-length northward from Mtalna- 
tapel head , on the larboard-hand, as you enter the harbour’s-mouth. and dries at low fpring-tide only. 

About two cables-lengch wedward from the fpring-tide rock, there is a rock right in the middle that dries 
at half-ebb. To avoid thefe two rocks, give Vtealnacapel Point a birth of a cablc's-length, then deer in for 
the fouth fide of the entrance, and keep about onc-rhird from it, and two thirds from the oppofitc Ihore. 
When the half-tide rock is covered, there arc eight or nine feci of water over the fpring-tide rock, which can- 
not 
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not then be dangerous for fmall veflfcls. If the half- tide rock is feen, the fpring-tidc rock may be avoided, by 
keeping the former in one with the top of a green hillock, which Hands in the middle, at the head of the 
bay, a mulket-lhot above the Ihorc. 

BfiaUUck. About half way between Ctlig Bed (which is always above water), and the mouth of this harbour, there 

is a fmall fhoal, on which the fea often breaks in blowing weather: the depth on it could not be founded for 
the breakeis, but it is judged fix feet may be the lead water over it. A leading-mark to it is GtSig, in a line 
with the eaftmoft point of Bara. 

Loch Boisdale. 

Lech Boifdale is an arm of the fea, where a fleet of the largcfl Ihips may ride in fafety all the year round. 
The ground holds well, and the depth is from four to twelve fathoms. The bed anchorage is toward the 
head of the bay, near the W. end of the low ifland, which lies about the middle of the broadetl part; but 
large Ihips may ride any w here above Van-talvey. 

In failing for Lath Botjdalt from the fouth, avoid a rock, dry at low-water, which lies near half a mile of? 
the point Rjaua-bordag. When the Sound of Ilan-caivay is open, or nearly fo, you avoid it along the 
N. end. 

The W. end of Itan-tahay flioals above half a cablc’s-length weflward. 

Near half a cableVlength caflward from the low ifland before-mentioned, in the broadeft part of the Loch, 
there is a fmall rock, which dries with fpring-tidc only. 

Northward from the weft end of this low ifland, and about half a cable's- length from the oppoflte fhore, 
abreaft of a rill of water that runs down the end of the hill, there is a rock that dries with Ipnng tide only. 
This rock is avoided, while the extremity of Ilan-talvay is a little open with the land on the N. fide of the 
Loch. 

Loch Eynort. 
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Loth Eynart, in South Uifl , is a large arm of the fea, of eafy accefs, wHI-ftielrered, good ground, moderate 
depth, and capable of a fleet of the largeft Ihips. The upper part of it, above the Narrows , is called Loch - 
Arinaban. 

Aarbarift. The beft anchorage for large Ihips is about the middle nf loth Eynort, where it is broadeft, on from fix to 

twelve fathoms water. VelTeisthat go up to Loth- Annabel mull take H-kxI- tide, or flack- water; for fpring- 
tides in the Narrow, when ftrongeft, run about three miles an hour. Tney mud alfu avoid a rock that lie* 
near the Narrow, on the larboard-fide, that dries about low- water: you avoid it by keeping neareft the (lar- 
board-fide. 

Loch Skiport. 
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Loth Skiport is a fpacious harbour of eafy accefs, good ground, a moderate depth of water, and well- 
ftieltered, where feveral fleets of the largeft Ihips may ride in the greateft fafety at all times. Take Uurnt/h 
IJlaud on the larboard fide going in, and anchor either on the north, the fouth, or weft fide of Ilau-Shillay . 
In the bafon, on the S. fide of I.'an-Sbiliay (which is called L th Powtharavag), abour the middle, and onc- 
shird from the E. end of this anchorage, there is a fmall patch of find, on which the Icaft wa.cr is fix feet: 
this mull be avoided in anchoring here. Enter this anchorage along the weft end of the ifland. 

Near the anchorage, on the weft fide of Han- hat g (the fmall ifland, half a mile above Sbillay), there is a 
fmall rock on the S. W. fide, that dries at half-ebb; and another on the weft fide, about half a cablc's-length 
from the fhore, which dries with fpring-tidc only. 

The entry of Loth Gamtjletban, fartheft up, being narrow, the dream of tide runs pretty quick, and there- 
fore muft be favourable in failing in or out. Keep neareft the W. or (larboard -fiJe of this entry ; for the E. 
fide has not above fix leer in it at low fpring-tidei but on the W. fide there arc eighteen at leaft. 

Loth Skiport may be dillinguilhed at a diftancc by Hcchla Hill , w hich is remarkable, and the highcA in 
this neighbourhood. 

Loch Kyleslewsa. 


Ltstb KyUfltwfa is fmall, but a very fafe harbour, on the W. fide of Ran-Itwfa, near the mouth of Lotb- 
Skiport i where twenty or thirty vcflcls may ride, as if in a pond, on from three to fix fathoms water, good 
ground. It may be entered at cither end, but the channels are fo narrow, that a ft ranger ought not to 
attempt either of them without a pilot. 

Among the iflands between South Uifl and Btnbttula, there are many good harbours, with a fufticient depth 
of water; but the rocks and iflets are fo numerous, that except conlpicuous beacons, or perches, were put 
on fomc, no dirc&ion will be found fulHcicnt for failing through them, without a perfon minutely acquainted 
with the places.

On the Ihorcs of Btnbttula, and North Uifl, it is high-water on the full and change-days of the moon at r| . 
Ordinary fpring tides rife eleven feet perpendicular; neap-tides five or fix. The ftream of flood fets in 
from the fouth-weflward, and runs along the coaft with little velocity, not above one mile an hour when 
ftrongeft. 

There arc no rocks or flioals that lie off this part of Long Ifland, on the E. fide, but what arc fo near the 
harbours, that they will be defcribed with them. The rocks along the well coaft are fo many, and fo little in 
R«Ut ora Hjkm. the way to harbours, or in the traft of (hipping, that a particular defcription is unneceflary. As Ih/krrt is 
the remotcil ifland, we (hall obferve, that near it there are feveral rocks covered, and uncovered, daily by the 
a tide.

well fnie •, nor fail at all between it and North Uift, or Coujamui IjUt : if they are under any nccefliiy to do lb, 
the bell rule is t<> avoid the breakers. 

The rocks along the N. W. coaft of North UiJ, will appear fliflklcocly plain in the draft. 

Loch L o e p. 

Lab JJcp (between the iflands U'ia and Benbtatlt) is a very fife harbour, after a vefll-1 has got into ir, the 
ground good, and the depth fufficienC f»r any fhipj but there are Icvrral rocks right in the middle of the 
entrance, which require clofe attention to avoid. This reef extends from eaft to well, about half a mile. 
The ealtmod rock is always above the water, looks whitifli, and lies near the ibuth point of the entrance : 
the weftmuft lies fouth from the north point of the entrance, near the middie, and 1 $ always above water} 
between each of thefe rocks and the adjacent fhore, the channel is fufficicntly deep for any Ihip. 

The calicU channel in, is clofe along IVu *, between the firrt mentioned whitilh rock, and the fouth point of 
the entrance} keeping Galtrigil Iliad, in Sty, over any part of that rock, till you have failed half a mile up, 
when you will be pad ail the other rocks. 

If there is not a leading wind for the S. channel, keep about half way between the point of tVia and Kon- 
GrinaJil, and llecr on the north point of the entrance, until you are about a cable V-lenvth from it, then Hand 
in between the point and the black rock, which is always above water. 

In the mouth of the firft cove, on the Ma fide, which is near half a mile above the rocks, there is a fmall 
rock that dries about half-ebb. Anchor any where in the harbour, avoiding this rock. Small veflvh may 
ride in this cove, within the rock. 

Loch Kerevah. 

Loch Korevab, which is about half a mile northward of Lech Ltcp, is of eaf/ accefs, good ground, well- 
fhekered, and the depth in the anchorage fufficicnt for any fliip; but it is narrow, and at low-water with 
fpiing-tide, there arc only twelve feet of water in the narrowed part, near half a mile up. 

There is a ledge which extends about half a cable’s-length from the fouth fide of the entrance of the har- 
bour, aoout a quarter of a mile wedward of a rock whirls is always above water. There are alfo ledges, 
which extend eadward about a cable’s- length from the north point of the entrance} thefe mull be avoided. 
Anchor in the broadcll part, half a mile up the Loch, 

Loch Uskevagii. 

Loch Ujlevagb is a large arm of the Tea, near a remarkable round hill, called Benbuula ; in the upper part, 
which is the wideft, there are a number of fmall iflands and rocks, that exclude flipping from anchoring 
above a mile within the harbour. The anchorage is at the W. end of a chain of illands that lie along 
the N. Gde of the entrance, where the water is fix fathoms deep at low-wa:er} but in mod other parts 
there are only three. There is nothing to be feared going in, if you avoid what is always above the water- 
only near the anchorage there is a rock that dries about half-ebb, which lies on the N. fide, about half a 
cable’s-lcngth fouthward of two fmall iflands} and a ledge in the bay oppofite to it, on the S. fide which 
extends northward about a cible's-lengcb : anchor fo as not to ride over cither of thefe. 

Loch Kyles wiavec. 

Kj/tJmavtg is a creek adjacent to UJkevcgb. It confills of two parallel branches ; but the fouth moft is fhuc 
up by fmall iilamL and rocks along the coall leading to it, and in the mouth : the northmoft only is acccfiiblc 
and is fo narrow, that very fmall veflels only fhould attempt ir, though the water is fufficicntly deep. The 
channel is clofe along the north fhore, taking all the illets on the larboard-hand: anchor at the well end of 
them, on five fathoms water, with one anchor on fhore. 

Loch-Ban ac aplich, in Rona Island. 

Bonacaptitb confills of two fmall bays, both of them wcll-fhcltered, good ground, and the water a fulTtcient 
depth. There is nothing to be feared coming in but what may be feen. As thefe creeks arc fmall, it may 
be convenient to lay one anchor on Ihorc. 

Loch-Rueval. 

Loth Rucval is a very good harbour, at the fouth-eaft point of North Vj/t, flickered by the ifland Fleta-vtk 
and other iflands near ir, where above a dozen of large Blips may ride tn fafeev ; but the channels to it arc 
narrow, and require a leading wind, and favourable tide. 

There arc two channels leading in -, the fii ft is along the S. fide of Flola-msrc, which is the fafeft. Between 
the weft er.d of FUta-more and Rona, keep mid-channel, or neareft the ftarboard-lhore, to avoid a rocky ledge 
which extends near half over from Rona. Spring-tides in this channel, when ftrongeft, run about two miles 
an hour. 

The north enrry to this harbour is narrower, and lhallower, than the other, having but two fathoms in it 
at low-water with fpring-tidc; and requires flood, or flack-water, to go in. There is a led^c juft as vou 
enter the harbour, on the ftarboard-hand, which reaches half-way over* fo that it is ncccflary to keep "the 
Ibuth fide pretty clofe, till you are above half a cable’s-length within the harbour. V 

This harbour, lying at the S. end of Hcval II, il, which is remarkable, and next northward of Btnbecuia 
may be diftinguiihed at a diftance by them. * 

Loch Evort. 

tub Evert, in Ntrlb U'ijl, is in arm of the fca that extends five of (is miles into the country) but the an- 
chorage is in the btoadeft part, about a mile up, where it is well-fheltcred, the ground good, and the depth 
fit for (hips of any fizei but there are two rocks near it to be avoided, one on the north fide, and another on 
the fouth fide. 

The rock un the north fide of the place of anchorage dries two hours after high-water) and is avoided on 
the S. fide, by keeping the mouth of the Loch open, or very little (hut, till the houfe Tetabemt bears 
N. N. E. then you are to the wcltward of the rock ) or till the E. end of a fmall ereen ifland, which lies 
about half a mile fouthward, is in a line with the top of Pttrhal Hit!, which is the next higheft lull to Uriel. 
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The rock on the fouth fide of the anchorage lie* about half a cable’s-length from an illet, or rock always 
above water, near the point of a creek that runs eaftward. The bell anchorage is on the N. fide of the 
harbour, north weft-ward from the firll-n\entioned rock. 

Enter the mouth of this Loch, on the north fide of the rock that lies off ii^ which is on the S. fide, and 
always above water; and give the fouth fide of the entrance above that rock a moderate birth. 

Loch Namaddy. 

Lccb Namaddy (or Loth MadJy, as it is called by ftrangers) is a large bay, with a multi rude of ill^pds in 
it, under the flicker of which, on the fouth fide of the bay, fleets of large Chips may ride in faferv at all times. 
In the Cummer, Chips may anchor any where along the fouth fide, after they ere half a mile within the mouth 
of the bay, on from Icven to four fathoms water: in winter it is fafclt and belt tiding above the Riltt Ifiands 
on four fathoms. 

In turning in, or out of the anchorage of Lecb MadJy, there are feveral ledges ro be attended to; but 
none of them extend above a cable’s-length from the fliorc. On the W. fide of the finall 10 and, which is 
next north of Ardnamaddy Point , there is a ledge which extends weft ward, near a cable's- length. 

Off the E. end of Feboar If, and, there is a ledge which extends fouthward, about half a cablc's-lcngth ; 
and one on the oppofite coaft, which extends abour a cablc’s-Icngth from the ftiore north* u j. 

The weftmoft of the Riltt JJlanJj, on the end, fhoals near half a cablc’s-lcngth Ibuthward. 

On the fouth fide of the bay, which is half a mile S. W. from the weftmoft of the Riltt //lands, there is a 
rock about half a cable’s-length from the (horr, which dries with fpring-tide only. At this rock RuinaJar 
Head appears in the middle, between MadJy -vek Reck and the E. end of Riltt If and. 

About acablc’s-length weftward from the W. end of Feboar If and, there is a rock which dries with fpring- 
tide only. To avoid this rock in fading between Feboar and Han- Hamer fay, keep the middle; or keep Arana- 
maddy Point in fight by Feboar Ifiani. 

Off the weft end of llon-Uamtrfay, there is a rock that lies about a cablc’s-length from ir, weftward, which 
dries about half- ebb. 

Lecb Partin is a creek on the north fide of Loth Namaddy, in which finall vcffcls bound fouthward foine- 
times ride. The channel into it is very narrow, and hazardous except to fuch as arc very well acquainted ; 
and there is not room in it for more than three vcffcls as a time. To fail into ir, take lian-Fladda on the 
larboard-hand, and avoid a rock on the RuinaJar fidr, over againft the middle of Fladda, that is covercd'ar 
high-water only, and is about half a cablc’s-lcngth from the ftiore. When you arc near the narrow part of 
the channel, keep the middle as near as you can, till you get through it, and anchor in the mouth of that 
arm, which turns eaftward, taking care to anchor clear of feme recks that lie there, fo as not to ride over 
them ; and not to give out much cable, efpcctally with E. or S. E. winds. 

Ba-Chaash, or Cheese Bay. 

Ba-Cbaajb is a harbour at the N. E. point of Norib Ulf , in the Sound of Harris, flickered on- the E. and 
N. fides by the ifland Gomelra, and a great many other iflands and rocks weftward of that. There is room, 
and depth of water in it, for a fleet of the targeft lhips to ride in fifety. The anchorage is between Ilar,~ 
Croddg and three fmril iflands, near a mile north- weft ward of it : or in Lo b Htrmelra, within the iflands next 
weft; of Hermeira, on eight fathoms water. Enter along tho S. and W. fides of the little high ifland, on the 
fouth fide of this anchorage. Between this little ifland and Hermeira, it dries at low fpring-tifte. This place 
may alfo be entered from the N. by keeping the middle between Hermeira , and a rock which is always above 
water, that lies near a quaitcrof a mile northward of the point of Henn.tr a : in this channel there are but 
twelve feet at low fpring-tidc. On the other fide of the rock there is deeper water, but the channel is not fo 
Itraight. Small vcffcls may ride on the W. fide of the three finall iflands before-mentioned, on from three 
to eight fathoms. 

The beft channel into this harbour, is between Hermeira If and, and ifland Crodag, giving the fliore of 
Hermeira, and the W. end of Crodag, each of them a birth of at leaft a cable’s- length ; for rherc are ledges 
and fhoals that extend that diftance from Hermeira ; and a rock at the W. end of Crodag, that lies above half 
a cable’s-ltngth from the fhorc, which dries at two hours of ebb. This rock is avoided along the N. fide, 
while Btncbulis Hill (the northmoft vifible in North Uif) is feen along the N. fide of the three finall iflands 
mentioned before, that lie in the middle of this harbour, near a mile weft of Crodag. About half a cable’s- 
length fouth-weftward from the middlcmoft of thcfc three iflands, there is a rock chat dries with iprjng tide 
only ; which mud be avoided in failing this way. Alfo a rock on the W. fide of the anchorage here, near a 
cable’s-length from the ftiore, which dries at two hours of ebb. 

There are two rocks that lie above a cablc’s-lcngth north- weftward from the weftmoft of three iflets, the 
eallmoft of which is always above water; the other dries with fpring-tide only, and mud be avoided in 
anchoring in this neighbourhood. 

The Sound of Harris. 

The Sound of Harris, on the North Uif, or fouth fide, is fo full of rocks and fhoals, that no vcffel ought 
to attempt a paflage through it along this fide of the channel : along the main of Harris is the only fife courfe, 
though it too is very difficult, until one is particularly acquainted. The remarkable points, rocks, and 
iflands firft to be infpeded in the draft, and attended to in tailing through this canncl, are Ru-renijb Point , 
Alilejkere Reek, Sletum Ifets , Dnjktrt , and Suatnnaiule IJand near it ; Han-S/igbay, Han Stromay, and a rock 
near it, always above water, the fandy bay of Drymoebeind, and Coppay Ifland. 

The rocks to be avoided in failing through the Sound of Harris, in the common channel, are as follow : 

From Dunaoran Ifland and Miltjker , to Ruauakfdatb iflets, the channel is all clear and deep water. About 
a quarter of a mile N. W. from Ruanakerdacb , lies Boanokerdacb Rock, which dries two hours before low- 
water ; and is avoided along the W. fide, while a kern in Stean Ifet is in a line with the top of licncbapival 
Hill at Toe Head : or any part of Coppay If and in fight to the weftward of Sagbay If and. 

About a mile weftward from Ruanakerdacb, and S. from Dnjktrt , there is a rock that dries with fpring- 
tkksonly. Leading-marks to this rock are, Coppay about a fail’s breadth open to the W. of Dnftere: or 
To t Head appearing along the E. fide of Submnatute Ifiani : therefore, Coppay open to the E. of Dnjktrt ; or 
Toe Head open of Snomnatuie, clears this rock along the E. fide. 

Between the ifland Enjoy , and Ilan-Sagbay, near the middle, there are two rocks near each other, that dry 
with fpring-tide only. Thefe arc avoided along the E. fide, by keeping fomewhat nearer to Sagbay than to 
Enjoy. Here avoid alfo a led^c, which extends a cable’s-lengrh fouthward from the S. end of Sagbay.

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There are two fpring-tide rocks that lie caftward from the N. E. point of Enfay, and near half-way between Rmki bet«<eii z*s., 
it and Sir may Wand.

Near the middle, between Sagbay and Stromay Wands, off a fmall point at the ferry- houfe, there is a fpring- Ro<t •( raij-bM* 
tide rock. To fail along the W. fide of it, keep the black rock, near the W. end of Stromay , in a line with p< " 0, ‘ 

Ccppa y. To fail between it and Harris , keep any part of Stromay on Coppay. 

There are four rocks between Iian-Stromay and the head of Harris to be avoided ; one about a quarter of a n*»- 

mile north of it, which dries with fpring-tides only: the fecond is Sk/rtnerinacb, a fpring-tide rock, near a Suo ®‘ ? ’ 
mile N.N. W. from Stromay : the third is three quarters of a mile wed of Skerinerinacb , which dries at four 
hours of ebb \ the fourth is Gruagacb, about half a mile wellward of Rucbarnan Point, and dries with fpring- 
tides only. 

To fail along the W. fide of Skerinerinacb j having pad the black rock at the weft end of Stromay, keep t» wi p .« skmaui-

To fail through the Sound ©^Harris from the S. or E. 

Take ebb tide, for ebb fets northward in this channel, and flood fouthward : enter between the main of 
Harris and Dunaaran IJiand-, fleer between Dujltre and Ruanakerdacb -, and to avoid the fpring-tide rock, 
which lies fouthward from Dujkerc, take Coppay IJiand and Duller e in one, or Coppay open to the E. of 
Dujkcre-, or Suannatute IJiand o|*n of Tot Head j and fail about tfco cables-lengrh from Dujkert and Suamna- 
tute IJiand, keeping them on the larboard- hand : giving the N. end of the latter a birth, fail between ic and 
Sagbay , and keep about one-third, or one-fourth from Sagbay IJiand-, and two-thirds, or three-fourths, from 
Enfay IJiand. When you have part Sagbay, fteer for the weft fide of the black rock* at the W. end of 
Stromay \ and to avoid the rocks off the north end of Enfay, keep Rurenij % hid by Sagbay, or juft appearing 
along the fouth fide of it : take Stromay on the ftarboard-hand, and having paft the black rock, keep 
Ruradjb Point in fight by the E. fide of Sagbay 1 or the north end of Sagbay fouthward of the black rock of 
Stromay, to avoid Skerinerinacb on the ftarboard-hand ; then fteer freely toward Coppay IJiand. 

The channel between Iian-Stromay and Harris is fuftkicntly deep, but the ftream of ride runs quicker in 
ic than in other parrs of the Sound of Harris. To fail through it, follow the before-mentioned courfe and 
directions, till you are within half a mile of Stromay, then ftand caflward for the channel, or Sound of 
Stromay-, keep near the middle going through it, and fail along the Harris coaft, rill you are near the fandy 
bay of Drymocboind, then ftand from the coall weftward, or W. N. W. till the black rock at Stromay is in a 
line with Dunaaran IJiand-, and keep thefe two on till you are paft Gruagacb Rock, then fteer between Coppay 
and the head. 

Between Bernera If, and and Harris, the ftream of flood runs fouthward, and ebb northward } but the ftream s»r«»of T.d« nn t 
begins to turn fouthward one hour and a half before it is low-water on the (bore 1 and the ftream of ebb 
begins an hour and half before high-water on the fliore. From about the 20th of March, till the aoth of 
September, the northward ftream is fcarce fen Able between Bernera and Enfay , during eight days of neap- 
tide} but the fouthward ftream is very fcnfible : from about the aoth of September, to the 20th of March , 
during neap-tide, there is little or no fouthward ftream, but the northward ftream is very fcnfible. 

Some of the inhabitants of Bernera fay, that during the firll fix months, that is, while the fun has north 
declination, neap-tides run all day fouthward, and all night northward } and while the fun has fouth decli- 
nation, that neap-tides run all day northward, and all night fouthward. This I had no opportunity of con- 
firming by my own obfervation. But as fpring-tides here do not run above one mile an hour when ftrongeft, 
neap-tides muft be very flow } when their boats, or fiftiing-lines, driving a little with the wind, may give 
occafion to people, fond of the marvellous, to miftakc in a matter that requires care and nicety in the 
experiment* 

Rowdil Harbour, 

R avail it a bay at the S. W. point of Harris, about a mile long, and above a quarter of a mile wide, of eafy 
acccfs, the ground in it all dean, and the depth of water fufficient for the largeft Ihip*. As the anchorage is 
not flickered from ail winds, but open to the S. and to a point or two on each fide of that, other harbours in 
this neighbourhood are preferred to it in the winter-time. About a piftol-lhoc from the (horc, on the W. or 
larboard -fide, as you enter this bay, there is a fmall rock that dries with fpring-tide only, which muft be 
avoided in turning out or in. 

At the head of this bay there is a creek where fmall vcffels may lie aground on clean fand, and very 
fafe with all winds. The entrance to it is dry at low fpring-tide. Sail in here about high-water, and keep 
neareft the pcninfula, or fmall point on the ftarboard-hand. This creek is eftcemcd a convenient place for 
cleaning a veflel’s bottom. 

Finnis Bay. 

Finnis Bay is well (helcered, the ground good, and is capable of holding twelve or fifteen large (hips 
at anchor. 

About half a mile from the head of this harhour, nearer to the E. than to the W. fide, there is a rock 
that dries about half-ebb, on which, in 1753, a perch was placed : this rock fhoals about half a cable’s- 
length from the S. end of what dries at low-water with neap-tides. 

Enter this harbour between the two idands that lie in the mouth of it * take the fmall ifland, which is a 
quarter of a mile farther up, on the ftarboard-hand, and anchor any where above it on four fathoms water, 
avoiding the before -mentioned rock. 

Loch Lodival is the open bay next E. of Finnis Bay: it is full of rocks, and therefore not fit to drop 
anchor in. 5

Thefe are two Imall harbours within the fame buy, feparated by a peninfula; and chough rhe water in each, 
particularly in Geocrtf, is fufficicntly deep, yet their fi 2 c makes limn only fit fur fimll veiTcls 

There arc rocks on each fide to be avoided before you enter this bay: one lies call ward, near half a mile 
from the narrow point of I.ccb Leedivcl, and about that fame diltance, S. by li. from a green ifland next that 
point. On the L. fide of the entrance is Dttfiere (a remarkable rock, always above water, except with extra- 
ordinary high-tides), and fevera! that lie two cables-lengtli weftward from it; the wcftmoll of which dry 
about half-ebb. Keep above half a mite from the point, on the YV. fide of the entrance, and above a quarter 
of a mile from Dujktrc, and the rocks on each fide will be avoided. 

In the middle of the Namw, as you emer PuUaycub harbour, there is a final! rock that dries at half-ebb. 
The channel on the W. Jidc of this rock is dcepelt and fafeft. 

Near the entrance of Geocrep harbour there arc two locks always above water j the channel between them is 
fuJficicntly deep; the wellmoft is the larged and mnft remarkable; between which and the point of the 
peninfula next northward, there is a flioal which reaches half over to thaL lliore. Therefore, in failing 
through this funnel, keep nearer to the peninfula than to the rock. 

Loch - Stokenisij. 

Lecb SJc*eniJb is fhcitcrrd from all winds, the ground is good, and the depth firflicicntfi r the hrgeft Arp?; 
but the entrance is narrow, and requires a leading- wind. T.’ic channel is between Lanaryan /LuJ, and 
Vu flare Reck, keeping about one-third from the ifland, and two-thirds Irom the rock, to avuiJ a Iprmj-tidc 
tock, which lies neareft to Dujkt't . 

Bet* cr n Dujiete 3nd the point of Lecb Gttcrcp, there arc fcvcral rocks that dry ibout low-water only. 

In palling Uanalrejfet (the imall ifland, a quarter of a mile north 01 IlcnuKjnu) give the north md of it a 
birih of at lead hair a cablrVlengih. 

About a quarter of a mile fouth from the Ifland MtdlfctHel, there is a rock which dries at two hours of ebb. 
To avoid this, and the other rocks on the W. fide of this bay-, keep the E. fide of the corn-held of LecL-iies 
in light, by the E, fide of tVealfcoUci Ijiand. 

ljub Stekenijb may be entered along the call fide of Ilaxfloiewfi ; the lead water in it is twelve feer. Near' 
the narrowed part of this channel, abreaft ol‘ a Imall boule, keep the middle, or neareft the larboard- fide 
going in ; for it (hoals a little from the other fide. 'I he beft anchorage is above the iftand Mtaijcslle /, on 
lrom nine to twelve fathoms water. 


Harbours on the North -u-ejl Coajl of H ARRIS. 

Wtjl L o c li T A r b o T. 

Weft LccbTarbet , including the lefler lochs or harbours on the north fide of it, is a fpacious welt-fhelteml 
arm of the fca, where fcvcral hundreds of ftiips of all fizes may ride fafe in all weathers; for in the proper 
anchoring-placcs it is quite land-locked, the depth is moderate, and the ground holds well: but wcllerly 
winds, efpccially in winter, fet a great fwcll into it. The bed parts of this Loch to anchor in arc the 
following : 

Anchor any where above Hanifa, on from eleven to five fathoms. 

In failing in pall Sea Ijiand , avoid a reef of rocks that extends from Sea S. E. about half way to Itemflsi 
the eaftmoft of which lies off the mouth of Lech Miavag, and is always above water; the next to that is 
covered at high-water only; another is dry at low-water only; and near the ftiore of Mievag is one which 
dries with fpring-tide only. Alfo in failing along the N. fide of 7 aranjay Ifland, avoid a ledge that extends 
above a rable’s-iength from the nortb-eail point of that Ifland. 

If you enter along the S. fide of Ilanifla, give the S. fc. point of the Ifland a birth of about a cable’s-lcngt’n, 
to avoid a ledge that extends fouthward from it. 

Lt,cb Buncancttcr creek, oppofire Jiant/a , has good ground, and five fathoms the leaft water in the middle. 
Enter between Lanifla and liie black rock, which is always above water, about a quarter of a mile north of its 
fur on the north fide of the rock there is a rocky flioal that extends from it half way to the ibore, on which 
fix feet is the leaft water. 

I o;b Miavrg is a narrow creek, half between St. 4 Ifland and Ilauifa , in which finall veffcls may lie aground 
on fix feet w ater and clean far.d. Go not above the houfc on the Itarboard-lmnd, Sail in along the S. fide of 
the reef of rocks that extend S. E. from Sea, and take the calimoll of them, which is always above water, on 
the larboard-hand. 

Locb Leefavagb is a very fafe creek for veffcls that draw not above twelve feet of water. Anchor in ihc 
middle on three, or 2i fathoms. 

Chrigan Reiks are always above water, and one of them remarkably higher then the reft. 

Between Clergan and teerp Ifland, there arc three Imall rocks that dry with fpring-tide only; they lie a little 
nearer to Starp than to Chrigan, and may be perceived at any time cither by the breakers, or by a fwcll on 
them, even in the calmed weather. Thefe may be avoided along the weft end, by keeping the weft end of 
Ter an fay Ifland a Ihip’s-lenglh out to the W. by the higheft of the Clorigan R (is. 

If a vcftcl has occafion to fail into [stcbTarlot, along die fouth fide of the Ifland Tar anflay, fnc mnft keep 
the middle, or neareft the larboard- (bore, to avoid Beivfpik Reck , which lies above two cables-lcngth from 
the Ihorc of Pebbil, in Taranfay , and dries at low-water only. 

Ijwgarcd Reck , between Pabbil and Iy in Taranfay, lies about two cablcs-length from the ftiore, and dries 
at hall-ebb. 

Near the head of the bay of h, there is a rock always above warcr. within which a fmall veflcl may ride faf* 
on three or four fathoms of water. Anchor within a cable’s-length of the rock. 

A veilel may flop off the E. end of Taranfay, between Ra and Lujiindtr Point, on three or four fathoms 
clean fand. Anchor neareft to T aranfay , but avoid a lhallow bank that extends above two cablcs-length from 
the Ihorc of Ra, on which the leaft water is fix feet.

Harbours along the E. Coaft, from Harris to the Butt of the Lewis. harbours. 


Loch Creosavaoh in Harris. 

Jjecb Creafavagb is a large bay, with good ground, and the water fuAicient for the larged fliips; but being 
open to the fouth and fouth-eaft, it is not thought fafe anchorage in the winter-time; except clofe to the head 
or the bay, where a fmall veflcl or two may ride within a rock. 

On the weft fide of this bay there are two rocks that lie about a quarter of a mile from the fhore, and the R«k*on ike w. u* 
north-nod of them more than a quarter of a mile northward from the two fmall iflands in the mouth of the 
bay: that next the iflands dries with fpring-tide only, the other about half-ebb. 

Sail into this Loch on the E. fide of the two illands, anchor any where clear of the two forc-mcmioned rocks, Aacteu«<.

This harbour lies on the weft fide of Scalpay , facing Rv-grebamjh, is flickered from all winds, the ground 
is good, and the depth of water fufficient for any fhip: ten or twelve Ihips of any fizc may ride fafe in it} 
but requires a leading-wind in and out, the channel being between two iflands that arc not two cablc’s- 
length afunder. 

Near the middle of the entrance, between Scalpay and Ru-grebanijb, rhere is a rock called Sktrgridticb, which Sk«jrifc;th R«k. 
dries about low-water: it lies ncareft the Scalpay fide. It is avoided along the S. fide, at a confidcrablc di- 
dance, while any part of the Lrwit is feen by Scalpay . It is avoided along the W. fide, by keeping the middle 
between Scalpay and Ra-grebani/b. You arc pad it going in, when Sbiant is fiiut with the point of Scalpay. 

Near the fouth-weft end of Scalpay, there is a rock about a quarter of a mile from the fhore, which does L»ja.Uf*j» S h 01 i. 
not dry but with extraordinary low tides. It is avoided while Ru-u/limjb in Lewis is feen by Scalpay. 

Near halfway between the iflands Rojfay and Skiotfvay (but not in the way to this harbour) there is a rock *«|kire*»omr 
that dries at two hours of ebb. It lies one-third from the ifland next weft of Stiggay , and two-thirds from “ 
the middle of the iflands on the Grebanijb fide. 

To fail inio the S. harbour of Scalpay, keep any part of the Lewis in fight by Scalpay, till you are halfway, T»r*iiin»th«k»fcw. 
Or nearly fo, between Ru-grebanijb and Scalpay , then fail for Hamerfay Ifland (on which there is a kern), giving 
the well point of it a birth, and fail in, in the middle, between it and RoJJay ; as you enter the harbour, give 
the point on the ftarboard-hand a birth of half a cable, and anchor abreaft of, or a little above, the fmall 
iflands on the larboard-hand, on from feren to four fathoms water.

The North Harbour of Sc ALP AY. 

The north harbour is a creek in the north-weft end of Scalpay, capable only of four our five frrwll vcfiVls; 
there being no more than eight or nine feet of water in it at low fpring-tide; but is fneltcred from all winds, 
and the ground good. Take ebb-tide going in ; fot flood runs out, or eanwur.l, and in the narrowed pare 
runs about two miles an hour whrn llrongeft; and continues an hour and a halt after the water begtr.s to fall 
on the Ihore. Sail in between Stalpay and Molomijh, giving the E. end of Scaip^y a birth of about a table V 
length : going into this harbour, keep the little ifland in the mouth of it on your flat board-hand, and fail in 
the middle, or rather neareft the larboard-fide. If there is not water enough to go in, a veffe! may ride off 
the mouth of the creek on ten or twelve fathoms good ground, and pretty good Ihelcer. Avoid a rock about 
a cablcVlcngth weftward from the fouth, or ftarboard-point of the entrance, which is covered at high* 
water only. 

. East Loch Tarbot. 

F.ajt Locb Tarbct is that large bay which is on the weft fide of Scalps} IjlinA. In the mourh of it, belldcs 
Scdpay, there are a great number of leffer iftands that break off" the lea, and make this a very fafe hirbour for 
Ihips and vcficls of any fize; a hundred of which might ride in it eafdy on good anchor-ground, and well- 
ftieltcred. 

This Loch may be entered, either on the fouth- weft fide of Scalpay through the i Hands, avoiding Skergrijiich 
Reck, as before directed, and keeping Hammttfay, ReJJay, and Shoifvay on the (larboard- hand, and the chain 
of iflets along Ru-grdanijb on the larboard, and avoiding the rock off the middle of them that dries at two 
hours ofebb, deferibed in the laft harbour, by keeping the middle, or neareft to the Cnbanijh itlets. Or it may 
be entered along the north fide of Scalpay along Mdomijb, which is the eafieft for one unacquainted. 

When the rock off the ifiand between R/JJay and Skut/vay is feen, a (hip may fail on cither fide of that 
rock, and go in between Skiot/vay and Sttggay to the anchorage; avoiding a rock, neareft Sitggay, wluch is 
always above water, except at high fpring-tide. 

About two cables length eaftward of the DirocUt illcts, and northward of a rock always above water, there 
is a rock that dries with lpring-tidc only ; and one fouthward of that which dries about half-ebb. 

The beft anchorage in this I .och is between Diroclet and Urga, and from thence to the Narrozo at the head, 
on from feven to fixteen fathoms water. Small vcficls in winter, may anchor in the with one an- 

chor on Ihore, on two fathoms : or in the bay at Diroclet , keeping near the middle going in, to avoid two 
half- tide rocks, on the ftarboard-hand, and one on the larboard : anchor in the fouth corner of the bay, above 
a cable’s- length from the lhorc. 

Loch Sbafort. 

l.ocb Seafort is a large arm of the fca between Harris and the Ijvns, capable of fcveral hundreds of the 
larged Ihips. It is almoft quite land-locked in all parts, the ground good, the depth of water from five 
to thirty fathoms; and when SteriHoc Reck, deferibed before, which lies about two leagues fouthward fiom the 
entrance, is avoided, there is nothing to be feared in failing in, only there mud be a leading-wind through 
the Harrow, as you enter the Loch. Anchor any where above Marwick. At the weft end of lUn-Scafort 
is the fmootheft riding, and mod moderate depth of water. 

The rock near the entrance on the eaft fide is always above water, and deep quite round. There is a 
rock on the Harris fide, that lies about half a mile from the lhorc of Molomijh, and dries at half-ebb. This 
rock ibould be attended to in failing along that Ihore. 

Loch Clay. 

Locb Clay is of cafy accefs, has good ground, and a moderate depth of water for Ihips of any fize; but 
being open on the fouth to two or three points of the compafs, it is likely a great fwell will fee into it when 
the wind blows frelh from that quarter, efpecially in winter. 

Small vcficls may anchor half a mile from the head of this bay, in a cove on the E. fide, on fix fathoms 
water; or, nearer the mouth of the Loch, on the eaft fide of the little ifland, with one anchor on lhorc : 
this creek is fafe all weathers. It flioals on each fide, a little way from the Ihore, near the fouth entrance-, 
therefore, in failing in this way, keep the middle as near as you can, till you enter the Narrow, when you 
arc pall thefc ledges. 

Loch Valumis. 

Locb Valumis is a narrow harbour, fit for fmall veffclsonly. In fummer they may ride any where along 
rise weft fide of the pcninfula, on three or four faihoms water, for the ground is all good : in winter it is 
fafeft riding at the north end of the peninfula land-locked, on nine feet the lealt water. 

Near the mouth of this creek, on the E. fide, there is a fmall rock always above water : norrh-caftward 
from which, about two cablcVlcngth, there is a fmall rock that dries at half-ebb, which mud be avoided 
failing along that Ihore. 

Loch Brolum. 

Loch Brolum has good ground, and depth of Water for Ihips of any fize ; but being open to two or three 
points of the compafs, it is reckoned fafe anchorage only in the rummer-time ; except to fuch fmall vcficls as 
can go into the creek at Brolum Heufe-, off (he mouth of which there is a fmall rock, near a cabic's-length 
weftward from the point on your ftarboard-hand going in, that dries with fpring-tide only; and another in 
the middle of the entrance : this place therefore requires high-water to go in and our. 

The beft anchorage for large vcficls is at the head of the Loch, a cabic's-length or two from a fmall ifland 
there. 

Loch Shell. 

Locb Shell is a fpacious, convenient, and fafe harbour for Ihips and vcficls of all fizes. Ships bound to the 
fouthward may ride mod conveniently in the bay of Lmurvay, on the north fide of Ilan-Nnvrt, or near the 
north fide of that ifland. In failing to this anchorage, avoid a rock off the north-call part of the ifland, 
which dries at four hours of ebb ; and lies about one-third from the Ihore of the Lewis, on the ftarboard- 
hand, and two-thirds from Newrt. 

Sailing into the weft harbour, near half a mile paft Ilan-Netcrt, avoid two rocks on the ftarboard-fide, thac 
dry about half-ebb, by keeping the middle, or neareft the Ihore on the larboard-fide. Anchor a mile or two 
up this Loch. 

This harbour may be diftinguilhed at a diftancc, by its bearing from Sbiaut IflaoAs. 

Loch 
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Loch Hours. 

Lceb Haunt, or Locb Dungeon, is all clean good ground, and the depth fofficient for any Ihip j but being 
open to the eaft in the mouth where it is broadeft, and above that narrow, it is only fit for Hopping in j or 
for I'm all vcflcl* to ride in the narrow part half a mile, or more, up the Loch. 

The Birken Isles. 

The Birken Ifiej lie in the mouth of a long arm of the fca, in the parifh of TacIs, and give name to that 
Loch. There is good ground, a moderate depth of water for any (hips, and fafe riding in the lummer-time 
about a mile up the entrance, near the middle, between Taucray Ijlar.d on the nor(h fide, and Cremcrt Head 
on the Touch, on fourteen fathoms. In winter it is better to go as far up as Cremcrt Hitufe, and anchor off 
the month of that bay, on eleven, or nine fathoms. Small vdTcls may go into the creek of Cr eaten, and ride 
on rwo fathoms the lead water. Within it there is a final! rock, on the W. fide, about half a cable from 
the high-water mark. Take care not to ride over it. Vclfcls bound to the font h ward may ride more con- 
veniently, and very fafe, on the north fide of the Birken 1/les , between the i (lands Tancray and Voter fay, or in 
the cove at RaniJb. You may fail in either along the Couth, or along the north fide of Voter fay : if you fail 
in along the north fide, keep about half a cablcVlcngth from that Ifland, to avoid a rock that lies about a 
cablc’s-length north from Vaterfay , and dries about half-ebb. 

If there was any occafion to go above St. Ct/m's Jfiand , the riding there is very fine, and fafe for great 
numbersof (hips of* any burthen. The channel up is along the N. fide of St. Ccbn't Ifland ; about a quarter 
of a mile north from the middle of which there is a fmall green ifict, which mull be taken on the (larboard- 
hand, at the diftancc of about a cable's-length, to avoid a fmall rock that dries at half-ebb, and lies about 
mid-channel, between the Gmn Ifiand and St. Calm's. 

Loci! G R E M 1 8 II A D E R. 

In Loch Gremjhader there is good ground, a fufficicnt depth of water for any merchant (hip, and at the 
head it is wcll-fhcltered from all winds-, but it is fo narrow, that there a veffel rnuft have a following-wind 
up. In the mouth of a fmall cove, near the middle of this Loch, there is a rock which is coveted only at 
high-water with fpring-tide: the deeped water is on the north fide of this rock. Anchor off the peninfula 
at the head, on from Tour to lcven fathoms, or any where above the fore-mencioncd cove. 

Loch Stornaway. 

Locb Stornaway is a large and fafe harbou - , with water fofficient for the larged (hips, and nothing to be 
feared in failing into it; only in tacking give the point of Arnifh a birth of a cable’s-length ; or Hand no 
nearer it than til! the weft fide of the fmall ifland within the harbour is in one with the ruinous caftlca little 
above ir. The point of Holm, on the oppofite fide of the entry likewife, requires a birth between the point 
and the ifland next it, to avoid a rock that extends a cablc’s-length fouth from the point, and dries about 
half-ebb. This rock has ten fathoms dole to it; and is avoided while the ifland within the Loch is open 
off the point of Helm. 

About a mile up this harbour, on rhe E. fide, there is a rocky ledge that extends fouthward, near two 
cablcs-length from the north point of a fmall bay. 

The belt anchorage in this harbour is above the little ifland, near the town of Stornaway j or along the 
north fide of Arnifh Point ; or any where along the weft fide, on from four to fix fathoms of water. 

Loch T h a, cr Broad Bay. 

Bread Bay has a moderate depth of water, and clean ground 3lmoft in all parts, and is a convenient place 
for (hips to (top in in moderate weather. 

In the middle, about three miles up, there is a fmall rock, called Skeriver, which dries with fpring-tide 
only. Leading marks on it arc, the kirk of Agnes, a lail's-breadth open of Kebbuk Head, and the point of 
Tongue, in a line with the higheft hill of Barvai. 

The rocks within Grate Bay dry about haif-ebb. 

Harbours on the Wejl Side of the Lewis. 

Loch Riiesort. 

Lech Rbcfcrt is a long, narrow, arm of the fca, where a numerous fleet of the largeft (bips may ride in 
fafety all the year round. It is well-lbeltcred, the ground good, and the depth from twelve to five fathoms, 
or lei's, (hallowing gradually as you go up. Near the mouth it is fubjcA to bidden fqualls of wind from the 
neighbouring hills, in blowing weather. OffTireftuH, where it is broadeft, terms the heft place of anchorage. 

Off the mouth of this Loch, about three-quarters of a mile northward of Starp Jfiand, there is a cluftcr of 
rocks, the caftmoft of which, and one near the middle, arc always above water; the weftmoft dry about 
Kaif-cbb. Thel'c are avoided failing from the weft, toward Locb Rbeforl, by keeping a mile from the W. 
end of Starp Ifiand, and failing northward, till Afaltfiay Jfiand bears E. then (leering eaflward, keeping nearer 
to Alalejlay than to Starp, till Molsjlay bears north; then ftcer fouthward for the mouth of Rbefort . 

Loch I-Iamnevay. 

Lccb Hmutevay is wcll-fheltered, good ground, and the depth moderate for (hips of any fize. A fleet of 
the largeft drips may ride in fafety in it all weathers. There is nothing to be feared in going in but Du/iere 
Rocks, between Starp and Maleflay, mentioned above with Locb Rbefcrt, which are avoided lading from the 
north, by keeping neareft to MaUfiay ; or as before dircfled, when failing from the foutb. 

In moderate weather a fhip may (top at anchor on the E. fide of A Ulefiay, between it and the main of the 
Lewis, a cableVlength, or two, from the middle of the ifland, on from five to eleven fathoms water. 

Loch R o a c. 

Lccb Roag, properly, is that long, narrow, arm of the fca, the entrance of which begins about two miles 
fouth from Jf'iavore Jfiind, and is fo narrow and lhallow that only boats, or very fmallvclTels, can go into it. 
There is alfo a ftror.g ft ream of tide that runs in and out, which renders it more difficult and hazardous. But 
under the name Lotb Rcag, we comprehend the places of anchorage fouthward of Jf'iavore, and the Fourteen- 
penny lend. Along the fouth-fide of the Fourteen -penny- land, called Kyle Fletayi in the crcck AUavagb, and 
near the fouth end of IJ’toia Ifiand , a great number of (hips and veflels may ride at all times, in goodfhelter, 
good ground, and a moderate depth of water. 

The belt channel into thefe harbours is between Vatafay Ifiand and IV t aver e, taking the fmall ifland Helifkere 
on the (larboard-hand, and keeping nearer to Jf'iavore than to the Fourteen- penny-land, to avoid a fpring-tide 
otk that lies near the middle between them, and caft from an iflet called Han Hodge, near the latter. 
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About a quarter of a mile north -weft ward from Hartajkcrt, there is a fmall half-tide rock to be avoided. 

The two fmall rocks that lie about a quarter of a mile northward from the north end of fV'tevort, are near 
quite covered with the tide. In Kyle Flotoy , ahehor neareft to the north fhore. On the fourh fidy df Lilwia, 
anchor between it and the fouth end of Flotoy. In Loib Miavegb, which is at the weft end of the Fourteen- 
penny-land, a veffel may ride quite fmooth in the hardeft Rales, on from rwo to four fathoms of water; 

A fmall veffel, in the fummer-time, may ride on the fouth fide of Pobbay Tjland , on three fathoms water, 
about a cable’s length from the fhore. In the middle of that channel there is a rock that dries at haif ebb; 
which is avoided by keeping oqc-third, or one-fourth, from Pabbay, and two-thirds, or three-fourths, from 
the fhore of Kniep. 

About two cable’s- length fouth-eaftward from the fouth end of Pabbay , there is a fmall fhoal, on which 
the leaft water is fix feet. This fhoal is avoided, failing between Pabbay and Vacafay, by keeping nearclt to 
Vacajay. 

Loch Burolome. 

Locb Burglcme is the channel, or found, between the fouth-weft fide of Bernera IJlani and Uig. This 
harbour, though of confiderable capacity, is fit for fmall veffcls only \ for in the entrance, near burgleme in 
Bernera, there is not above three feet of water at low fpring-tide j and in the wideft part of the anchorage 
only twelve feet. At this place there is a little ifland, and about a cablc’s-lcngth E. from it, a rock that 
dries at half.ebb, and another half a cable’s- length north of the illand, which mull be avoided in failing and 
anchoring near it. Without the entrance, on the weft fide, their is very fafe anchorage on feven or eight 
fathoms, good ground, and fufficient ihelter ; but there are fcvcral rocks to be avoided in the mod diredt way 
to this place, which is along the E. fide of IFtavore Ifland. The firft is the half- tide rock, a little from Hur- 
tajkerc ljland, which was mentioned before. The fecond is a half tide rock, above a quarter of a mile weft- 
ward from Bujla in Bernera Ifland. The next is a fpring-tide rock in the middle, between the north end of 
fPiavore and the little ifland next eaft from ir ; to avoid which, keep neareft that little ifland; or keep lUrta- 
Jbere in a line with, or between the two rocks, which arc always above warer, off the north cud of IFic.crt. 
The laft are three rocks that dry about low-water, which lie about a cable"*- length from the fhore of H'ia- 
vote, along the round point where the houfe Hands ; - to avoid them, keep the middle of the channel, or neareft 
to Bernera. The fafeft channel, however, is along the weft fide, and fouth end of fFiavatt. Anchor off 
Taclet a cablc's-length, or two, from the fhore, on from fix to nine fathoms. 

Loch Bernera. 

Locb Bernera is a large arm of the fca, extending along the E. fide of the Ifland Bernera , where a great 
number of the largeft Clips may ride in fafery in the fummer-time, on from eight to twelve fathoms water ; 
and in winter may be quite land-locked, on from three to five fathoms. There is nothing to be feared 
coming in, but what may be avoided by keeping above a cable’s- length from the land. 

Enter on the E. fide of Maker, which is the outermoft of the fmall iflands ; take the rock Crilar, which is 
near the fouth-eaft end of Little Bernera, and always above water, on the ftarboard-hand ; keep above a cablc’s- 
length from the fhore at Sandicik, on the larboard-fide to avoid three fmall rocks that dry about low-water ; 
and, on the (larboard -fide, avoid a fmall rock that dries with fpring-tide only, which lies about a cablc’s- 
length north from Ilan Eulim ; and is avoided while Critar Reek is in a line with, or in the leaft open of, Majier 
Ifland. Avoid alfo a fmall rock chat lies about a cable’s- length caftward of the little ifland next the point of 
Briagilet ; which dries at low-water, and one-half a cable north of the point of Rifagb , near Briagblel. Thele 
rocks are out of a (hip’s-way, except when (he is turning in, or out of the harbour. 

Anchor in fummer any where between Tolfla, on the main of the Lewis, and Vacafay Ifland ; in winter it 
is beft riding farther up, between Cahay and Briafelet, on from five to three fathoms. 

Little Bernera Harbour . 

Small veffels may ride in the Sound of Little Bernera, on clean fand, about a quarter of a mile eaft ward of 
the houfe. A little caftward from the houfe, in the middle of the channel, between two points oppofitc to 
each other, there is a rock that dries about half-ebb: a fmall vefTel may fail up on either fide of this rock, 
by keeping about one-fourth from the fhore on either fide, and thrce-foui ths from the other, and anchor in 
good Ihelter a cable’s-lcngth weft of the rock. Within the entrance of this harbour, within a fmall bay on 
the fouth fide, half a cable’s-lcngth from the fhore, there is a little fpring-tide rock, which is avoided while 
you do not enter that bay. 

Loch Carlow a. 

Locb Carlcwa is a pretty good harbour in the fummer-time, and convenient for vcflcls bound to the weft- 
ward. In failing into this harbour, when you are about half a mile up, keep the middle, cr neareft the 
larboard fide, to avoid three fmall rocks that lie off Down, about one-third (rum the fouth fide, and dry 
when it has ebbed one hour. Anchor in the bay of Kerrwiek, on four fathoms water. 

The place of the Lochs in this neighbourhood may be perceived at a diftance, by the Barvas Hills, and 
moie particularly by the appearance of Garvilan, which is a large rock rifingout of the fca, like a round re- 
gular hill, a little without the other lower iflands.

/Jluratiom in the Sand-banks near Liverpool. 

Sikc* the Defcriptions of the Banks and Channels near Liverpool were printed off, the following Alterations 
have come to the Writer’s knowledge. 

That part of Hoyle Sand, whicluwas between the Nortb-wefl Buoy and Helbry Swafh , has extended about a 
quarter of a mile northward ; the North-weft Buoy has been fhifted eaftward accordingly, and Helbry Swafh 
Buoy taken away altogether, as being now unncceflary. 

In the N. entrance of Heyle-lakt, where fome years ago there were fifteen feet water, there are now only 
eight at .low-water, with fpring tide: there is, befides, lefs room within the Lake for fhips to ride in than 
formerly: fo that Hoylc-lake lecms to be filling up at both ends. 

The channel between Madwarf Sand and Rurbo has lately ftufted confiderably fouthward, and new buoys 
and land-marks placed to direct (hipping through it. 

On the Point of Ayr, near Chefter Bar in the River Dee , a light-houfe is to be eredted, with view to enable 
Clipping to pafs that point at a proper diftance in the night time. By what means it will do i the Writer 
has not yet learned.
